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HON.  JOHN  PAUL. 

The  death  of  the  Hon.  John  Paul,  Judge  of  the  United  States 
Circuit  Court,  for  the  Western  District  of  Virginia.,  removes  from 
the  ranks  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  one  of  our  most  talented  alumni; 
one  who  was  widely  known  and  was  respected  not  only  for  his 
marked  ability  but  also  for  the  sterling  qualities  as  a  man. 

We  reproduce  herewith  portions  of  a  sketch  of  his  life  pre- 
pared by  Bro.  R.  S.  Turk,  of  the  Staunton  Spectator,  for  publica- 
tion in  that  journal: 

John  Paul  was  born  in  1839,  near  Paul's  Mill,  in  Rockingham 
county,  Virginia.  He  was  a  son  of  Peter  Paul,  now  deceased,  a 
farmer  well  known  in  this  section  of  the  valley.  His  boyhood 
days  were  spent  on  the  farm,  working  in  summer  and  attending 
district  school  in  winter.  In  1859-'60  he  taught  school  for  the 
purpose  of  securing  means  with  which  to  further  pursue  his 
studies,  and  in  the  fall  of  the  latter  year  he  entered  Roanoke  Col- 
lege, Salem,  Va.  At  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War  he  left  college 
and  was  one  of  a  number  of  students  who  enlisted  in  the  Salem 
Artillery.  After  serving  with  that  command  for  twelve  months 
he  joined  the  Fifth  Virginia  Cavalry,  with  which  he  continued 
during  the  remainder  of  his  army  service.  He  was  severely 
wounded  at  Catlett's  Station,  previous  to  the  second  battle  of 
Manassas.  In  1864  he  was  taken  prisoner  at  the  battle  of  the 
Wilderness,  and  was  confined  in  Fort  Delaware  until  the  close  of 
hostilities. 

After  the  war  he  did  not  return  to  college,  but  entered  the 
law  school  of  the  University  of  Virginia,  where,  in   1867,  he 
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graduated,  and  the  same  year  began  the  practice  of  his  profession 
in  Harrisonburg.  At  the  bar  his  ability  and  personal  popularity 
soon  secured  him  a  liberal  practice,  and  in  1870  he  was  elected 
Commonwealth's  Attorney  for  the  county  of  Rockingham.  He 
made  a  fine  record  as  a  resolute  and  competent  prosecuting  at- 
torney, and  he  was  twice  reelected  to  the  office.  His  taste  for 
politics  and  his  talent  for  political  leadership  made  him  a  promi- 
nent figure  in  the  early  agitation  of  the  State  debt  settlement, 
and  in  1877  he  became  a  candidate  for  the  State  Senate.  He 
carried  his  county  by  a  good  majority,  and  the  following  year  was 
nominated  by  the  Readjuster  party  as  its  candidate  for  Congress 
in  the  Seventh  District,  having  as  his  opponent  Judge  John  T. 
Harris,  his  townsman  and  personal  friend.  Capt.  Paul  had  an 
enthusiastic  following  in  the  district,  but  Judge  Harris  was  re- 
elected. Two  years  later  he  was  again  unanimously  nominated  for 
Congress  by  the  Readjusters,  and  this  time  he  was  successful,  car- 
rying the  district  over  Judge  Henry  C.  Allen,  of  Shenandoah 
county,  by  a  majority  of  725.  In  1882  he  was  nominated  for  a 
second  term.  Colonel  Charles  T.  O'Ferrall  was  his  opponent. 
Paul  was  elected  on  the  face  of  the  returns  and  received  the  cer- 
tificate. A  contest  was  instituted  by  the  Democrats,  and  Colonel 
O'Ferrall  was  awarded  the  seat  after  Capt.  Paul  had  retired  to 
accept  the  United  States  judgeship. 

While  serving  his  second  term  in  Congress,  Judge  Alexander 
Rives  retired  from  the  United  States  District  Court  for  the  West- 
ern District  of  Virginia,  and  through  General  William  Mahone's 
influence  (then  a  Senator  from  Virginia)  the  appointment  was 
tendered  to  Capt.  Paul  by  President  Arthur,  March,  1883.  He 
went  on  the  bench  in  the  fall  of  1883,  and  discharged  the  duties 
of  the  office  with  marked  industry  and  ability  until  incapacitated 
by  his  final  illness. 

Judge  Paul  was  exceedingly  happy  in  his  domestic  life.  His 
wife,  who'  survives  him,  was  Miss  Kate  S.  Green,  of  Warren 
county,  a  lady  of  fine  literary  talent.  He  leaves  six  children,  the 
eldest  daughter  being  the  wife  of  Greenlee  D.  Letcher,  of  Lexing- 
ton. The  others  are  younger  and  still  reside  at  the  Paul  home 
in  Harrisonburg. 
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THE  BABY  CORPS. 


(Being  some  account  of  the  little  cadets  of  the  Virginia  Military- 
Institute,  who  stood  the  examination  of  war  at  New  Market, 
Va.,  May  15,  1864,  in  the  front  line  of  the  Confederate 
forces,  where  more  than  three  hundred  answered  to  their 
names  and  all  were  perfect.) 


E  wore  only  a  lot  o*  little  boys — they  called  us  a  baby 
corps — 
At  the  Institute  in  Lexington,  in  the  winter  o?  '64; 
While  the  new  year  brought  to  the  stricken  South  no  end 
o?  the  war  in  sight, 
We  thought  we  could  whip  the  North  in  a  week  if  they'd  only 
let  us  fight. 


We  longed  for  the  glory  o>  going  to  war,  and  some  by  night  ran 

away, 
And  every  cadet  in  the  school  agreed  'twas  a  greater  disgrace  to 

stay; 
And  General  Smith  and  the  faculty  had  their  peck  o'  trouble 

filled 
Every  time  there  was  news  of  a  battle  lost  or  a  Southern  hero 

killed. 


One  night,  when  the  boys  were  all  abed,  we  heard  the  long  roll 

beat, 
And  quickly  the  walls  o'  the  building  shook  with  the  tread  of 

hurrying  feet; 
And  when  the  battalion  stood  in  line  we  heard  the  welcome 

warning: 
"Breckinridge  needs  the  help  o'  the  corps;  be  ready  to  march  in 

the  morning." 


And  many  a  boastful  tale  was  told  through  the  lingering  hours 

o'  night, 
A.nd  the  teller  fenced  with  airy  foes  and  put  them  all  to  flight. 
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And  notes  of  love  were  written,  too,  with  many  a  fevered  sigh 
That  breathed  the  lofty  happinessi  a'  those  about  to  die. 


Some  sat  in  Nature's  uniform,  patching  their  suits  o'  gray, 

And  some  were  squinting  along  their  guns  in  a  darkly  suggestive 

way. 
The  battalion  was  off  on  the  Staunton  pike  as  soon  as  the  sun 

had  risen, 
And  we  turned  with  a  cheer  for  the  Institute  but  yesterday  a 

prison. 


At  Staunton  the  soldiers  chaffed  us,  and  the  girls  o'  the  city 

schools 
Giggled  and  flirted  around  the  corps  till  we  felt  like  a  lot  o'  fools; 
They  threw  us  kisses  and  tiny  drums  and  brought  us  baby  rattles, 
And  we  thought  the  fire  of  ridicule  was  worse  than  the  fire  o? 

battles.  ' 


We  made  our  escape  at  the  break  of  day,  and,  camping  the  second 

night, 
Were  well  on  our  way  to  the  seat  o'  war,  with  Harrisonburg  in 

sight; 
And  the  troopers  who  met  us,  riding  fast  from  the  swarming 

soldier  hives, 
Said:     "Sigel  has  come  with  an  awful  force,  and  ye'll  have  to 

fight  fer  yer  lives. " 


But  we  wanted  to  fight;  the  peril  o9  war  never  weakened  our 

young  desires, 
And  the  third  day  out  we  camped  at  dusk  in  sight  of  the  picket 

fires. 
Our  thoughts,  wing-weary  with  homeward  flight,  went  astray  in 

the  gloomy  skies, 
And  our  hearts  were  beating  a  reveille  whenever  we  closed  our 

eyes. 


"Hark!  What's  that?     The  sentry  call?     (A  galloping  horseman 

comes.) 
"Hey,  boys!    Get  up!    There's  something  wrong!     Don't  ye  hear 

'em  a-thumpin'  the  drums?" 
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Said  the  captain,  who  sat  in  the  light  o>  the  fire,  tying  his  muddy 

shoes, 
"We  must  toe  the  line;  o'  the  Yankees  soon,  an'  we  haven't  much 

time  to  lose. 


"Come  up  here,  boys,"  the  captain  said,  as  he  waived  his  only  arm, 

"A  moment  o'  counsel  before  we  start  won't  do  us  a  bit  a*  harm." 

"Why,  Jim,  you're  standing  there  asleep!     Who's  that  you're 

whisperin'  for? 
"Yer  father?     Wake  up!     You  ain't  to  home;  you're  on  your 
way  to  the  war." 


"Hats  off!"    And  we  all  stood  silent  while  the  captain  raised  his 

hand 
And  prayed,  imploring  the  god  o'  war  to  favor  his  little  band. 
His  voice  went  out  in  a  whisper  at  last,  and  then,  without  further 

remark, 
He  bade  the  battalion  form  in  fours,  and  led  us  away  in  the 

dark. 


The  heavy  road — it  lamed  our  legs,  and  the  rain  it  cooled  our 

blood, 
And  every  time  we  raised  our  feet  ye  could  hear  the  suck  o' 

the  mud. 
At  noon  we  came — a  soggy  lot — to  the  top  of  a  big  clay  hill, 
And  saw  the  miles  of  infantry,  every  man  o'  them  standing  still. 


The  league  long  hills  are  striped  with  blue,  the  valley  is  lined 

with  gray, 
And  between  the  armies  o'  North  and  South  are  blossoming  fields 

o'  May; 
There's   a  mighty  cheer  in  the   Southern  host   as,  led  by  the 

fife  and  drum, 
To  the  front  o'  the  line  with  a  fearless  tread  our  baby  cadets 

have  come. 
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"Forward!"  the  air  is  quaking  now;  a  shrill-voiced  angry  yell 
Answers  the  roar  of  the  musketry  and  the  scream  o'  the  rifled 

shell. 
The  gray  raeks  rushing,  horse  and  foot,  at  the  flaming  wall  o' 

bine, 
Break  a  hole  in  its  center,  and,  leading  all,  onr  little  cadets  go 

through ! 


A  shell  shoots  out  of  its  hood  o'  smoke,  and  slows  mid-air  and 

leaps 
At  our  corps  that  is  crossing  a  field  o'  wheat,  and  we  stagger  and 

fall  in  heaps; 
We  close  the  ranks,  and  they  break  again,  when  a  dozen  more 

fall  dying; 
And  some,  too  hurt  to  use  their  guns,  stand  up  with  the  others 

trying. 


"Lie  down  an'  give  'em  a  volley,  boys — quick  there,  every  one! 
"Lie  down,  you  little  devils!     It's  better  to  die  than  run." 
And,  huddling  under  the  tender  wheat,  the  living  lay  down  with 

the  dead, 
And  you  couldn't  have  lifted  your  finger  then  without  touching 

a  piece  o'  lead. 


"Look  up  in  the  sky  and  see  the  shells  go  over  a  whiskin'  their 

tails. 
"Better  not  lift  yer  hand  too  high  or  the  bullets  '11  trim  yer  nails." 
Said  the  captain,  "Forward,  you,  who  can!"     In  a  jiffy  we're 

all  on  our  feet 
An'  up  to  their  muzzles  a-clubbin'  our  guns,  an'  the  Yanks  have 
begun  a  retreat. 


Said  a  wounded  boy,  peering  over  the  grain,  "Hurrah!  see  our 

banner  a-flyin'! 
"Wish  I  was  there;  but  I  can't  get  up — I  wonder  if  I'm  a-dyin'? 
"Oh,  Jim,  did  you  ever  hear  of  a  man  that  lived  that  was  hit  in 

the  head? 
"Say,  Jim,  did  you  ever  hear  of  a  man  that  lived — my  God, 

Jim's  dead!" 
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A  mist,  like  a  web  that  is  heavy  with  prey,  is  caught  in  the  green 

o'  the  fields; 
It  breaks  and  is  parted  as  if  a  soul  were  struggling  where  it 

yields. 
The  twilight  deepens  and  hushes  all  save  the  beating  o'  distant 

drums, 
And  over  the  shuddering  deep  o'  the  air  a  wave  o'  silence  comes. 


By  lantern  light  we  found  the  boys  where,  under  the  wheat,  they 

lay, 
As  if  sleep — soft-fingered,  compelling  sleep! — had  come  in  the 

midst  o'  play. 
In  the  olden  school  o'  war  they  had  learned  the  ancient  lesson 

again 
That  the  blood  of  a  man  is  a  trifle  compared  to  the  cause  o'  men.

Pennsylvania  Alpha  Upsilon  has  been  cast  into  deepest  gloom 
since  the  publication  of  the  last  Palm  by  the  untimely  death  of 
Bro.  Charles  D.  Speer,  '03,  of  Pittsburg,  on  October  24th.  His 
death  was  the  result  of  appendicitis,  an  operation  by  Johns  Hop- 
kins specialists  having  failed  to  save  him.  His  body,  accompanied 
by  his  mother,  who  had  come  to  Gettysburg  to  nurse  him,  and  two 
of  his  brothers  in  Alpha  Tau,  was  taken  to  Pittsburg  and  there 
laid  to  rest. 

Bro.  Speer  was  guard  and  captain  of  his  college  football 
team  and  a  player  of  exceptional  ability.  He  was  a  man  of  extra- 
ordinary build  and  wonderful  muscular  development,  absolutely 
free  from  any  physical  defect.  In  addition,  he  was  a  good  general 
on  the  gridiron,  and  of  such  strong  and  winning  personality  as 
to  be  idolized  not  only  by  his  team  and  college,  but  by  all  the 
townspeople  of  Gettysburg;  his  presence  on  the  team  was  an  in- 
spiration which  spurred  every  man  to  do  his  best. 

Bro.  Speer  was  an  ideal  college  man.  Big,  handsome,  bright 
and  cheery,  he  combined  all  the  elements  which  make  for  popu- 
larity at  college  and  success  in  the  world.  He  was  a  sincere  Chris- 
tian, and  committed  his  soul  to  his  Master  in  perfect  trust  in  all 
the  pain-filled  days  before  he  bravely  went  to  the  operating  table. 

He  was  a  fraternity  man  of  the  best  type,  thoroughly  filled 
with  the  Alpha  Tau  spirit,  and  commanding  the  highest  respect 
of  all  aliens.  His  college  mourns  a  loyal  son — we  mourn  a  brother 
whose  fraternal  greeting  all  would  be  proud  to  claim.  The  mem- 
ory of  his  life  will  be  one  of  the  brightest— as  his  death  is  the 
saddest — leaves  in  the  history  of  his  chapter. 


FRANK  WTJLBURTON  DUNBAR. 


The  death  of  Frank  W.  Dunbar,  of  K  C.  Alpha  Delta,  was 
announced  from  Brooklyn  on  June  23,  1901.  We  give  some  ex- 
cerpts from  a  memorial  address,  delivered  by  P.  D.  Gold,  Jr.,  con- 
cerning his  life  and  character: 

Surrounded  by  his  family,  in  his  home  in  Brooklyn,  where 
loving  hands  could  smooth  his  pillow,  amid  the  tears  of  those  he 
loved  so  well,  on  the  23d  of  June  his  spirit  took  its  flight  to  his 
God.  Not  like  Mirabeau  did  he  need  in  his  dying  moments  the 
music,  the  flowers,  and  the  perfumes  to  brighten  his  departure; 
but  the  consciousness  of  duty  well  performed,  the  knowledge  of 
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the  love  of  his  fellow-men,  and  the  tears  and  sorrow  of  loved  ones 
lulled  him  in  his  last  repose.  *  *  *  For  he  has  left  us  forever. 
But  in  our  hearts  he  still  lives.  Yet,  let  us  not  forget  that,  the 
loss  is  general.  Many  are  the  persons,  whose  names  we  do  not 
know,  whose  history  we  cannot  tell,  who  miss  the  hand  of  charity 
that  was  ever  stretched  forth  with  succor  for  the  deserving.  The 
people  loved  him  for  his  big,  generous  heart  that  was  not  sordid, 
but  responsive  to  the  call  of  sorrow  and  distress.  It  is  said  that 
he  made  considerable  money,  but  that  charity  was  one  of  his 
largest  expenditures,  though  not  with  the  blast  of  the  trumpet, 
nor  in  the  glare  of  publicity  did  he  give,  but  with  the  modesty  so 
innate  in  his  being. 

Carlyle,  in  his  essay  on  Voltaire,  likens  the  life  of  man  to 
the  well-spring  of  a  stream  whose  tiny  beginning  is  quite  evident 
to  all,  but  whose  subsequent  wanderings  through  the  broad  ex- 
panse of  years  only  the  Almighty  can  discern.  'Tis  not  for  man 
to  say  whether  it  shall  be  the  sluggish  brook  to  add  to  the  strength 
of  some  father  of  waters,  or  whether  it,  in  itself,  is  to  become  the 
mighty  torrent  drawing  strength  from  the  rivulets  around.  So, 
we  could  not  look  into  the  future  and  say  what  this  man  would 
have  done  had  he  been  spared  to  us,  but  with  those  qualities 
which  he  possessed,  with  that  great  heart  of  his  coming  in  contact 
with  the  world  and  its  warming  touch,  with  the  innate  feeling 
of  charity  and  benevolence  which  marked  his  every  act,  we  can 
surely  know  that  his  living  would  have  been  for  good,  and  his 
career  would  have  made  some  being  happier,  some  heart  warmer, 
and  some  soul  brighter.  But  it  was  not  to  be.  The  hand  that 
guides  us  all,  the  mighty  Power  that  moves  this  world  and  com- 
mands the  sun  and  the  stars,  called,  and  no  man  can  say  "Nay." 
Then  let  us  unite  in  saying  "Thy  will  be  done."  For  it  is  the 
sleep  that  knows  no  wakening;  his  sun  is  set  behind  the  hills  of 
Time,  and  the  effulgent  rays  of  his  life,  sparkling  with  the  gems 
of  a  noble  character,  still  glow  in  the  hearts  of  the  brotherhood, 
reminding  us  of  our  great  watchwords,  of  which  his  life  was  a 
living  example — Charity,  Justice  and  Brotherly  Love. 


FRED.  B.  DEBERVILLE. 


The  sad  death  of  Bro.  F.  B.  Deberville,  of  Vt.  Beta  Zeta,  '95, 
occurred  on  December  10th  last. 

Bro.  Deberville  was  a  self-made  man.  He  was  on  a  farm  in 
Hinesburgh,  Va.,  in  1872,  and  entered  Goddard  Seminary  in  1889, 
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graduating  in  the  classical  course  with  the  class  of  1891,  of  which 
he  was  president.  Entering  the  University  of  Vermont  in  1891, 
he  graduated  with  the  degree  of  A.  B.  in  1895,  after  a  brilliant 
college  career,  his  college  honors  being  many.  Both  in  his  Fresh- 
man and  Sophomore  years  he  was  one  of  the  Forrest  Prize  speak- 
ers, taking  the  first  prize  in  his  Sophomore  year.  In  his  Junior 
year  he  was  one  of  the  prize  debaters  in  the  Converse  Debate, 
and  served  as  assistant  manager  of  the  Cynic,  the  college  maga- 
zine, of  which,  in  his  Senior  year,  he  was  manager.  Bro.  Deber- 
ville  was  also  a  prominent  figure  in  the  Republican  College  League 
of  New  England,  and  was  vice-president  of  the  American  Repub- 
lican College  League. 

Bro.  Deberville  was  constantly  doing  outside  work,  yet  he 
stood  well  in  his  classes  at  the  University.  Most  of  the  money 
spent  in  defraying  his  college  expenses  was  earned  by  tutoring 
and  teaching  in  the  evening  city  school.  All  spare  moments  were 
given  to  the  study  of  law;  so  diligently  did  he  pursue  this  course 
that  in  the  October  following  his  graduation  he  was  admitted  to 
the  Vermont  bar,  and  in  the  following  spring  he  was  admitted  and 
duly  enrolled  as  attorney  and  solicitor  of  the  Circuit  and  District 
Courts  of  the  United  States.  The  Burlington  Free  Press,  of  this 
date,  congratulating  Mr.  Deberville,  speaks  of  him  as  being  "an 
exceedingly  bright,  promising  young  lawyer."  After  practicing 
for  a  time  in  Burlington,  Bro.  Deberville  removed  to  Middlebury, 
Vt.,  where  he  was  successfully  practicing  at  the  time  of  his  death.

ALUMNI  ECHOES. 

We  do  not  belong  to  that  great  class  which  holds  that  "the 
former  days  were  better  than  these/'  but  we  present  below  some 
able  statements,  in  brief,  of  what  a  College  Fraternity  is  and 
ought  to  be,  taken  from  early  numbers  of  the  Palm.  These  we 
hope  will  serve  the  double  purpose  of  showing  that  Alpha  Tau 
Omega  has  always  stood  for  the  highest  ideals  of  the  fraternity 
world  and  that  she  has  always  had  men  able  to>  express  and  put 
into  practice  these  ideals. 

The  College  Fraternity,  strictly  speaking,  arises  from  a  long- 
ing in  the  breasts  of  young  men  to  give  and  receive  sympathy  and 
encouragement  in  college  pursuits.  It  is  neither  desirable  nor  pos- 
sible to  be  on  friendly  footing  with  every  man  at  a  great  seat  of 
learning,  and  small  groups  of  congenial  spirits,  consequently,  find 
pleasure  and  profit  in  falling  into  line  under  some  fraternal  ban- 
ner. Grave  authorities  often  frown  upon  these  organizations1 — 
accusing  them  of  hostility  to  the  written  laws  and  the  morals  of 
collegians.  Such  censures  check,  but  do*  not  prevent,  because  the 
tendency  to  fraternize  is  the  growth  of  a  natural  impulse.

In  a  general  way  it  may  be  said  that  the  object  of  Secret  Fra- 
ternities is  to  combine,  in  a  real  and  earnest  brotherhood,  the 
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choicest  material  of  a  school  for  social,  intellectual  and  fraternal 
intercourse.  To  accomplish  this  end,  effort  is  made  to  secure  the 
very  best  men.  No  one  can  apply  for  membership.  Each  chosen 
one  has  been  the  subject  of  the  closest  scrutiny.  He  undergoes 
no  examination  before  an  Academic  Board  as  thorough  and  search- 
ing as  this.  Indeed,  the  Academic  Board  only  concerns  itself,  as 
a  general  thing,  with  his  intellectual  attainments,  whilst  this 
select  board  questions  the  moral  and  social  man  as  well.  Thus 
a  high  standard  of  excellence  is  established  over  and  above  any 
in  connection  with  the  college  proper.  Nine-tenths  of  our  students 
are  willing  and  anxious  to  become  members  of  these  fraternities. 
The  very  mysteriousness  which  their  secrecy  gives  rise  to  is  a  great 
fascination,  and  to  throw  around  them  this  charm  is  the  only 
reason  of  this  secrecy.  The  fact  that  they  are  select,  exclusive 
bodies;  the  knowledge  that,  as  a  rule,  the  finest  men  and  the  best 
company  are  to  be  found  in  them;  the  appreciation  of  the  benefits 
that  result  from  such  influential  and  mutual  associations — all  this 
tends  to  give  them,  and  well  it  may,  a  very  high  value  in  the 
estimation  of  young  men. 

Fraternities  play  an  important  part  in  bringing  about  and 
making  permanent  the  friendliest  relations  between  institutions  of 
learning;  nor  how  they  liberalize  men;  nor  how  many  a  bright  but 
weak  youth  has  been  strengthened  and  rescued  and  made  a  real, 
true  man  by  being  held  up  and  advised  and  incited  by  fraternal 
sympathy  and  interest;  nor  what  conservators;  of  college  love  and 
attachment  secret  fraternities  are  in  the  blessed  memories  that 
gather  around  the  priceless  associations  of  the  past.

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REPORTS  OF  PROVINCIAL  CHIEFS, 


REPORT  OF  PROVINCIAL  CHIEF,  PROVINCE  NO.  1,  FOR 
QUARTER  ENDING  NOVEMBER  1,  1901. 

I  beg  to  report  as  follows: 

Alabama  Beta  Beta. — Membership,  12;  receipts,  $50.90;  ex- 
penditures, $29.00;  due  to  Palm,  $18.00;  initiates,  4. 

The  condition  of  this  chapter  is  excellent,  and  I  have  only- 
words  of  commendation  for  the  strong  fraternity  spirit  which, 
seems  to  inspire  each  member  whom  it  has  been  my  privilege  to 
meet.  The  only  undesirable  feature  of  this  report  is  to  be  found 
in  the  indebtedness  to  the  Palm,  which  indebtedness  I  am  sure 
will  shortly  be  cancelled.  One  fact  not  shown  by  this  report  is 
that  this  chapter  has  in  the  hands  of  trustees  about  $1,200  in 
money,  with  which  to  begin  the  work  of  building  a  chapter  house. 
Other  amounts  are  promised  them,  and  it  now  seems  probable  that 
by  the  end  of  the  present  college  year  they  will-  have  a  building  in 
process  of  construction. 

Alabama  Beta  Delta: — Membership,  7;  no  account  of  receipts 
or  expenditures;  due  to  Palm,  $10.50;  initiate,  1. 

The  condition  of  this  chapter  seems  poor,  and  unless  condi- 
tions improve  some  radical  steps  ought  to  be  taken  to  cheer  up  and 
encourage  these  young  men.  The  conditions  at  the  University  of 
Alabama  have  been  very  unfavorable  for  growth,  and  have  been 
distinctly  demoralizing  to  those  students  in  attendance.  The 
showing  for  this  chapter  is  wretchedly  poor,  but  I  am  in  hopes  that 
I  may  be  able  to  get  in  closer  touch  with  the  membership,  and  in 
some  way  give  them  a  lift  upward.  Conditions  at  the  University 
of  Alabama  promise  to  improve  and  I  feel  sure  that  with  such  im- 
provement there  will  come  corresponding  growth  upon  the  part  of 
our  crippled  chapter. 

Alabama  Alpha  Epsilon: — Membership,  16;  receipts,  $45.25; 
expenditures,  $21.45;  due  to  Palm,  $15.00;  initiates,  6. 

The  general  condition  of  this  chapter  is  excellent.  They  as- 
sure me  that  the  indebtedness  to  the  Palm  is  to  be  shortly  can- 
celled, and  that  the  future  holds  out  good  things  for  them.  One 
fact  not  shown  in  report  is  that  this  chapter  is  owner  of  a  lot 
worth  something  like  $600,  the  most  desirable  lot  in  Auburn,  upon 
which  they  propose,  at  no  distant  day,  to  erect  a  comfortable 
chapter  house.     I  feel  confident  that  this  chapter  is  in  strictly 
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good  condition,  and  will  continue  in  the,  future,  as  in  the  past,  to 
reflect  credit  upon  a  fraternity  at  large. 

Georgia  Alpha  Theta: — Membership,  16;  receipts,  $61.60;  ex- 
penditures, $54.70;  due  to  Palm,  nothing;  initiates,  3. 

The  general  condition  of  this  chapter  is  excellent,  and  I  feel 
sure  that  Georgia  Alpha  Theta  is  in  a  condition  which  need  give 
us  no  apprehension  whatever  for  the  future.  Her  officers  are 
businesslike,  and  with  a  good  chapter  house  at  this  institution  she 
would  be  second  to-  none. 

Georgia  Beta  Iota: — Membership,  15;  no  account  of  receipts, 
expenditures  or  dues  to  Palm;  initiates,  5. 

The  general  condition  of  this  chapter  is  excellent,  and  while 
their  report  is  blank  in  some  features,  yet  I  feel  sure  that  they 
are  doing  excellent  work.  There  are  some  evidence  of  slight 
friction  between  this  chapter  and  Georgia  Alpha  Beta,  the  exact 
merits  of  which  I  have  never  been  able  to  find  out..  With  this 
element  of  discontent  removed  I  feel  sure  that  this  chapter  would 
leave  little  to  be  desired  in  the  way  of  fraternal  work. 

Georgia  Alpha  Beta: — Membership,  12;  no  account  of  receipts 
or  expenditures;  due  to  Palm,  $16.50;  initiates,  5. 

The  general  condition  of  this  chapter  is  good,  so  far  as  can  be 
ascertained.  I  have  never  been  able  to  get  into  close  touch  with 
these  brothers,  nor  have  I  been  able  to  ascertain  exactly  the  fric- 
tion between  this  chapter  and  Georgia  Beta  Iota,.  The  indebted- 
ness to  the  Palm  is  the  only  bad  feature  of  their  report,  and  I  trust 
that  the  same  has  been  paid  by  this  time'. 

Georgia  Alpha  Zeta: — Membership,  9;  receipts,  $40.00;  no  ac- 
count of  expenditures;  due  to  Palm,  $18.75;  initiates,  5. 

The  condition  of  this  chapter  is  an  improvement  from  the 
past,  so  I  have  been  informed.  The  only  bad  feature  of  the  re- 
port is  the  indebtedness  to>  the  Palm,  and  I  trust  that  this  has 
been  cancelled  by  this  time.  This  has  been  considered  one  of  the 
weaker  chapters,  but  I  am  greatly  in  hope  that  the  end  of  this  col- 
lege year  will  find  the  chapter  on  independent  basis  and  ready  for 
spring  work  next  session. 

It  may  not  be  our  place  here  to  mention  the  fact  that  the 
alumni  of  the  city  of  Birmingham  are  now  taking  steps  to  effect 
and  complete  a  compact  organization,  this  organization  having  for 
its  prime  object  the  assisting  of  nearby  chapters  in  the  building  of 
chapter  houses.  All  efforts  in  that  direction  heretofore  have  been 
practical  failures,  because  of  an  almost  total  lack  of  a  definite  ob- 
ject towards  which  to  direct  their  efforts.  It  is  hoped  that  some 
substantial  work  can  be  done  by  this  association. 

In  submitting  this  report  I  omitted  the  making  of  any  posi- 
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tive  recommendation  because  of  my  lack  of  familiarity  as  to  condi- 
tions as  they  have  heretofore  existed  in  the  chapters  subject  to  my 
jurisdiction.  When  the  next  reports  have  come  in  from  the 
chapters  I  feel  sure  that  I  will  be  in  a  position  to  make  comparison 
and  then  may  be  able  to  suggest  something  definite.

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  more  material  points 
of  the  chapter  reports: 

MEMBERSHIP. 

La.  Beta  Epsilon: — Total  number  of  active  members,  19;  old 
members  returned,  12;  new  affiliates,  2;  new  initiates,  5. 

Texas  Gamma  Eta: — Total  number  of  active  members,  13; 
old  members  returned,  9;  new  affiliates,  1;  new  initiates,  3. 

Cala.  Gamma  Iota: — Total  number,  19;  old  members  re- 
turned, 13;  new  initiates,  6.  Expelled  1,  leaving  present  mem- 
bership of  chapter  18. 

Colo.  Gamma  Lambda: — Total  number,  14;  old  members, 
11;  initiates,,  3. 

Thus  far  I  have  heard  of  no  withdrawals  from  any  of  the 
chapters,  and  of  but  one  expulsion. 

Three  of  these  chapters  are  in  debt  to  the  Palm.  I  shall  try 
to  have  this  attended  to  at  once.  All  of  them  seem  to  have  paid 
all  initiation  fees  to  the  general  fraternity. 

CHAPTER   HOUSES. 

Cala.  Gamma  Iota  occupies  a  rented  chapter  house.  The 
other  three  chapters  at  present  have  only  chapter  halls.  Texas 
Gamma  Eta  made  vigorous  efforts  to  rent  a  house  this  year,  but 
were  unable  to  find  a  suitable  one.  They  are  still  making  efforts 
to  that  end.  Colo.  Gamma  Lambda  reports  that  at  present  it 
is  impracticable  to  either  rent  or  build  a  chapter  house.  La. 
Beta  Epsilon  reports:  "Our  chapter  house  committee  composed 
of  alumni  are  engaged  at  present  upon  this  work.  The  Univer- 
sity has  granted  us  first  choice  of  grounds,  and  free.  We  are 
looking  forward  to  the  possession  of  a  chapter  house  shortly ." 

MISCELLANEOUS  MATTERS. 

All  of  the  chapters  report  weekly  meetings  held.  All  report 
the  records  of  the  W.  K.  E.,  W.  K.  A.  and  W.  Scribe  properly 
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kept.  All  official  communications  promptly  answered.  La.  B. 
E.  reports  that  they  read  the  secret  work  "continually;"  Tex.  G. 
E.  report  that  they  have  held  no  meeting  for  that  purpose  this 
year;  Cala.  G.  I.  "several,"  and  Colo.  G.  L.  "none  especially."  All 
use  the  complete  initiation  service.  La.  B.  E.  has  the  complete 
paraphernalia.

Dear  Palm: — Replying  to  the  request  for  a  brief  statement 
of  points  of  interest  concerning  the  chapters  of  this  province,  I 
hardly  know  that  I  can  add  anything  to  what  has  been  furnished 
by  the  respective  chapters  in  their  chapter  letters.  Province 
II.  covers  a  vast  expanse  of  territory  stretching  from  the  mouth 
of  the  Mississippi  to  the  Pacific  Ocean,  so  it  will  readily  be  under- 
stood that  it  is  almost  impossible  for  the  Provincial  Chief  to 
visit  the  chapters  in  person,  and  his  knowledge  of  the  conditions 
surrounding  each  must  be  gathered  entirely  from  correspondence 
with  them. 

The  chapter  at  the  University  of  California,  which  has  under 
the  recent  reorganization  been  transferred  from  Brother  Lyon's 
jurisdiction  to  my  own,  is  now  about  two  years  of  age,  and  is  full 
of  vigor  and  enthusiasm.  They  have  nineteen  members,  accord- 
ing to  my  latest  reports,  and  occupy  a  favorably  situated  chapter 
house,  which  they  have  furnished  nicely,  and  where  twelve  of 
the  brothers  of  the  chapter  now  reside,  and  when  I  last  heard 
from  them  several  others  were  expected  to  move  into  the  chapter 
house  in  the  near  future.  The  chapter  keeps  in  close  touch  with 
the  alumni  in  San  Francisco  by  frequent  dinners  and  entertain- 
ments at  their  chapter  house. 

I  have  taken  peculiar  pride  and  satisfaction  in  the  good 
record  being  made  by  our  new  chapter  at  the  University  of  Colo- 
rado, now  less  than  a  year  old.  I  do  not  believe  the  fraternity 
ever  had  a  new  chapter  start  off  on  a  sounder  basis  and  with 
more  evident  determination  on  the  part  of  its  members  to  meas- 
ure up  to  the  highest  standards  of  the  fraternity.  The  personnel 
of  the  chapter  has  from  the  first  been  of  the  very  highest  order. 
They  have  thirteen  members  this  year,  and  are  fast  placing  A. 
T.  0.  in  the  front  rank  of  fraternities  in  Colorado  University. 
The  chapter  has  been  unable  to  find  a  suitable  chapter  house, 
and  for  the  present  have  rented  a  suite  of  rooms,  where  they 
make  their  headquarters. 

The  chapter  at  the  University  of  Texas  is  now  in  its  fourth 
year  and  is  in.  strong  and  healthy  condition.     This  chapter  in 
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its  growth  and  development  has  been  under  the  guidance  of  some 
splendid  Tennessee  Alpha  Taus.  It  has  had  closely  associated 
with  it  as  founders,  affiliates  and  resident  alumni,  representatives 
of  Tenn.  Beta  Pi,  Alpha  Tau,  Lambda  and  Omega,  and  the  well- 
known  spirit  of  these  Tennessee  chapters  has  been  duly  instilled 
into  this  Texas  chapter;  and  the  fusion  of  Tennessee  Alpha  Tau 
spirit  with  Texas  enterprise  and  originality  makes  a  combination 
that  is  hard  to  beat.  This  chapter  has  thirteen  members  this 
year  and  all  of  them  seem  to  stand  high  with  the  student  body. 
The  chapter  has  been  making  earnest  efforts  for  a  year  or  more 
to  rent  a  chapter  house,  but  has  as  yet  been  unable  to  find  one 
suitable  for  its  purposes. 

Concerning  La.  Beta  Epsilon  there  is  little  that  I  need  say, 
since  its  long  and  honorable  record  is  well  known  to  the  entire 
fraternity.  Tulane  University,  under  its  new  president,  has  taken 
some  great  forward  strides  in  the  last  year  or  two  and  our  chap- 
ter has  prospered  with  the  University.  The  University,  I  under- 
stand, has  recently  granted  the  Greek  letter  chapters  the  privi- 
lege of  building  chapter  houses,  together  with  the  grounds  upon 
which  they  may  be  erected,  and  Alpha  Tau  Omega,  which  has 
always  maintained  its  leadership  of  fraternities  at  Tulane  is 
already  taking  steps  to  be  the  first  to  avail  itself  of  this  oppor- 
tunity. The  chapter  has  this  year  a  membership  of  nineteen,  and 
La.  Beta  Epsilon  can  be  depended  upon  to  make  its  future  even 
more  glorious  than  its  past.

REPORT  OF  THE  PROVINCIAL  CHIEF,  PROVINCE  VII, 
QUARTER  ENDING,  NOVEMBER  1,  1901. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  a  healthy  and  active  condition 
in  the  affairs  of  this  province.  In  general  it  is  to  be  noticed  (1) 
that  the  chapters  are  sufficiently  strong  in  numbers;  (2)  that 
these  numbers  are  so  distributed  as  to  classes  and  pledged  men 
as  to  insure  safety  so  far  as  numbers  may  do  so;  (3)  that  all  are 
solvent;  (4)  that  they  are  supporting  the  Palm  and  wearing  the 
badge;  (5)  that  they  are  paying  their  dues  and  lifting  the  debt 
of  previous  years,  (6)  and  lastly  that  all  their  activities  indicate 
obedience  to  the  constitution,  and  progress  in  the  higher  ideals 
for  which  the  fraternity  stands. 

Ohio  Alpha  Nu,  at  Mt.  Union,  has  succeeded  in  lifting  her 
debt  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  They  have  also  refitted 
the  chapter  house,  lifted  their  debt  to  the  general  fraternity. 
Every  man  takes  the  Palm  and  pays  for  it  in  advance. 

Ohio  Alpha  Psi,  at  Springfield,  was  never  in  better  condi- 
tion. They  are  looking  for  a  chapter  house.  Their  correspond- 
ence is  prompt  and  businesslike.  The  entire  chapter  expects  to 
attend  the  State  Conclave  at  Columbus,  February  22. 

Ohio  Beta  Eta,  at  Delaware,  has  made  a  struggle  out  of 
extremis  that  is  commendable  in  the  highest  degree.     They  are 
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also  fortunate  in  the  return  to  school  of  Brother  W.  B.  Givin, 
whose  letters  indicate  the  intelligence  and  business  ability  which 
the  finances  of  the  chapter  will  require.    Their  outlook  is  good. 

Ohio  Beta  Mu  has  suffered  a  shock  in  the  destruction  by  fire 
of  the  big  central  university  building.  But  a  new  building  is 
already  assured,  and  this  chapter  will  doubtless  continue  to  be 
one  of  the  institution's  finest  influences. 

Ohio  Beta  Omega,  at  Columbus,  is  in  better  condition  than 
for  two  years.  They  are  sixteen  strong,  and  it  is  significant  that 
fifteen  wear  badges  and  sixteen  take  the  Palm.  This  chapter 
entertains  the  State  Conclave  on  February  2 2d  and  is  actively 
preparing  for  it.  i 

Ohio  Gamma  Kappa,  the  infant  chapter,  is  strong  and  grow- 
ing. I  visited  this  chapter  at  holidays  and  found  them  in  a  home 
where  dwells  the  spirit  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega.  They  have  fur- 
nished the  house  this  year  and  expect  to  be  out  of  debt  on  it 
by  April  1st. 

The  three  chapters  delinquent  in  Palm  dues  I  have  asked 
to  close  up  their  obligations  at  the  earliest  possible  moment.  It 
is  probable  that  since  their  report  was  sent  in  this  obligation  in 
one  instance  has  been  met.  In  this  connection  it  is  a  pleasure 
to  note  that  no  chapter  has  been  delinquent  in  Palm  letters. 

Lately,  the  correspondence  of  my  office  has  been  preserved 
and  filed.  I  have  written  to  each  chapter  from  five  to  nine  times. 
Since  I  am  unable  to  visit  the  chapter  in!  person,  it  has  been  my 
aid  to  establish  a  thoroughly  effective  correspondence.  That  point 
has  not  yet  been  reached,  but  we  are  shaping  toward  it.

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ALPHA  TAU'S  NEW  CHAPTER. 


THE  HOME  OF  KANSAS  GAMMA  MIT. 

The  history  of  the  University  of  Kansas,  at  which  the  Alpha 
Tau  Omega  Fraternity  has1  just  installed  the  Kansas  Gamma  Mn 
Chapter,  dates  back  to  the  sixties.  Each  of  the  constitutions 
adopted  for  the  territory  of  Kansas  contained  provisions  for  the 
establishment  of  an  institution  of  higher  learning  to  be  supported 
by  public  funds.  This  same  provision  was  contained  in  the  conr 
stitutiom  finally  adopted  for  the  State,  and  on  the  day  of  its  ad- 
mission, January  29,  1861,  Congress  set  aside  for  the  use  and  sup- 
port of  the  University  seventy- two  sections  of  land. 

Lawrence,  now  a  thriving  little  city  of  12,000  inhabitants, 
situated  forty  miles  west  of  Kansas  City,  was  chosen  as  the 
location  of  the  school.  The  University  is  situated  on  a  pro- 
jection of  bluffs,  bordering  the  Kansas  river  valley,  known  as  Mt. 
Oread.  The  view  from  this  elevation  includes  a  varied  expanse 
of  valley  and  upland  some  twenty  miles  in  extent. 

The  campus  of  the  University  includes  about  fifty  acres,  part 
of  which  is  in  timber.  The  buildings  number  ten,  of  which  six 
were  erected  by  the  State  and  four  by  private  donations.  The 
first  building  erected  was  North  College,  completed  in  1866,  and 
for  a  long  time  used  for  the  entire  work  of  the  school.  Frazer 
Hall,  built  in  1872,  contains  fifty-four  rooms,  of  which  one,  the 
main  audience  room,  has  a  seating  capacity  of  twelve  hundred. 
Medical  Hall  was  erected  in  1883,  and  Snow  Hall  of  Natural 
History  in  1886.  For  the  latter  an  appropriation  of  $50,000  was 
made  by  the  Legislature.  The  east  half  of  the  first  floor  contains 
the  lecture  room,  extending  through  the  basement  and  first  story, 
with  a  seating  capacity  of  two  hundred.  The  west  half  of  the 
building  is  devoted  to  the  museums  of  the  geological,  zoological 
and  paleontological  departments.  The  collection  of  North 
American  mammals  is  one  of  the  most  complete  in  the  world.  It 
was  on  exhibition  at  the  Chicago  World's  Fair  in  the  Kansas 
Building,  where  it  took  first  reward.  The  collection  of  fossil 
vertebrates  is  one  of  the  largest  in  America,. 

Spooner  Library  was  erected  in  1894  at  a  cost  of  $75,000,  by 
the  generosity  of  William  B.  Spooner,  of  Boston.  The  building 
contains  fire-proof  book  stacks,  with  a  capacity  of  100,000  volumes. 

Blake  Hall,  built  in  Chateau  Rennaisance  style,  of  Cleveland, 
Ohio,  sandstone,  was  erected  in  1895  at  a  cost  of  $58,000.  It 
contains  about  $30,000  worth  of  demonstration  and  laboratory 
instruments. 
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The  Fowler  shops  building,  erected  in  1899,  at  a,  cost  of 
$21,000,  is  the  gift  of  Geo.  A.  Fowler,  of  Kansas  City.  It  is  de- 
voted to  mechanical  and  technical  instruction  in  the  school  of 
engineering  and  to  the  electrical  plant  of  the  University. 

The  Chemistry  building  was  erected  in  1900,  at  an  expense 
of  $100,000.  The  building  is  187  feet  in  length  and  70  feet  in 
width,  well  equipped  with  all  modern  appliances. 

The  new  Museum  building  is  now  in  the  course  of  construc- 
tion, to  be  finished  in  1903.  The  Legislature  has  appropriated  for 
this  $75,000. 

The  faculty  consists  of  seventy-eight  members.  The  enroll- 
ment of  students  will  this  year  reach  twelve  hundred.  The  total 
number  of  graduates  is  1,601.  The  University  embraces  the  fol- 
lowing schools  and  departments:  School  of  Arts,  School  of  En- 
gineering, School  of  Fine  Arts,  School  of  Law,  School  of  Phar- 
macy, School  of  Medicine,  Graduate  School  and  the  Department 
of  the  Geological  Survey  of  Kansas. 

Kansas  University  has  been  rather  conservative1  in  establish- 
ing chapters  of  new  fraternities,  but  every  one  welcomes  the  new 
chapter  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega.  It  has  met  with  the  heartiest  re- 
ception, both  from  the  fraternities  already  established  and  from 
the  non-fraternity  men.  There  are  chapters  of  the  following 
fraternities:  Beta  Theta  Pi,  Sigma  Chi,  Phi  Delta  Theta,  Phi 
Kappa  Psi,  Phi  Gamma  Delta,,  Sigma  Nu,  The  Sororities  are  Kappa 
Kappa  Gamma,  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  and  Pi  Phi.  The  member- 
ship of  the  Betas,,  Phi  Delts  and  Sigma  Chis  number  almost 
thirty,  each.    The  Sororities  are  likewise  quite  large. 


THE  MEN  OF  KANSAS  GAMMA  MU. 

The  High  Council  is  in  receipt  of  the  following  letter  from  a 
member  of  Nebraska  Gamma  Theta,,  which  will  be  of  interest  to 
Alpha  Taus  everywhere: 

Deae  Palm: — While  your  last  issue  announced  that  a  new 
chapter  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  would  be  established  soon  in  the 
University  of  Kansas,  yet  it  was  impossible  at  that  time  to  give 
a  very  accurate  estimate  of  the  men  who  would  comprise  the 
chapter.  However,  on  the  16th  of  last  November,  Kansas  Gamma 
Mu  was  born,  and  a  strong  healthy  infant  she  is. 

The  writer  having  conducted  the  twelve  charter  members 
across  the  burning  sands  feels  somewhat  competent  to  inform  the 
fraternity  at  large  as  to  the  individual  members  which  make  us 
the  new  chapter.  Without  an  exception  the  men  are  typical 
fraternity  men,  nearly  every  one  of  whom  have  had  invitations  to 
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join  other  fraternities  already  established  in  the  school,  but  being 
determined  to  stand  together  they  refused  such  invitations  and 
held  out  until  Alpha  Tan  Omega  took  them  under  its  protective 
wing.  That  they  are  men  who  are  active  and  recognized  as 
leaders  in  their  respective  classes  I  need  only  to  mention  the  fol- 
lowing offices  held  by  members  of  the  new  chapter:  President  of 
the  Senior  Class,  Vice-President  of  the  Senior  Class,  Ex-President 
of  the  Junior  Class,  Treasurer  of  the  Junior  Class,  Vice-President 
of  the  Sophomore  Class,  Secretary  of  the  Athletic  Board.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  foregoing  the  chapter  claims  one  Phi  Beta  Kappa  and 
twoi  Sigma  Xis  among  its  members. 

These  young  men  who  compose  Kansas  Gamma  Mu  worked 
hard  and  long  before  they  succeeded  in  securing  their  chapter, 
and  great  credit  is  due  them  for  the  energy  and  skill  which  they 
displayed  in  conducting  their  campaign.  Now  that  they  have 
secured  their  chapter  they  have  started  to  work  wi  th  the  same  vim 
to  make  their  chapter  an  honor  to  the  institution  to  which  it  is 
attached.  Several  men  have  been  pledged,  and  before  this  issue  of 
The  Palm  appears  most  of  them  will  have  been  initiated.  With 
such  men  behind  the  chapter  its  success  is  practically  assured. 

In  establishing  a  chapter  in  the  University  of  Kansas,  Alpha 
Tau  Omega  has  not  sown  a  seed  upon  barren  land,  for  the 
University,  which  is  growing  rapidly,  is  the  educational  center  of 
a  great  State  and  furnishes  abundance  of  good  material  for  the 
seven  men's  fraternities  now  established  in  the  institution. 

With  chapters  in  Nebraska,  Kansas,  Colorado  and  California 
the  writer  trusts  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  other 
Western  institutions  may  proudly  claim  charters  from  Alpha  Tau.

TEE  FOUNDING  OF  ALPHA  TAU  OMEGA.

Dear  Palm: — Your  letter  of  28th  instant  is  at  hand.  I 
enclose  herewith  a  hastily  written  article,  and  wish  I  had  time 
to  write  more.

The  horrors  of  the  terrible  civil  strife  were  closing  when 
those  three  noble  young  cadets,  Erskin  M.  Eoss,  Otis  A.  Glaze-

brook  and  Alfred  Marshall,  of  the  Virginia  Military  Institute, 
conceived  the  necessity  and  idea  of  the  founding  of  the  Alpha 
Tau  Omega  Fraternity.  I  knew  each  of  them  intimately  and 
favorably,  being  myself  a  cadet  at  the  same  institution.  They 
told  me  of  their  plan,  although  I  was  not  admitted  to  their  con- 
ferences, and  I  knew  of  their  consultations,  and  the  house  in 
Eichmond,  Va.,  in  which  they  were  held.  That  house  now  stands 
on  the  corner,  I  think,  of  Fourth  and  Clay  streets. 

After  their  plans  were  completed  the  first  chapter  of  the 
Virginia  Alpha  was  established  at  the  Virginia  Military  Institute, 
and  I  was  the  first  initiate  in  this  chapter. 

The  great  purpose  of  these  brethren  was  to  establish  an 
association  founded  upon  the  brotherhood  of  man  and  the  father- 
hood of  God  among  college  young  men  of  our  country. 

The  chapter  at  the  Virginia  Military  Institute  did  much 
good,  and  had  the  unfaltering  devotion  of  the  members.  These 
founders  were  all  broad  and  wise  young  men  and  descendants 
of  the  very  best  Virginia  families.  Judge  Eoss  is  a  United  States 
Circuit  Judge  of  the  circuit  including  the  State  of  California, 
and  Brother  Glazebrook  is  a  leading  Episcopal  clergyman. 
Brother  Marshall  died  in  the  South,  he  being  there  as  a  civil 
engineer  constructing  a  railroad.  These  founders  felt  the  neces- 
sity of  some  fraternal  bonds  to  bind  young  men  at  college. 

I  was  present  at  Lexington,  Va.,  when  the  first  congress  of 
the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  was  held,  and  had  the  honor  and  pleasure 
of  drafting  the  Constitution  which  was  adopted,  and  I  aided  in 
the  preparation  of  the  secret  work.  At  this  session,  after  I  had 
left,  I  was  elected  the  first  Worthy  Grand  Chief.  I  have  ever 
felt  the  most  intense  interest  in  the  welfare  of  this,  our  Greek- 
lettered  fraternity.  I  have  seen  its  innumerable  benefits,  and  feel 
that  this  fraternity  has  been  a  source  of  the  greatest  help  to  the 
young  men  of  our  country.  I  trust  its  good  work  will  continue, 
and  that  the  best  college  men  of  our  land  will  be  found  in  its 
membership.

President,  Brother  Charles  H.  Fenn,  Michigan  Beta  Omicron; 
Vice-President,  Brother  W.  M.  Stout,  New  York  Alpha  Omicron; 
Secretary  and  Treasurer,  Brother  Thaddeus  M.  Jones,  New  York 
Beta  Theta;  Board  of  Governors,  Brother  John  M.  Thompson, 
North  Carolina  Upsilon;  Brother  C.  H.  Kilbourne,  Maine  Beta 
Upsilon,  and  the  other  officers,  ex-officio. 

In  response  to  an  unanimous  vote  of  thanks,  for  his  en- 
thusiastic and  faithful  labors  during  his  term  of  office,  the  retiring 
president,  Brother  John  M.  Thompson,  spoke  briefly  and  modestly 
of  his  work,  congratulating  the  association  upon  its  present 
strength  and  prophesying  a  successful  year. 

Brother  Fenn,  the  newly-elected  president,  in  a  speech  full  of 
"ginger,"  urged  upon  the  members  of  the  association  the  need  of 
getting  together  for  a  year  of  earnest  work.  His  suggestion,  that 
the  association  stand  for  something  definite  and  distinctive  in  the 
fraternity  world,  met  with  such  hearty  response  as  to  assure  a 
positive  program  for  the  association's  work  this  coming  year. 
Brothers  Fall,  Clinton  and  Ingle  contributed  largely  to  the 
evening's  enjoyment  by  rendering  several  impromptu  musical 
numbers,  which  were  heartily  received  and  appreciated. 
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The  revival  of  interest  in  the  work  of  the  association  was  most 
clearly  shown  in  the  large  attendance  at  a  similar  and  equally 
pleasant  dinner  held  at  the  Alden,  58  West  25th  street,  on  the 
evening  of  December  9th.  Forty-two  were  present  to  enjoy  the 
excellent  dinner  and  the  jolly  good  time  which  the  committee  had 
arranged.  Fifteen  members  of  the  association,  who  wanted  to  be 
at  the  meeting,  but  were  prevented  from  coming,  sent  letters  of 
greeting  and  regret.  Other  letters  of  fraternal  greeting  and  con- 
gratulation were  received  from  Brother  Geo.  H.  Lamar,  W.  G.  C, 
and  Brother  Leo  Wise,  P.  C. 

Brother  Thompson,  who  presided,  introduced  Brother  Homer 
Folks  as  "the  next  Commissioner  of  Charities"  for  Greater  New 
York,  who  dwelt  jocularly  upon  the  safety  which  would  be  assured 
the  brothers  when  the  association  was  represented  in  both  the  De- 
partments of  Police  and  of  Charities,  and  then  in  more  serious 
vein  expressed  his  appreciation  of  the  privilege  of  membership  in 
the  fraternity  in  general  and  the  association  in  particular. 
Brother  J.  E.  Ingle  convulsed  his  hearers  with  a  series  of  side- 
splitting stories  told  in  an  inimitable  way.

It  is  greatly  to  be  hoped  that  this  idea  may  be  carried 
out,  as  it  would  doubtless  contribute  much  to  a  better  knowledge 
of  fraternity  matters.

ALUMNI  IN  PHILADELPHIA. 

The  revival  of  the  Alumni  Association  in  Philadelphia  has 
been  a  matter  for  discussion  among  many  of  the  resident  Alpha 
Taus  who  are  still  interested  in  the  progress  and  welfare  of  the 
fraternity.  The  former  organization  suffered  for  want  of  care 
and  attention  and  the  experiences  of  that  attempt  at  establishing 
such  a  chapter  do  not  embolden  the  few,  so  interested,  to  repeat 
the  experiment.  The  most  plausible  explanation  of  this  con- 
dition of  affairs  is  in  the  fact  that  the  Pennsylvania  Tau  chapter 
languished  in  '84  and  was  not  revived  until  '92,  and  in  the  inter- 
vening years  the  older  men  became  separated  from  the  influ- 
ences of  fraternity  life  and  younger  men  were  not  brought  forth 
to  fill  in  the  gap  and  keep  alive  the  interest.  The  revived  chapter, 
too,  has  not  as  yet  been  able  to  van  back  the  older  men  and 
restore  the  interest  they  once  felt. 

Numerous  suggestions  have  recently  been  made  as  to  the 
best  method  of  procedure  for  bringing  about  a  full  measure  of 
that  harmony  and  good  fellowship  which  are  a  part  of  the  privi- 
leges of  fraternity  life,  but  the  most  feasible  one  was  made  re- 
cently by  one  of  our  most  reliable  members.  It  is  to  the  effect 
that  an  annual  meeting  be  held  about  a  banquet  table  and  an 
organization  effected  which  shall  include  only  resident  members 
but  shall  invite  the  presence  of  visiting  and  affiliating  members. 
Such  an  association  will  place  no  obligation  upon  the  men  beyond 
the  present  time  and  will  best  meet  the  requirements  of  this  city. 
We  have  about  thirty-five  alumni  members  in  this  city  and,  while 
unity  of  action  may  not  be  obtained  amongst  all,  the  majority 
could  no  doubt  be  marshaled  and  very  pleasant  memories  renewed, 
both  of  fraternity  and  of  college  life,  which  would  help  much  to 
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revive  the  principles  of  Alpha  Tau  and  restore  their  influence 
upon  her  admirers  and  adherents.

Dear  Palm: — A  few  months  ago  I  met  an  old  fraternity 
brother  who,  through  pressure  of  professional  care,  had  been 
unable  to  mingle  with  his  brothers  in  Alpha  Tau  for  several 
years.  With  all  the  enthusiasm  of  his  nature  he  asked  about  the 
members  of  his  chapter,  its  progress  and  the  general  policy  of 
the  fraternity.  This  in  a  way  called  to  my  mind  that  I  myself 
was  deficient  in  this  respect.  Naturally  it  occurred  to  me 
that  some  means  should  be  adopted  by  which  the  alumni  from 
time  to  time  should  be  kept  cognizant  of  the  affairs  of  the 
general  fraternity;  or,  if  not  that,  of  their  own  chapter.  Un- 
doubtedly this  is  a  subject  frequently  discussed  in  your  columns 
and  may  seem  trivial  to  the  active  members,  but  I  can  assure 
them  that  in  an  active  alumni  lies  the  hope  and  future  prosperity 
of  our  organization.  This,  to  my  mind,  can  best  be  realized 
by  occasional  notices,  reminders  and  reports  of  progress  sent 
from  the  various  chapters  to  their  alumni. 

There  are  many  alumni  who,  engrossed  by  business  affairs, 
have  not  the  time  to  inquire  into  the  workings  of  their  chapters, 
but  would  welcome  the  diversion  and  happy  remembrances  oc- 
casioned by  a  note  from  the  boys.  Moreover,  the  local  treasury 
might  ofttimes  be  swelled  by  judicious  suggestions  of  the  needs 
of  the  chapter.  Beside  these  there  are  other  advantages  which 
this  system  presents. 

There  is  not  one  of  us  who  has  been  out  of  college  any  time 
who  does  not,  in  his  leisure  moments,  recall  the  faces  of  his  old 
college  chums  and  the  pleasant  memories  of  his  student  days, 
and  as  the  face  of  some  dear  old  chum  passes  across  his  mind 
he  wonders  where  he  is  and  how  fortune  has  dealt  with  him. 
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Just  here  is  where  this  system  will  appeal  to  the  older  ones  whom 
time  and  the  affairs  of  life  have  separated  materially,  if  not  in 
spirit. 

A  directory  could  be  more  readily  prepared  and  the  general 
condition  of  the  fraternity  made  known  to  the  alumni.  It  would 
prove  a  stimulus  to  the  formation  of  alumni  chapters  and  foster 
the  interest  of  those  older  members  who  have  established  them- 
selves in  their  chosen  walks  of  life  and  whose  influence  would 
prove  invaluable  to  us. 

These  are  a  few  of  the  advantages  of  such  a  plan,  and  I 
offer  it  as  a  suggestion  only.  That  some  such  method  would  be 
valuable  is  clear  and,  though  this  one  may  be  found  inadequate, 
I  hope  it  will  bring  the  matter  before  our  readers  and  lead  to 
the  adoption  of  some  similar  project.

HONORS  FOR  ALPHA  LAMBDA. 

New  York  Alpha  Lambda  has  reason  to  be  proud  of  honors 
which  have  recently  come  to  two  members  of  the  chapter — 
Ulrich  Bonnell  Phillips,  of  Georgia,  and  Frank  Andrews  Fall,  of 
Michigan.     Brother  Phillips  was  the  first  presiding  officer  of  the 
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FRANK  ANDREWS  FALL. 
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reorganized  chapter  and  Brother  Fall  is  its  present  Worthy 
Master. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  American  Historical  Association,  in 
Washington,  during  the  recent  Christmas  holidays,  Brother  Phil- 
lips was  awarded  the  coveted  Justice  Winsor  prize  of  $100  for  "the 
best  piece  of  original  research  in  the  field  of  American  history  by 
any  American  writer  who  has  not  already  achieved  a  national 
name  as  a  historian."  His  subject  was  "Georgia  and  State  Eights." 
He  was  also  elected  president  of  the  American  Federation  of 
Graduate  Clubs  at  the  annual  convention  of  the  Federation  held  in 
Washington  at  the  same  time.  The  Atlanta  Constitution,  of 
January  1st,  contained  an  extended  notice  of  these  honors,  and 
said  editorially:  "Ulrich  Bonnell  Phillips  is  a  young  Georgian  of 
whom  the  Commonwealth  has  reason  justly  to  be  proud.  He  has 
won  the  crown  of  expert  judgment  and  the  State  he  honors  will  not 
fail  him  of  the  applause  he  has  so  richly  earned." 

At  the  same  convention  of  the  Federation  it  was  decided  to 
instill  new  life  into  the  "Graduate  Handbook,"  the  organ  of  the 
Federated  Graduate  Clubs  of  America,  and  Alpha  Lambda  rejoiced 
to  see  another  member  of  the  chapter,  Brother  Fall,  honored  in 
being  selected  as  editor-in-chief  of  the  new  "Handbook."  Upon 
assuming  the  presidency  of  the  Federation,  Brother  Phillips  re- 
signed the  presidency  of  the  Columbia  University  Graduate  Club, 
and  Brother  Fall,  who  had  previously  been  its  vice-president,  was 
elected  president. 

Brother  Phillips  lives  at  Milledgeville,  Ga.,  and  took  the  de- 
grees of  A.B.  and  A.M.  from  the  University  of  Georgia.  Brother 
Fall's  home  is  at  Albion,  Mich.,  his  father,  Hon.  Delos  Fall,  being 
State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  for  Michigan  and  Pro- 
fessor of  Chemistry  in  Albion  College.  Brother  Fall  took  his  A.B.

Dear  Palm: — Few  years  in  the  history  of  the  fraternity  have 
witnessed  so  many  changes  in  the  personnel  of  its  officers  than 
that  just  brought  to  a  close.  Notwithstanding  this,  the  latent 
forces  for  success  have  been  so  great  as  that  marked  progress 
can  be  reported.  Eight  provinces  are  presided  over  by  as  many 
able,  loyal  and  zealous  chiefs  who  are  fast  perfecting  an  organi- 
zation such  as  my  predecessors  have  planned  for  long  and  well. 
The  provincial  system  is  established  both  in  law  and  in  fact. 
Without  such  an  adjunct  to  the  executive  department  of  the 
fraternity  the  duties  of  Worthy  Grand  Chief  would  be  too  ardu- 
ous for  any  man  to  assume  in  addition  to  his  own  business. 

With  the  aid  of  the  Worthy  Grand  Keeper  of  Exchequer 
much  has  been  done  to  strengthen  the  chapters  in  the  manage- 
ment of  their  financial  affairs,  and  the  large  majority  are  now 
entirely  out  of  debt  and  fortified  with  a  surplus. 

Great  interest  has  been  manifested  in  the  ultimate  acquire- 
ment of  chapter  houses,  and  a  number  of  the  chapters  have  tem- 
porarily rented  suitable  buildings.  They  appreciate  that  conserv- 
ative business  methods  are  essential  to  success  along  these  lines, 
and  practical  results  must  follow. 

The  time  has  seemed  most  propitious,  also,  for  fraternity 
extension  to  be   effected  along  conservative   lines.    No  higher 
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compliment  could  be  paid  to  the  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  the 
fraternity  in  the  past  than  the  zeal  and  ardor  with  which  charters 
of  the  fraternity  are  being  voluntarily  sought  by  organized  clubs 
composed  of  the  very  best  men  at  many  of  our  leading  institu- 
tions of  learning.  Already  chapters  have  been  revived  at  the 
University  of  Tennessee  and  Washington  and  Jefferson  College, 
and  new  charters  granted  to  chapters  at  the  Western  Keserve 
University  and  the  Universities  of  Colorado  and  Kansas. 

The  most  thorough  investigations  are  made  before  any  ap- 
plication for  charter  is  submitted  to  the  chapters  for  action,  and 
the  most  commendable  spirit  has  been  shown  by  the  chapters  in 
the  course  which  they  have  severally  pursued  in  connection  with 
this  important  phase  of  fraternity  progress. 

The  work  among  the  alumni  has  not  been  without  its  en- 
couragements. Many  of  the  associations  have  manifested  great 
activity  and  vital  concern  for  the  practical  welfare  and  advance- 
ment of  the  fraternity.  Especially  is  this  true  of  the  New  York 
Alumni  Association,  whose  officers  never  lose  an  opportunity  to 
aid  and  encourage  the  executive  branch  of  the  fraternity  in  its 
work.  After  seeking  and  obtaining  an  opinion  from  the  Worthy 
High  Chancellor  as  to  the  legality  of  our  action,  a  charter  has 
just  been  issued  to  an  enthusiastic  band  of  Alpha  Taus  in  the 
Philippine  Islands,  for  the  Philippine  Alumni  Association.  In 
this  little  band  are  united  the  North,  South,  East  and  West.  Our 
principles  both  ennoble  and  unify.  The  Palm  will  please  convey 
from  the  fraternity  affectionate  greetings  to  our  brothers  in 
the  Orient. 

In  all  of  the  difficult  and  intricate  problems  which  have 
confronted  your  erstwhile  inexperienced  Worthy  Grand  Chief, 
he  has  had  the  constant  sympathetic  aid  and  hearty  cooperation 
of  the  Chairman  of  the  High  Council,  as  well  as  the  brethren. 

While  the  business  successes  and  advancements  of  the 
brothers  are  always  gratifying,  Alpha  Tau  Omega  is  loath  to  lose 
the  services  of  Brother  Louis  C.  Ehle,  who  has  served  continu- 
ously as  editor  of  the  Palm  for  nearly  ten  years.  We  shall  all

Dear  Palm: — I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  from  this 
view  point  the  outlook  is  exceedingly  encouraging.  The  chapters, 
in  the  main,  have  responded  with  commendable  promptness,  and 
it  is  the  rare  exception  that  this  office  has  had  to  repeat  a  request 
for  data,  etc.,  relative  to  chapter  or  general  fraternity  finances. 
The  majority  of  the  reports  received  display  a  business  ability  often 
surprising. 

As  these  lines  are  likely  to  be  read  by  the  boys  it  may  not 
be  out  of  place  to  state  that  failure  of  some  of  the  W.  M/s  to  live 
strictly  up  to  our  constitution,  as  regards  the  forwarding  to  this 
office  of  initiation  fees,  has  been  the  occasion  of  no  little  annoy- 
ance and  some  delay  in  getting  applications  through  for  approval 
and  transmittal  by  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief. 

The  directions  to  this  office  are:  That  if  the  application  does 
not  measure  up  to  the  construction  thereof  by  the  Eichmond  Con- 
gress, viz.,  initiations  can  take  place  after,  and  under  no  circum- 
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stances  before,  application,  with  fee,  has  been  actually  mailed  to  the 
IV.  G.  K.  E.,  that  such  application  be  returned  to  the  W.  M.  for 
his  statement  regarding  the  delay,  and  after  said  statement  is  re- 
ceived the  same  is  forwarded,  with  the  application  in  question,  to 
the  W.  G.  C.  for  his  action. 

Now  a  word  as  to  remittances.  In  no  case  send  currency,  un- 
less it  is  by  registered  mail  or  express,  as  any  loss  that  might  occur 
could  not  be  traced,  as  could  be  done  in  the  case  of  postal  order  or 
draft  or  check.  I  suggest  the  use  of  post!  office  orders  as  far  as 
practicable.  Make  all  remittances  payable  to  my  order,  as  follows:

Aside  from  the  wed- 
ding party  there  were  present  a  few  intimate  friends,  and  the  affair 
was  a  most  enjoyable  one  in  every  sense  of  the  word.  The 
pleasant  Colson  home  was  tastily  decorated  with  flowers  and  potted 
plants.  The  evening  was  spent  in  dancing  and  conversation  and 
light  refreshments  were  also  served.  *  *  *  *  The  mar- 
riage of  Mr.  Clyde  Kenty,  of  Lisbon,  Ohio,  and  Miss  Anna 
Amanda  Yergin,  of  Chicago',  was  celebrated  at  the  Presby- 
terian Church  Thursday  evening  in  the  presence  of  nearly 
300  guests.  The  wedding  was  one  of  the  notable  social  functions 
of  the  holiday  season,  and  was  in  every  respect  a  brilliant  and  suc- 
cessful affair.  The  decoration®  of  the  church  were  simple,  but 
withal  very  effective,  comprising  a  bank  of  palms  before  the  altar 
and  Christmas  wreaths  of  holly  very  tastefully  disposed/' 


The  San  Francisco  Examiner,  of  January  7,  1902,  contains 
an  article  that  indicates  that  Judge  Erskine  M.  Ross,  one  of  the 
founders  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega,  has  not  lost  any  of  his  determina- 
tion to  mete  out  even  justice  to  those  who  have  been  guilty  of 
wrong  in  high  places.  In  the  famous  case  in  which  the  District 
Judge  for  the  Territory  of  Alaska  was  accused  of  conspiracy  and 
sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  $1,000  for  contempt  of  Court,  Judge 
Ross,  in  his  dissenting  opinion,  says: 

"The  findings  of  fact  in  the  cases  of  Arthur  H.  Noyes,  Joseph 
K.  Wood  and  C.  A.  S.  Frost  embodied  in  the  foregoing  opinion  of 
my  brother  Gilbert,  to  the  effect  that  each  of  those  parties  com- 
mitted the  contempt  alleged  against  him,  meets  with  my  concur- 
rence; but  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  records  and  evidence  in  the 
cases  show  beyond  any  reasonable  doubt  that  the  circumstances 
under  which  and  the  purposes  for  which  each  of  those  persons 
committed  the  contempt  alleged,  and  so  found,  were  far  greater 
than  is  indicated  in  the  opinion  of  the  court,  and  that  the  pun- 
ishment awarded  by  the  court  is  wholly  inadequate  to  the 
gravity  of  the  offenses.  I  think  the  records  and  evidence  show 
very  clearly  that  the  contempts  of  Judge  Noyes  and  Frost  were 
committed  in  pursuance  of  a  corrupt  conspiracy  with  Alexander 
McKenzie  and  with  others,  not  before  the  court  and  therefore  not 
necessary  to  be  named,  by  which  the  properties  involved  in  the

suits  mentioned  in  the  opinion,  among  other  properties,  were  to 
be  wrongfully  taken  under  the  forms  of  law,  from  the  possession 
of  those  engaged  in  mining  them,  and  the  proceeds  thereof  ap- 
propriated by  the  conspirators.  For  those  shocking  offenses  it  is 
apparent  that  no  punishment  that  can  be  lawfully  imposed  in  a 
contempt  proceeding  is  adequate.  But  a  reasonable  imprisonment 
may  be  here  imposed,  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  in  the  case  of 
the  respondent,  Arthur  H.  Noyes,  a  judgment  of  imprisonment 
in  a  county  jail  for  the  period  of  eighteen  months  should  be  im- 
posed, and  in  the  case  of  Frost  a  like  imprisonment  of  fifteen 
months. 

"The  facts  and  circumstances  against  the  respondent  Wood 
are  by  no>  means  so  strong — although  I  find  it  difficult,  if  not  im- 
possible, to  reconcile  his  ignorance  of  and  disconnection  with  the 
conspiracy  with  the  fact  that  immediately  upon  his  arrival  at 
Nome  he  was  at  McKenzie's  dictation,  given  a  one-fourth  interest 
in  the  firm  of  Hubbard,  Beeman  &  Hume  (which  firm  was  em- 
ployed to  carry  on  the  legal  part  of  the  nefarious  business),  and 
that  Hume  (who  was,  so  far  as  appears,  a  total  stranger  to  Wood) 
was,  likewise  at  McKenzie's  dictation  immediately  appointed  by 
Wood  Assistant  United  States  Attorney.  I  think  Wood  should  be 
imprisoned  for  ten  months."

It  should  contain  all  the  news,  but  must  be  condensed 
as  much  as  possible  on  account  of  the  large  number  of  chapters. 

Punctuate  carefully  and  write  plainly.  Be  very  particular 
about  making  the  spelling  of  names  legible. 

Send  in  all  personals  and  clippings  you  can,  separate  from 
your  chapter  letter.

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CURRENT  LITERATURE  OF  THE  GREEKS.

Fraternity  loyalty  is  a  "something"  which  love  and  life  through 
four  years  of  college  has  so  firmly  ingrained  in  our  natures,  that 
it  can  never  be  entirely  blotted  out,  no  matter  what  trials  or 
pleasures  the  world  outside  may  give  us. — Kappa  Alpha  Theta,

The  Rainbow,  of  Delta  Tau  Delta,  contains  a  reproduction 
from  the  Boston  Sunday  Globe  of  a  letter  by  "Steve"  to  "Dear 
Kid"  "Concerning  Frats,"  from  which  we  draw  the  following: 

"There  are  lots  of  good  men  who  go  to  college  every  year  and 
ar'n't  frat  men,  some  because  they  can't  afford  it,  others  because 
the  pater  objects,  and  a  still  larger  crowd  that  the  rushers  never 
realize  are  good  men.  The  fellows  who  will  be  bid  first,  and, 
mark  my  words,  Billy,  for  I've  been  through  the  whole  thing 
from  A  to  Z,  and  have  been  the  chairman  on  three  committees 
for  bidding  new  men,  the  fellows  who<  are  asked  first  are  the  ones 
who  are  the  best  dressed  and  act  as  if  they'd  seen  high  buildings 
before. 

"Don't  think  you're  up  against  a  bunco  game,  either,  if  a 
fellow  you've  never  seen  before  comes  up  and  wants  to  know  if 
you're  not  John  Brown  from  Oskaloosa,  or  some  such  place.  He 
hasn't  any  gold  bricks  in  his  pocket;  it's  only  a  sort  of  crude  way 
the  rushers  have  of  getting  acquainted  with  new  men  that  they 
like  the  looks  of.  If  you  don't  queer  yourself  in  the  next  five^ 
minutes'  conversation,  it  will  probably  end  in  your  getting  a  bid 
out  to  his  frat  house  to  dinner. 

"But  when  you  are  once  out  there,  then's  when  your  real 
troubles  begin.  It's  a  mighty  hard  position  to  be  in,  for  every 
man  there  will  be  sizing  you  up,  taking  mental  notes  of  your 
general  appearance  and  anything  you  say,  and  it's  a  sure  thing 
that  some  of  the  crowd  won't  like  you  at  first.  I  suppose  if  the 
truth  were  known  it  takes  as  much  log-rolling  and  wire-pulling 
to  get  a  man  into  a  frat  by  some  of  the  fellows'  votes  as  it  does 
in  a  senatorial  election.  If  you  don't  talk  much  some  one  will 
say  you're  a  stick  and  'dopey,'  while,  if  you  try  to  appear  bright 
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and  sociable,  some  chap  will  say  you're  too  fresh;  so,  you  see, 
you're  not  going  to  find  any  easy  thing. 

"But  don't  fall  all  over  yourself  trying  to  be  nice,  if  you  do 
strike  a  fellow  whose  crowd  you  like.  There^s  many  a  man  been 
thrown  down  just  because  he  was  'too  willing/     *     *     *     * 

"Above  all  things!,  Kid,  don't  be  in  a  hurry.  Get  into  all 
the  different  houses  you  can,  and  don't  bite  like  a  sucker  at  the 
first  bid.  Tell  them  you'll  have  to  write  home  first  to  find  out, 
and  in  the  meantime  do  a  little  sizing  up  on  your  own  account 
among  the  fellows  in  their  crowd. 

"There  are  usually  three  frats  in  every  college  that  you  want 
to  steer  clear  of;  these  are  the  sporty  frat,  the  greasygrind  frat 
and  the  lobster  frat.  It  may  be  a  pleasant  sight  to  see  a  crowd  of 
fellows  going  around  looking  like  fashion  plates  from  one  of 
Mitchell's  latest  sheets,  but  take  my  word,  Billy,  that  crowd  won't 
wear  for  a  cent.  When  I  was  being  rushed  I  was  bid  by  a  sporty 
frat."  

It  is,  we  suppose,  the  reversal  of  the  true  position  of  the 
chapter  and  its  initiate  which  leads  to  the  often  absurd  and 
annoying  features  added  to  the  initiation  by  some  of  the  chap^ 
ters.  It  is  the  outgowth  of  a  desire  to  get  "square"  with  a  fresh- 
man and  put  him  into  his  proper  place  which  many  of  the  mem- 
bers of  a  chapter  feel.  This  sort  of  discipline,  however,  is  often 
carried  too  far.  A  little  fun  at  the  expense  of  an  initiate  prelim- 
inary to  his  induction  into  the  fraternity  is  not  out  of  place.  Most 
candidates  expect  it  and  many  would  be  disappointed  without  it. 
There  are,  however,  two  methods  of  conducting  such  exercises 
which  cannot  be  too  severely  condemned.  One  is  to  the  injury 
of  the  candidate  and  the  other  to  the  annoyance  of  the  public. 
All  right-minded  boys  will  agree  that  an  initiate  should  not  be 
hurt,  and  yet  almost  every  year  we  read  of  some  initiate  who  has 
been  severely  injured  under  the  ministrations  of  an  over-vigorous 
committee.  *  *  *  Some  chapters  of  our  own  and  other  fra- 
ernities  have  of  late  years  imitated  the  absurd  and  silly  initiation 
custom  of  Harvard  societies  and  have  caused  their  initiates  to 
dress  in  outrageous  costume,  to  annoy  passers-by  in  the  street, 
make  themselves  ridiculous  to  their  friends  and  in  general  act 
like  ill-bred  donkeys.  The  intervention,  of  the  police  or  the  at- 
tention of  the  mob  produces  a  little  cheap  newspaper  notoriety. 
This  sort  of  thing  is  beneath  the  dignity  of  the  fraternity  and 
thoroughly  unworthy  of  those  who  take  part  in  it.  The  older 
members  in  any  chapter,  which  in  the  past  has  been  guilty  of  such 
practice,  should  see  to  it  that  they  are  discontinued,  never  to  be 
resumed.

THE  PEOVINCIAL  SYSTEM. 

An  army  of  six  thousand  Alpha  Tans  is  worthy  of  the  best 
efforts  at  organization,  in  the  fulfilment  of  the  high  commission. 
"The  Provincial  System"  as  applied  to  this  fraternity  is  still  in  an 
experimental  state.  For  the  system,  as  such,  no  claim  of  original- 
ity can  be  made.  It  is  however,  the  result  of  evolution  with  us, 
and  is  formulated  not  so  much  after'  any  other  pattern  as  with  a 
view  to  meeting  the  actual  needs  of  our  own  fraternity.  Imme- 
diate supervision  by  some  one  other  than  a  member  of  a  given 
chapter  or  lodge  is  recognized  as  a  necessity  by  most,  if  not  all, 
large  fraternal  organizations.  The  need  for  such  an  officer  has 
been  felt  by  the  fraternity  for  many  years.  A  proposition  was 
made  at  the  Twelfth  Congress,  which  met  at  Nashville,  to  have  a 
visiting  secretary.  This  would  have  necessitated  the  election  or 
appointment  of  a  salaried  officer.  It  is  one  of  the  time-honored 
traditions  of  the  fraternity  to  avoid,  as  far  as  practicable,  the  idea 
of  financial  gain  or  advantage  to  any  officer  of  the  fraternity; 
choosing  rather  to  utilize  all  of  its  funds  toward  the  defrayal  of 
the  necessary  expenses  of  those  whose  love  for  the  order  constitute 
the  sole  inspiration  for  unselfish  service  in  the  dissemination  and 
perpetration  of  its  principles.  It  was  Bro.  John  A.  Goodrich,  of 
Vermont  Beta  Zeta,,  who  introduced  the  resolution  passed  by  the 
Nashville  Congress  to  the  effect: 

"That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Columbian  Congress  that  the 
Provincial  System  is  preferable  to  a  visiting  secretaryship 
*  *  *  that  this  committee  (on  visiting  secretaryship)  be  in- 
structed to  prepare  for  presentation  to  this  body,  as  expediously 
as  possible,  a  draft  for  putting  the  Provincial  System  into  use  by 
this  fraternity." 

No  further  progress  was  made  by  that  Congress. 

At  the  Fourteenth  Congress,  held  in  Washington,  the  retir- 
ing Worthy  Grand  Chief,  Bro.  E.  J.  Shives,  in  his  report  called 
attention  to  the  arduous  duties  then  resting  on  the  chief  executive 
officer,  and  strongly  urged  the  importance  of  the  establishment  of 
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a  Provincial  System,  to  consist  of  seven  provinces,  as  a  means  for 
the  attainment  of  a  higher  degree  of  efficiency  in  the  administra- 
tion of  the  affairs  of  the  fraternity,  involving,  as  it  did,  the  most 
careful  attention  to  the  smallest  details  as  well  as  to  the  broadest 
principles. 

It  was  not  until  the  Sixteenth  Congress,  held  at  New  Orleans, 
that  any  practical  steps  were  taken,  and  then  the  system  was 
inaugurated  only  provisionally.  The  efficacy  of  the  plan  was 
thoroughly  demonstrated  prior  to  the  Seventeenth  Congress,  held 
in  Boston,  which  provided  for  a  submission  to  vote  of  the  chapters 
of  a  proposed  constitutional  amendment  whose  recent  passage 
has,  for  the  first  time,  rendered  the  Provincial  Chiefs,  in  law,  a 
part  of  the  executive  branch  of  the  fraternity.  The  necessary 
delays  incident  to  the  passage  and  promulgation  of  the  amend- 
ment, the  rearrangement  of  provinces,  and  the  appointment  and 
reappointment  of  Chiefs,  postponed  the  inauguration  of  the 
present  system  until  about  October  last.  Notwithstanding  the 
difficulties  and  impediments  incident  to  such  a  transition  period, 
this  office  and  every  phase  of  the  fraternity  organism  has  already 
felt  the  beneficial  effect  of  the  devoted  service,  careful  insight, 
systematic  management  and  enthusiastic  interest  of  eight 
Chiefs,  chosen  with  great  care  from  an  almost  inexhaustible 
supply  of  Alpha  Taus  now  scattered  over  this  great  country. 

What  shall  the  harvest  be?  This  depends  largely  upon  the 
support  and  cooperation  which  shall  be  accorded  by  our  alumni.

The  following  letter  from  an  alumnus  who  has  done  much 
toward  making  Alpha  Tau  what  it  is  to-day,  was  inspired  by  the 
"Alumni  Echoes"  in  the  February  Palm,  and  while  Bro.  Ander- 
son did  not  write  it  for  publication,  we  take  the  liberty  of  making 
it  public  for, the  sake  of  the  stimulus  that  comes  from  a  glimpse 
of  a  mind  such  as  his : 

The  extracts  from  the  early  pages  of  our  journal  brought 
back  very  vividly  and  very  sweetly  the  days  when  we  and  other 
kindred  souls  wrought  together  for  the  weal  of  the  dear  Fraternity. 
What  changes  have  occurred  since  that  period,  more  than  twenty 
years  ago!  What  strides  our  beloved  Alpha  Tau  Omega  has  made; 
what  victories  won!  This  is  the  bright  side  of  the  picture,  but  there 
is  a  dark  side  as  well.  The  years  that  have  passed  since  those 
early  halcyon  days  have  brought  sorrow  as  well  as  joy  to  us. 
Many  of  the  dear  faces  we  were  wont  to  see  at  our  gatherings  and 
love-feasts  in  the  olden  time,  we  shall  see  no  more!  Many  a  voice 
we  used  to  hear,  through  the  page  of  The  Palm,  has  been  stilled 
forever.  But,  blessed  thought,  our  memories  cannot  die;  nor  can 
the  love  that  bound  our  hearts  together  ever  wane.     Those  be- 
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loved  forms,  those  true  hearts,  are  enshrined  in  our  minds,  and 
their  memory  will  be  kept  sacred  forever. 

By  the  vicissitudes  of  life  I  have  been  withdrawn  from  actual 
participation  in  Fraternity  life  for  many  years,  and  have  rarely 
come  in  contact  with  Alpha  Taus.  I  doubt  not  our  chapters  have, 
one  and  all,  kept  steadily  to  the  chart  their  elder  brothers  placed 
before  them  in  the  selection  of  members,  at  least  I  fervently  hope 
they  have. 

The  young  men  of  the  present  day  cannot,  I  am  sure,  be  very 
different  from  those  of  our  time;  in  some  respects,  indeed,  they 
have  advantages  at  college  which  were  denied  to  us,  for  this  is  a 
progressive  age  in  the  intellectual  as  well  as  in  the  material 
world.  But,  with  all  their  advancement,  I  hope  they  reverence, 
as  their  fathers  and  elder  brothers  did,  the  fraternity  idea,  and 
cherish  the  high  ideals  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  which  they  strove  to 
emphasize  in  their  lives.  I  hope,  and  yet  I  cannot  repress  the 
fear,  that  while  our  }^ounger  brothers  have  progressed  with  the 
age  in  which  they  live,  they  have  sometimes  departed  from  the 
"Old  Landmarks."  Let  us,  my  brothers,  make  it  our  duty  to  hold 
ever  before  these  dear  younger  brothers  in  Alpha  Tau  Omega  her 
lofty  ideals,  and  conjure  them  by  our  sacred  tie  of  brotherhood  to 
be  true  to  them — to  live,  and  if  need  be  to  die  for  them. 

If  such  be  the  spirit  that  shall  actuate  the  young  men  who 
fill  the  ranks  of  our  active  membership  to-day,  I  shall  indeed 
rejoice  and  cherish  the  fond  hope  that  our  builders  labored  not  in 
vain,  and  that  the  splendid  structure  they  reared  shall  stand  as 
a  bulwark  against  the  enemies  of  righteousness  and  truth  for  all 
time.    So  be  it.       Always  yours  in  A.  T.  0.,

A  BIT  OF  ALPHA  TAU  HISTORY. 

You  ask  me  to  give  you  a  short  account  of  the  origin  of 
Va.  Beta  Chapter  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega.  It  is  a  long  time  ago, 
1865,  I  was  then  a  boy  just  eighteen  years  of  age.  I  always  felt 
so  proud  of  being  made  a  member  of  the  fraternity  that  I  took  a 
most  lively  interest  in,  it  from  the  time  of  my  connection  with  it 
until  I  came  so  far  West.  After  leaving  Washington  and  Lee 
University  I  established  a  local  chapter  at  Harrisonburg,  Va., 
which  included  several  very  prominent  citizens  of  that  community, 
among  the  number  the  late  Hon.  John  Paul,  member  of  Congress 
for  several  terms  and  U.  S.  District  Judge  during  the  latter  part 
of  his  life.  Hon.  John  W.  Marshall  was  several  times  member 
of  the  Legislature  of  Virginia,  and  one  or  more  times  a  member 
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of  Congress.  Hon.  J.  S.  Harnsberger,  who  was  several  times 
member  of  the  Legislature  of  Virginia.  After  spending  two  years 
at  Washington  and  Lee  University,  I  obtained  a  charter  to  estab- 
lish a  chapter  at  the  University  of  Virginia.  After  I  arrived  I 
found  Bro.  W.  G.  Bennett,  from  the  mother  chapter,  and  enlisted 
his  aid  with  me  in  establishing  Va.  Delta  Chapter.  But  as  to  the 
origin  of  Va.  Beta. 

I  have  no  records  at  my  command  at  the  present  time,  re- 
lating to  this  period,  and,  therefore,  what  I  shall  say  will  be  en- 
tirely from  memory. 

I  remember  that  I  was  a  very  green  country  boy,  just  past 
eighteen  years  of  age,  and  my  education  had  been  entirely  along 
substantial  lines,  and  I  knew  nothing  about  the  arts  and  sciences. 
I  had  never  seen  a  steam  car  until  I  was  about  fifteen  years  of  age, 
and  had  never  visited  a  town  of  more  than  3,000  inhabitants,  but 
I  was  ambitious  to  learn  and  induced  my  father,  when  I  was  six- 
teen years  old,  to  send  me  to  Eoanoke  College,  where  I  spent 
some  six  or  seven  months,  our  school  being  broken  up  by  the 
surrender  of  General  Lee  at  Appomattox.  The  fall  of  the  same 
year,  however,  Washington  College  opened  anew,  I  think  about 
the  1st  of  October,  and  General  Lee  was  elected  President  and 
accepted  the  position  and  was  inaugurated  a  few  days  after  I 
entered  college,  in  the  presence  of  about  100  students,  who  had 
assembled  from  all  parts  of  the  South.  When  I  entered  college 
I  was  not  acquainted  with  a  single  professor  or  student,  nor  with 
any  individual  within  forty  miles  of  Lexington,  but  somehow  or 
other,  I  do  not  know  how,  after  I  had  been  in  college  four  or  five 
weeks,  Mr.  J.  Street  Van  Meter  called  on  me  and  stated  that  a 
fraternity  existed  at  the  V.  M.  I.  and  that  they  desired  to  establish 
a  chapter  at  Washington  College  (as  you  know  the  name  of  this 
college  was  not  changed  to  Washington  and  Lee  University  until 
some  time  afterwards.  My  impression  is  that  it  was  three  or  four 
years  after  General  Lee  was  elected  President).  I  told  Mr.  Van 
Meter  that  I  was  a  stranger  there  and  that  I  felt  very  much  com- 
plimented by  his  invitation  and  that  I  would  accept.  He  then 
introduced  me  to  Milton  B.  Hurt  and  F.  J.  Snyder,  and  stated 
that  we  four  had  been  selected  for  the  establishment  of  the 
chapter,  and  that  shortly  arrangements  would  be  made  for  our 
initiation.  As  you  have  been  informed  when  the  Federal  troops 
passed  through  Lexington  they  burned  all  the  buildings  of  the 
V.  M.  I.,  and  they  had  not  been  restored  when  the  session  of  65- 
66  opened,  therefore  the  cadets  were  compelled  to  live  about  town 
wherever  they  could  find  room.  Some  of  them  roomed  at  the 
old  hotel  on  Main  street,  and  it  was  in  the  room  of  one  of  the 
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cadets  at  this  hotel  where  we  met  one  day,  that  is,  Van  Meter, 
Hurt,  Snyder  and  myself,  and  were  initiated,  and  we  organized 
by  the  election  of  officers  in  so  far  as  the  men  would  go  around  to 
fill  the  offices. 

1  J.  S.  Van  Meter  was  the  most  "strenuous"  boy  at  college. 
He  seemed  to  know  every  professor  and  every  student  and  every 
man,  woman  and  child  in  Lexington,  and  everybody  liked  him. 
I  have: no  hesitancy  in  saying  that  he  was  the  most  popular  man 
in  college  during  this  and  the  succeeding  year.  His  noble  char- 
acter and  social  qualities  quickly  marked  him  as  a  man  to  be 
trusted  in  the  organization  of  this  chapter.  Van  Meter  came  from 
Kentucky,  and  he  had  all  the  speed  and  staying  qualities  of  a 
good  Kentucky  horse,  and  he  at  once  attached  to  himself  Milton 
B.  Hurt,  of  Jackson,  Tennessee,  who  was  his  constant  companion 
and  room-mate  throughout  the  college  years.  Hurt  was  a  hand- 
some fellow  and  his  disposition  was  as  sweet  and  gentle  as  that 
of  a  woman,  and  I  think  Van  Meter  loved  him,  as  everybody  else 
did  who  knew  him,  but  Hurt  was  not  aggressive,  and  all  he  cared 
for  was  to  be  let  alone  and  to  be  good.  He  was  a  firm,  devoted 
and  constant  friend.  If  I  remember  correctly  he  assisted  our 
founder,  Rev.  0.  A.  Glazebrook,  in  kidnapping  a  certain  very 
beautiful  and  charming  lady  from  out  the  parental  walls, 
although  guarded  by  the  military  superintendent  himself.  At 
least  the  story  is  told  at  our  college  that  Hurt  was  the  companion 
of  a  couple  in  a  carriage  over  a  lonely  road  from  Lexington  to 
Bonsacks  in  order  to  reach  a  railroad  at  the  nearest  point. 

Hurt's  character  and  disposition  show  conclusively  why  he 
was  selected  as  a  founder  of  the  new  chapter.  As  you  probably 
know  Van  Meter  studied  law  and  had  a  very  successful  practice, 
but  he  felt  called  to  the  ministry.  He  gave  up  a  lucrative 
practice  and  ever  since  has  devoted  himself  to  preaching  the 
Gospel  according  to  the  Presbyterians. 

I  saw  Van  Meter  about  a  year  ago  as  he  hastily  passed 
through  San  Francisco.  I  could  not  have  a  long  talk*  with  him 
as  I  had  hoped  to,  but  I  observed  that  he  had  the  same  snap  and 
fire  about  him  as  when  he  was  a  boy.  He  said  in  coming  across 
the  continent  he  met  with  a  man  who  told  him  that  he  also  was 
once  a  Presbyterian  minister,  but  that  he  had  been  promoted  and 
had  joined  the  Episcopal  church.  Van  Meter  very  enthusiastic- 
ally grasped  his  hand  and  told  him  he  was:  very  happy  indeed  to 
meet  a  Presbyterian  who  had  been  promoted,  as  he  had  never 
met  one  who  had  come  from  the  other  side  of  the  river. 

F.  J.  Snyder  was  several  years  older  than  the  rest  of  us.  He 
came  from  the  mountains  of  Virginia.     Snyder  was  not  a  pretty 
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man,  but  he  was  a  man  of  fine  physique,  straight  as  an  arrow, 
and  as  wiry  as  a  hyena.  He  could  study  more  and  harder  than  all 
the  rest  of  the  students  at  college  put  together.  He  had  a 
splendid  mind,  grasped  things  quickly  and  stuck  to  them  tightly 
and  got  down  to  the  very  bottom  of  everything,  so  that  he  was 
facile  primus.  At  college  there  was  a  system  of  marking,  the  re- 
sult of  which  was  issued  every  week  and  a  summary  result  was 
issued  every  month,  and  in  every  class  to  which  Snyder  belonged 
he  always  stood  at  the  top  of  the  list,  and  not  only  at  the  top  of 
the  list  but  he  was  always  perfect,  whether  it  was  Latin,  Greek, 
mathematics,  philosophy  or  essay.  He  was  a  man  of  sterling 
qualities;  very  quiet  and  reserved;  always  dignified  and  respectful 
to  every  one,  and  with  a  very  kind  and  genial  disposition.  Snyder 
bore  malice  to  no  one.  A  year  or  two  later  I  had  the  pleasure 
of  studying  law  with  him  at  the  University  of  Virginia,  where  he 
maintained  the  same  high  standard  and  received  his  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Law  with  high  honor,  and  I  believe  entered  upon 
the  practice  of  law  with  good  success  at  Lewisburg,  Virginia. 

Why  I  was  selected  to  assist  these  gentlemen  in  organizing 
this  chapter  I  never  knew,  except  that  Van  Meter  knew  every- 
body and  I  suppose  took  compassion  upon  me  as  a  lonely  boy, 
however,  I  took  a  pretty  fair  stand  at  college  afterwards  and 
subsequently  finished  up  my  academic  course  at  the  University 
of  Virginia,,  where  I  graduated  in  several  of  the  schools  and  sub- 
sequently studied  law  and  received  my  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Law 
at  the  University. 

The  first  year  the  Virginia  Beta  Chapter  had  only  about  150 
students  to  select  from.  Many  of  whom  belonged  to  other 
fraternities  and  many  of  whom  were  secured  by  other  fraternities 
before  we  had  an  opportunity  of  approching  them,  and  I  think 
the  chapter  only  secured  some  twelve  or  fifteen  men,  but  they 
were  all  pretty  good  men.  However,  the  next  session  the  fame  of 
General  Lee  and  the  improved  financial  condition  of  the  Southern 
States  brought  to  the  University  about  550  students,  therefore 
this  year  we  had  a  good  field  within  which  to  work;  with  the 
prestige  of  the  chapter  and  the  experience  of  the  previous  year, 
the  members  of  the  chapter  ran  up  to  the  neighborhood  of  thirty, 
if  I  remember  correctly,  and  a  noble  lot  of  fellows  they  were. 
Some  of  them  have  earned  laurels  in  the  political  field,  some  in  the 
financial,  some  in  the  literary  and  scientific  world  and  some 
merely  as  good  citizens.  This  year  we  numbered  among  our  men 
Clifton  Breckinbridge,  who  became  a  member  of  Congress  for 
several  years  from  Arkansas,  and  afterwards  Minister  to  Kussia.

Dear  Palm:— On  the  18th  of  November,  1901,  at  the 
University  of  Kansas,  located  at  Lawrence,  there  was  born  unto 
the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  a  new  chapter.  The  installation  took  place 
in  the  spacious  parlors  of  the  New  Eldridge  Hotel,  and  the  writer 
was  ably  assisted  by  Bro.  Leo  Copeland,  of  Nebraska  Gamma 
Theta  in  conducting  the  twelve  charter  members  through  the 
mysteries  of  our  beloved  order.  The  candidates  were  deeply  im- 
pressed with  the  solemnity  of  the  occasion  and  seemed  to  fully 
appreciate  the  new  responsibilities  they  were  about  to  assume. 

After  the  installation  the  new  chapter  gave  a  smoker  in  the 
parlors  of  the  hotel,  to  which  were  invited  representatives  of  the 
various  fraternities  already  established  in  the  university.  Nearly 
everyone  who  was  favored  with  an  invitation  responded.  Several 
of  those  present  made  speeches  along  fraternity  lines,  which  did 
much  to  arouse  spirit  in  our  new  brothers. 

There  was  one  thing  relative  to  the  installation  of  this 
new  chapter  which  impressed  itself  forcibly  upon  the  writer,  and 
for  which  Kansas  Gamma  Mu  has  reason  to  congratulate  itself. 
As  a  general  rule  in  most  institutions  the  established  fraternities 
show  very  little  respect  for  a  new  chapter,  prompted  no  doubt  by 
jealous  motives,  which,  for  a  few  years,  makes  progress  rather 
slow.  This  condition  does  not  exist  in  Kansas,  for  Gamma  Mu 
has  received  the  congraulations  of  nearly  every  fraternity  rep- 
resented at  Lawrence,  several  of  which  have  given  smokers  in 
honor  of  Gamma  Mu's  entrance  into  the  mysteries  of  Greekdom.

These  young  men  who  compose  Kansas  Gamma  Mu  worked 
hard  and  long  before  they  succeeded  in  securing  their  chapter, 
and  great  credit  is  due  them  for  the  energy  and  skill  which  they 
displayed  in  conducting  their  campaign.

ANNUAL  DINNER  OF  THE  NEW  YORK  ALUMNI

RTJEUS  KING  POLK. 


In  the  death  of  Congressman  Kufus  King  Polk,  of  Danville, 
Pa.,  Alpha  Tan  loses  one  of  her  distingnished  and  promising 
alumni.  Congressman  Polk's  father  was  General  Lncins  Eugene 
Polk,  who  was  a  native  of  North  Carolina,  and  who  settled  after 
the  war  in  Tennessee.  Bro.  Polk  was  born  in  Maury  county, 
Tenn.,  in  1866.  His  early  education  was  received  at  Webb's 
Academy,  at  Culleoka,  Tenn.,  and  he  afterwards  entered  Lehigh 
University,  at  South  Bethlehem,  Pa.,  where  he  was  graduated  as 
a  mining  engineer  in  1887.  While  at  Lehigh,  Bro.  Polk  was 
initiated  into  Pa.  Alpha  Pha  Chapter  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega. 

When  he  left  Lehigh,  Bro.  Polk  had  no  immediate  oppor- 
tunities for  entering  on  his  chosen  career,  and  it  is  related  that 
he  went  Into  a  rolling  mill  in  Danville  at  $1.25  a  day.  After  a 
time  he  had  saved  $500.  When  his  employers  failed,  Bro.  Polk 
bought  the  property  at  auction  with  borrowed  capital,  organized 
a  company,  and  put  the  business  on  a  paying  basis.  At  the  time 
of  his  death  he  was  largely  interested  as  a  capitalist  and 
engineer  in  the  manufacture  of  iron  and  steel,  and  was  general 
manager  for  the  Danville  Bessemer  Company. 

He  was  elected  to  the  Fifty-sixth  Congress  by  more  than 
2,000  majority  over  William  H.  Woodin,  his  Eepublican  com- 
petitor. Two  years  later  his  majority  was  almost  double  that 
of  the  first  one.  His  work  in  Congress  was  chiefly  as  a  member 
of  the  Committees  on  Militia,  the  Alcholic  Liquor  Traffic  and 
Enrolled  Bills.  During  the  war  with  Spain  he  was  First 
Lieutenant  of  Company  F,  Twelfth  Pennsylvania  Volunteer  In- 
fantry.   He  did  not  see  any  active  service. 

Bro.  Polk  was  married  and  had  five  children.  His  wife  is  a 
daughter  of  Isaac  X.  Grier,  of  Danville. 

Bro.  Polk  was  a  grandson  of  the  brother  of  President  Polk. 
Although  but  thirty-six  years  old,  he  had  made  a  fortune  for  him- 
self out  of  the  steel  business.  He  served  throughout  the  Spanish 
war  as  first  lieutenant  of  Company  F,  of  the  Twelfth  Pennsyl- 
vania Volunteers.  His  first  appearance  in  politics  was  in  1900, 
when  he  went  to  the  National  Democratic  Conventon  in  Kansas 
City.  He  was  afterward  elected  to  the  Fifty-sixth  Congress,  and 
succeeded  himself  in  the  present  Congress,  and  had,  only  a 
month  ago,  declined  the  nomination  for  a  third  term. 

Death  came  to  him  very  suddenly,  on  March  5th,  while 
he  was  in  Philadelphia  seeking  relief  from  rheumatism. 
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OLIVER  PERRY  WILLIS. 


In  the  death  of  Oliver  Perry  Willis,  on  January  25,  1902, 
Colorado  Gamma  Lambda  loses  one  of  its  most  promising  mem- 
bers. Bro.  Willis  was  a  charter  member  of  the  chapter  and  was 
instrumental  in  the  success  which  has  attended  its  career.  He 
was  taken  ill  on  Friday  and  died  in  the  University  Hospital  on 
Saturday  night.  Only  after  death  was  it  found  that  the  cause 
of  death  was  malignant  diphtheria.  The  body  was  taken  to 
Elgin,  111.,  for  burial.  The  Colorado  Chapter  was  represented  by 
a  number  of  floral  offerings,  both  in  Boulder  and  Elgin.  Mr. 
Harry  T.  O'Connor,  of  Boulder,  accompanied  the  casket  back  to 
Elgin. 

Bro.  Willis  was  the  only  son  of  Judge  Henry  B.  Willis,  of  the 
Circuit  Court  of  Kane  county,  111.,  and  was  twenty-three  years  of 
age  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  a  graduate  of  Elgin 
Academy,  and  for  two  years  attended  Lake  Forest  University, 
where  he  was  captain  of  the  track  team.  He  then  entered  the 
law  school  of  Northwestern  University,  where  he  studied  for  a 
year,  coming  to  Colorado  a  year  ago  last  December  seeking  relief 
from  asthma.  He  was  a  third-year  student  and  would  have  been 
admitted  to  the  bar  this  June  had  he  lived. 

His  loss  is  a  subject  for  intense  grief  on  the  part  of  all  who 
knew  him  while  he  was  here.  At  all  times  he  was  ready  to 
sacrifice  his  own  pleasure  for  the  good  of  the  chapter,  and  his 
well-timed  counsels  and  advice  have  been  productive  of  untold 
good.  His  happy  disposition  and  spirit  of  good-fellowship  made 
him  an  ideal  brother,  and  his  many  virtues  will  cause  him  to  be 
sadly  missed.  Condolences  were  sent  to  the  bereaved  parents  by 
his  chapter.

MINNESOTA  GAMMA  NU. 

Alpha  Tau  Omega  has  secured  another  foothold  in  the  West 
by  establishing  a  chapter  at  the  University  of  Minnesota,  to  be 
known  as  "Minnesota  Gamma  Nu." 

The  University  of  Minnesota  is  located  at  Minneapolis.  It 
was  chartered  by  the  State  in  1868,  and  is  supported  by  a 
permanent  tax  levy.  The  campus,  which  comprises  about  fifty 
acres  is  valued  at  over  $400,000.  Situated  on  it  are  eighteen  build- 
ings, valued,  together  with  their  equipment,  at  about  $1,200,000. 
The  university  comprises  the  College  of  Science,  Literature  and 
the  Arts,  The  College  of  Engineering  and  Mechanics  Arts,  The 
School  of  Mines  and  Chemistry,  College  of  Agriculture,  College  of 
Law,  Colleges  of  Medicine,  Dentistry  and  Pharmacy.  The  total 
attendance  this  year  is  about  3,800. 

There  are  represented  at  the  University  of  Minnesota  thir- 
teen fraternities  and  five  sororities,  comprising  about  eight  per 
cent,  of  the  student  body.  They  have  received  the  new  chapter 
very  cordially,  indeed. 
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The  initiation  was  held  in  the  banquet  rooms  of  the  West 
Hotel,  Minneapolis,  Saturday  evening,  March  8th.  Bros.  E.  P. 
Lyon,  Province  Chief,  and  Linn  M.  Huntington,  of  Neb.  Gamma 
Theta  were  the  installing  officers.  The  ceremonies  were  followed 
by  an  elaborate  banquet. 

The  menu  cards>  which  were  on  sky-blue  paper,  bore  on  the 
first  page  a  reproduction  of  the  seal  of  the  University  of  Minn- 
esota, and  the  words  "Alpha  Tau  Omega  Installation."  The 
menu  was  as  follows :

THE  FIRST  PROVINCIAL  CONGRESS. 

For  ten  years  the  Ohio  Chapters  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  have 
met  in  annual  conclave  at  the  homes  of  the  different  chapters, 
and  on  Washington's  Birthday,  February  22,  1902,  the  last  con- 
clave was  held.  On  the  passage  of  a  motion  presented  by  Bro. 
Kittle,  of  Beta  Omega,  the  President  declared  the  conclave  ad- 
journed, sine  die,  and  immediately  called  to  order  the  First  An- 
nual Congress  of  the  Seventh  Province  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
Fraternity,  and  thus,  although  there  will  no  longer  be  the 
annual  conclave,  Ohio  has  the  distinction  of  having  organized  and 
held  the  first  Provincial  Congress  as  authorized  at  the  last  national 
gathering. 

For  weeks  the  Columbus  boys  had  been  making  preparations 
for  the  reception  of  the  visitors,  and  Friday  afternoon  saw  the 
first  arrivals,  from  then  until  ten  o'clock  Saturday  the  visitors 
continued  to  increase  until  about  thirty  had  arrived,  ten  being 
from  Witenberg,  four  from  Western  Reserve,  five  each  from  Mt. 
Union  and  Ohio  Wesleyan,  and  four  from  Wooster. 

The  first  desire  of  the  boys  was  to  get  the  business  of  the 
meeting  over  with,  and  at  10.30  forty-eight  brothers  met  at  the 
Chittenden  Hotel.  At  the  conclave  held  last  year  in  Mt.  Union, 
Bro.  Sayre,  of  Beta  Omega,  had  been  elected  President,  and  Bro. 
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Parsons  Secretary.  Owing  to  the  unavoidable  absence  of  Bro. 
Sayre,  Bro.  Steineman,  as  President,  gave  the  address  of  welcome 
to  the  visitors,  to  which  Bro.  Given,  of  Beta  Eta,  gave  an  ex- 
cellent response. 

After  hearing  communications  from  the  general  officers  of 
the  Fraternity,  the  matter  of  changing  the  Annual  Conclave  to 
a  Provincial  Congress  was  brought  up,  and  much  discussion  im- 
mediately arose  as  to  the  reasons  for  the  change.  In  the  dis- 
cussion the  following  brothers  took  part:  Rusk,  of  New  York 
Beta  Theta;  Snyder,  of  Alpha  Nu;  Shimmon  and  Iieese,  of 
Gamma  Kappa;  Pranks,  of  Beta  Eta;  Weld,  of  Beta  Mu;  Parsons, 
of  Beta  Omega,  and  Meloy,  of  Alpha  Psi.  The  matter  was  finally 
ended  by  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution,  introduced  by 
Bro.  Kittle,  of  Beta  Omega: 

"Whereas,  The  Ohio  Conclave  has  no  standing  before  the 
National  organization;  and 

"Whereas,  There  are  now  in  Ohio  two  different  sets  of 
officers; 

"Be  it  Resolved,  That  the  present  Ohio  Conclave  be  organized 
as  a  Provincial  Congress  and  that  the  necessary  changes  be  made 
in  the  present  constitution." 

This  resolution  was  unanimously  carried,  and  an  end  thus 
made  of  the  Ohio  Conclaves. 

A  committee  consisting  of  a  delegate  from  each  chapter  was 
then  appointed  to  make  the  necessary  changes  in  the  constitu- 
tion; and  Bro.  Given,  of  Beta  Eta;  Bro.  Shimmon,  of  Gamma 
Kappa,  and  Bro.  Meloy,  of  Alpha  Psi,  were  appointed  a 
nominating  committee.  Both  committees  were  then  instructed  to 
be  ready  with  their  reports  by  the  evening  session. 

The  next  order  of  business  was  the  hearing  of  chapter  re- 
ports. All  chapters  reported  a  very  successful  year,  and  Alpha 
Tau  Omega  may  well  be  proud  of  her  Ohio  chapters. 

Bro.  Franks  then  extended  a  cordial  invitation  to  the  Con- 
gress, in  behalf  of  Ohio  Beta  Eta,  to  meet  next  year  in  Delaware. 
This  invitation  was  thankfully  accepted,  and  the  meeting  was  ad- 
journed until  evening.  Then  came  an  afternoon  of  enjoyment  of 
the  different  pleasures  provided  by  the  local  chapter. 

At  seven  o'clock  the  evening  session  was  called  to  order  by 
Bro.  Steineman,  as  President.  This  was  a  short  session,  in  which 
the  committee  on  making  the  necessary  changes  in  the  constitu- 
tion and  the  nominating  committee  reported.  Both  reports  were 
accepted,  and  the  Congress  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of 
officers.  The  Provincial  Chief  is  ex-oMcio  President;  Bro.  Fay, 
•of  Beta   Omega,   was   elected   Vice-President;   Bro.    Weaver,   of 
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Alpha  Psi,  Chaplain;  Bro.  Thompson,  of  Beta  Eta,  Scribe;  Bro. 
Beese,  of  Gamma  Kappa,,  Exchequer;  Bro.  Weld,  of  Beta  Mu, 
Sentinel,  and  Bro.  Williams,  of  Alpha  Nu,  Usher.  The  meeting 
was  then  adjourned  for  one  year,  and,  as  always,  after  business 
came  pleasure,  this  time  the  pleasure  of  a  banquet.  About  half 
an  hour  after  the  evening  session  forty-seven  brothers  sat  down  to 
the  banquet  in  the  private  dining-room  of  the  Chittenden  Hotel. 

Then  followed  the  various  toasts  of  the  evening.  Bro.  Steine- 
man  began  by  introducing  as  toastmaster  Bro.  George  W.  Bight- 
mire,  an  alumnus  of  the  Beta  Omega  Chapter.  Bro.  Bightmire 
served  throughout  the  evening  in  a  very  happy  manner. 

The  first  toast  was  given  by  Bro.  Vernon  C.  Snyder,  of  Ohio 
Alpha  Nu,  on  "Our  Chapter  House."  Bro.  Snyder's  remarks  were 
greeted  by  well-deserved  applause. 

The  other  toasts  which  followed  were  of  an  equally  high 
order.  Bro.  Otto  B.  Sargent,  of  Ohio  Alpha  Psi,  spoke  on  "Our 
Three  Cardinal  Principles."  Bro.  W.  A.  Franks,  of  Ohio  Beta 
Eta,  made  a  distinct  hit  by  his  discussion  of  "Friendship."  Bro. 
W.  Ernest  Weld,  of  Ohio  Beta  Mu,  then  took  the  floor  with  a  sub- 
ject very  appropriate  to  any  student  of  Wooster,  "Tried,  as  by 
Fire."  Bro.  Weld  told  very  well  of  the  recent  fire  there  and  its 
effect  on  the  student  body;  also  of  the  progress  of  the  chapter. 
The  next  toast  was  from  Bro.  Ernest  J.  Beece,  of  Ohio  Gamma 
Kappa,  on  "The  Baby."  His  talk  was,  as  all  the  rest,  very  inter- 
esting. ( 

Bro.  Claude  W.  Shimmon,  of  the  Cleveland  Alumni  Associa- 
tion, was  the  next  speaker,  and  chose  his  own  toast,  and  it  was 
a  good  one,  although  it  would  be  hard  to  find  a  subject  for  it. 
Bro.  J.  M.  Kittle,  of  Ohio  Beta  Omega,  was  down  for  the  toast 
on  "Our  Freshman  Brothers."  We  knew  that  was  his  subject  be- 
cause it  was  so  marked  in  the  menu,  and  he  spoke  of  them  in 
the  beginning,  but  he  got  them  so  far  in  college  that  we  forgot 
the  subject.  We  can  say,  however,  that  if  his  talk  could  have 
been  as  interesting  throughout  we  would  have  been  glad  to  see 
them  come  back  and  take  a  post-graduate  course  of  five  years. 
Bro.  Wildermuth,  who  was  next,  was  unable  to  be  present,  but 
Bro.  Harold  M.  Bush,  an  alumnus  of  New  York  Beta  Theta,  took 
his  place.  Bro.  Bush  gave  a  toast  which  made  a  fitting  climax  for 
the  evening.  Bro.  King,  an  alumnus  of  Ohio  Beta  Mu,  and  Bro. 
Fay,  of  Ohio  Beta  Omega,  were  then  called  on  for  impromptu 
toasts,  and  both  acquitted  themselves  well.  ! 

By  that  time  it  was  getting  late  and  the  meeting  was  ad- 
journed for  one  year,  when  the  members  all  expect  to  have  a 
royal  time  through  the  hospitality  of  Ohio  Beta  Eta  Chapter. 
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All  the  Ohio  chapters  are  very  glad  to  be  so  close  together 
that  they  may  easily  meet  annually  in  a  Provincial  Congress;  we 
think  that  this  meeting  helps  all  chapters  through  the  ability  to 
exchange  with  each  other  the  ideas  and  principles  through  which 
we  work,  and  it  is  certain  that  these  meetings  are  as  conducive 
to  a  better  friendship  among  the  different  chapters  of  the  State 
as  they  are  helpful  in  broadening  the  ideas  as  to  methods  of  im- 
provement. 

We  hope  it  will  not  be  long  until  all  the  provinces  have  con- 
ventions at  least  biennially. 


SOME  SUGGESTIONS  FOR  A  CONGRESS. 

The  writer,  having  had  some  little  experience  in  arranging 
for  the  entertainment  of  visiting  brethren  at  the  last  Alpha  Tau 
Omega  Congress,  feels  that  perhaps  some  suggestions  from  him 
in  relation  to  the  next  Congress,  to  be  held  at  Chicago,  in  Decem- 
ber, 1902,  may  not  be  amiss. 

The  first  thing  necessary  is  to  get  together  a  good  committee, 
containing  men  who  will  be  of  value  for  some  qualities  which  they 
possess.  As  to  the  size  of  the  committee,  that  is  a  matter  of 
opinion.  At  Boston  we  had  a  committee  of  fifteen,  and  I  would 
recommend  about  that  number,  or  at  any  rate  the  number  should 
not  be  less  than  twelve,  nor  more  than  twenty.  A  small  com- 
mittee is,  of  course,  brought  together  for  meetings  more  easily, 
but  it  is  minus  the  benefits  that  come  from  the  interchange  of 
ideas  which  a  large  committee  affords.  It  also,  if  sub-com- 
mittees are  appointed,  as  they  should  be,  throws  too  onerous 
burdens  on  each  individual.  A  large  committee  is,  of  course,  un- 
wieldy and  awkward  to  manage.  This  committee  should  be  given 
practically  absolute  power  in  all  matters  connected  with  the 
Congress,  and  needless  to  say,  should  have  the  entire  confidence 
of  all  brethren  within  the  "Sphere  of  Influence"  of  the  Congress. 
At  a  date  say  three  months  prior  to  the  Congress  the  committee 
should  begin  to  hold  meetings,  and  should  meet  about  once  a 
week.  It  will  probably  be  found  advisable  to  levy  an  assessment 
on  all  undergraduates  and  alumni  within  a  certain  distance  of 
Chicago.  The  size  of  the  assessment  depends  on  so  many  ele- 
ments that  I  make  no  suggestion  except  this  one:  Do  not  assume 
that  every  assessment  will  be  paid.  The  assessment  on  the  under- 
graduates should  be  smaller  than  the  alumni  assessment  for 
several  reasons.

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1st.  Undergraduates  are  seldom  in  receipt  of  any  income,  ex- 
cept from  relatives  or  friends,  while  the  alumni  are,  or  should  be, 
self-supporting. 

2d.  The  undergraduates  are  contributing  more  or  less 
money  every  year  to  their  college  chapter,  and  care  should  be 
taken  not  to  burden  them  unduly. 

At  the  first  committee  meeting  sub-committees  should  be 
appointed  to  arrange  for  the  different  entertainments  that  are  or 
may  be  planned,  and  a  general  plan  of  entertainment  should  be 
adopted.  A  very  important  consideration  is  the  collection  of  the 
assessments.  It  will,  I  think,  be  found  desirable  to  resolve  the 
entertainment  committee  as  a  whole  into  a  collection  committee, 
divide  the  assessed  districts  as  impartially  as  possible,  and  assign 
a  division  to  each  member.  Properly  framed  notices  of  the  Con- 
gress and  of  the  amount  expected  from  each  brother  should  be 
printed  and  mailed,  and  all  brethren  who  have  failed  to  respond 
four  weeks  before  the  Congress  should  be  interviewed  personally. 
Thus  a  fair  idea  of  the  amount  which  the  committee  will  have  at 
its  disposal  may  be  obtained  at  least  two  weeks  before  the 
opening  of  Congress.  The  committee  can  then  contract  or  ex- 
pand its  plan  of  entertainment,  according  to  the  condition  of  the 
exchequer.  I 

Do  not  be  too  ambitious  to  make  a  gorgeous  display,  or  plan 
on  too  magnificent  a  scale.  Prudence  is  a  virtue  which  may  just 
as  profitably  be  exercised  at  an  A.  T.  0.  Congress  as  anywhere 
else.  To  use  a  homely  proverb,  "Cut  your  garment  according  to 
your  cloth,"  and  be  sure  you  have  your  cloth  well  in  hand  before 
you  commence  the  tailoring  process.  (Only  three  evenings  are  to 
be  provided  for,  and  the  banquet  takes  care  of  one  of  them,  so 
that  only  two  need  much  consideration,  so  far  as  methods  of 
entertainment  are  concerned.  We  found  it  satisfactory  at  the  last 
Congress  to  provide  a  "Smoker"  for  one  evening  and  a  ball  for 
the  other.  The  smoker  gave  the  fellows  a  chance  to  get  together 
informally  and  renew  old  friendships,  while  the  ball  gave  the 
visiting  ladies  and  other  friends  of  the  delegates  a  chance  to 
mingle  in  the  festivities. 

It  seems  to  me  that  after  all  a  spontaneous,  hearty  welcome 
is  the  main  thing,  and  as  I  have  the  honor  of  knowing  some  of  the 
Chicago  men,  I  think  I  am  safe  in  saying  that  every  loyal 
brother  will  receive  that.

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GREEK  CO-OPERATION  IN  THE  OLYMPIAN  GAMES. 

A  meeting  of  Chicago  members  of  Greek  Letter  College  Fra- 
ternities was  held  at  Kinsley's  restaurant,  January  18,  1902,  at  1 
o'clock  P.  M.,  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  possible  cooperation 
of  Fraternities  at  the  International  Olympian  Games  of  1904. 
There  were  present  members  of  the  following  Fraternities: 

Delta  Kappa  Epsilon,  Psi  Upsilon,  Alpha  Delta  Phi,  Zeta  Psi, 
Alpha  Tau  Omega,  Theta  Delta  CM,  Chi  Psi,  Sigma  Nu,  Kappa 
Sigma,  Chi  Phi,  Phi  Delta  Theta,  Beta  Theta  Pi,  Sigma  Chi, 
Sigma  Phi,  Kappa  Alpha,  Kappa  Alpha  (Southern),  Delta,  Upsilon, 
Phi  Kappa  Psi,  Phi  Kappa  Sigma,  Delta.  Tau  Delta,  Phi  Gamma 
Delta,  Delta  Psi.    The  complete  minutes  were  as  follows: 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Robert  Catherwood, 
Chairman  of  the  Olympian  Games  Committee  on  Fraternities,  who 
nominated  for  chairman  of  the  meeting  Bernis  W.  Sherman,  of 
Delta  Kappa  Epsilon,  who  was  unanimously  elected,  Mr.  Cather- 
wood being  elected  secretary. 

The  chairman  then  proceeded  to  explain  the  purposes  for 
which  the  meeting  had  been  called,  in  part  as  follows: 

The  United  States  has  been  chosen  as  the  site  of  the  Inter- 
national Olympian  Games  of  1904,  which  are  to  be  held  in 
Chicago,  in  the  month  of  October  of  that  year.  These  contests 
will  be  the  third  in  the  series  of  revived  Olympian  Games,  the  first 
having  been  held  in  Athens  in  1896  and  the  second  in  Paris  in 
1900.  The  games  will  be  continued  during  a  period  of  a  month 
or  six  weeks,  and  it  is  proposed  to  develop  the  enterprise  along 
four  principle  lines: 

1st.  There  will  be  a  series  of  world's  champion  contests  in 
standard  sports,  including,  among  others,  field  and  track  athletics, 
feats  of  strength,  cycling,  turning,  tennis,  wrestling,  equestrianism, 
rowing,  yachting,  etc.,  etc. 

2d.  An  exhibition  of  the  games  peculiar  to  the  different 
countries  of  the  world,  including  German  schlaegar  contests, 
French  boxing,  Japanese  wrestling,  Spanish  pelota,  baseball, 
cricket  and  other  national  sports. 

3d.  Spectacular  reproductions  of  the  games  of  ancient  Greece 
and  Rome,  which  will  be  presented  at  night,  with  the  proper 
costumes  and  scenic  effects, 

4th.  A  comprehensive  exhibition  of  sporting  apparatus  and 
equipments. 

In  short,  it  is  the  purpose  to  present  an  exhaustive  exhibition 
of  sport  and  sporting  equipments,  in  which  all  the  nations  of  the 
world  will  participate.  In  these  contests  the  universities  and  col- 
leges, both  of  this  country  and  others,  will  be  made  prominent, 
it  being  the  desire  to  accentuate  college  athletics  as  much  as  pos- 
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sible.  In  consideration  of  this  fact  and  the  Greek  origin  of  the 
games,  and  inasmuch  as  the  Association  has  expressed  its  willing- 
ness to  accord  recognition  to  the  Greek  Letter  College  Fraternities, 
it  would  seem  proper  for  us  to  urge  upon  our  respective  societies 
the  desirability  of  extending  cooperation  to  an  enterprise  so  unique 
and  praiseworthy,  and  one  in  which  the  reputation  of  our  country 
as  a  whole  is  to  the  highest  extent  involved. 

In  this  connection  it  should  be  said  that  the  games  will  not 
be  conducted  as  a  money-making  venture,  it  being  expressly 
stipulated  that  the  stockholders  shall  not  profit  to  a  greater  ex- 
tent than  ten  per  cent,  per  annum  on  their  stock  investment,  this 
being  no  unreasonable  return  for  an  investment  of  this  nature. 
Any  surplus  remaining  after  reimbursement  of  the  stockholders 
is  to  be  devoted  to'  public  purposes. 

The  officers  of  the  association  are:  H.  J.  Furbcr,  Jr.,  President; 
Harry  G.  Selfridge,  Vice-President;  Edwin  A.  Potter,  Treasurer; 
James  Deering,  Secretary,  and  President  William  K.  Harper,  John 
Barton  Payne,  Charles  K.  Crane,  Stanley  McCormick,  La  Verne 
W.  Noyes,  A.  A.  Stagg  and  others,  Directors. 

The  games  will  be  held  in  a  stadium  of  vast  proportions 
erected  on  the  lake  shore  at  the  foot  of  Van  Buren  street. 

This  meeting  has  been  called  in  pursuance  of  a  communica- 
tion from  the  President  of  the  International  Olympian  Games  As- 
sociation, which  I  will  request  the  secretary  to  read.  The  sec- 
retary then  read  the  following  letter: 

"Kobert  Catherwood,  "Jan.  2,  1902. 

"No.  1543  Monadnock  Block,  Chicago. 

"Dear  Sir: — In  consideration  of  the  great  and  growing  im- 
portance of  the  Greek  Letter  Fraternities  in  the  University  life 
of  the  United  States,  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  International 
Olympian  Games  of  1901-  deems  it  proper  to  express  the  pleasure 
it  would  experience  should  these  Fraternities  endorse  the  Games 
or  in  any  way  contribute  to  making  them  a  success.  The  par- 
ticular form  that  such  assistance  shall  assume  must  naturally  be 
left  to  the  ingenuity  and  pleasure  of  the  Fraternities  themselves. 

We  believe  that,  in  an  International  enterprise  in  which  it  is 
intended  to  render  the  university  students  conspicuous  factors, 
the  cooperation  of  the  Fraternities  would  be  invaluable.  Will  you 
therefore,  acting  as  a  duly  empowered  committee  of  our  Associa- 
tion, take  such  steps  as  you  may  deem  desirable  to  bring  the  sub- 
ject to  the  attention  of  the  principal  Fraternities,  to  the  end  that 
they  may  inform  themselves  as  to  the  nature  of  the  enterprise  and 
take  such  action  as  may,  in  the  premises,  be  proper. 

"Very  truly  yours,     'II.  J.  Furber,  Jr., 
"President  the  International  Olympian  Games  Association." 
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Mr.  Catherwood  stated  that  he  liad  sent  out  notices  to  two 
alumni  members  of  each  of  the  twenty-five  National  Fraternities 
to  consider  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Furber.  He  was  empowered  to 
state  that  the  matter  would  be  left  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the 
Fraternities  themselves.  A  number  of  suggestions  as  to  how  the 
Fraternities  should  participate  had  been  submitted,  but  he  felt 
that  this  matter  should  be  considered  by  some  body  which  could 
act  both,  for  the  Fraternities  and  for  the  Olympian  Games.  He 
therefore  proposed  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  we,  the  members  of  the  various  Greek  Letter 
Fraternities  here  present,  pledge  ourselves  to  present  to  the  author- 
ities of  our  respective  Fraternities,  through  the  proper  channels, 
the  desirability  of  holding  the  conventions  of  1904  at  Chicago 
while  the  Olympian  Games  are  in  progress,  during  the  month  of 
•October  of  that  year. 

Resolved,  further,  That  we  advise  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Olympian  Games  of  1904  to  invite  each  of  the  said  Fra- 
ternities to  recommend  for  appointment  two  of  its  members  to 
officially  represent  it  and  to  act  as  members  of  a  committee  of  the 
Olympian  Games  on  Fraternity  affairs  and  matters  of  mutual  in- 
terest appertaining  to  the  games,  and  we  further  pledge  ourselves 
to  see  that  such  invitation  when  issued,  is  promptly  presented  for 
consideration  to  the  proper  authorities  of  our  respective  Fra- 
ternities. 

The  resolutions  were  seconded  by  Mr.  Kobert  Hotz,  of  Chi 
Phi.  Several  of  those  present  spoke  on  the  resolution  and  a 
number  of  tentative  suggestions  were  made. 

The  chairman  then  ruled  that  these  suggestions  should  proper- 
ly be  referred  to  the  committee  provided  for  in  the  resolutions. 
After  one  or  both  of  the  members  of  each  of  the  Fraternities 
present  had  stated  their  estimate  of  the  length  of  time  it  would 
require  to  get  an  answer  from  the  proper  officials  of  their  respec- 
tive societies,  the  resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted. 

The  secretary  was  instructed  to  prepare  minutes  of  the  meet- 
ing and  send  them  to  each  of  the  gentlemen  present.  The  sug- 
gestion being  made  that  before  the  permanent  committee  could  be 
organized  as  provided  in  the  resolutions,  matters  might  arise  which 
it  would  be  desirable  for  this  company  to  consider,  the  meeting 
was  adjourned  subject  to  the  call  of  the  chair. 

Subsequently,  the  secretary  of  the  meeting  was  instructed  by 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Olympian  Games  to  request  the 
gentlemen  named  below  to  convey  to  their  respective  Fraternities 
through  the  proper  channels  the  invitation  of  the  Olympian  Games 
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Association,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  resolutions.    The 
list  of  gentlemen  referred  to  is  as  follows:

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guests  to-night.  I  confess  that  it  was  with  some  inconvenience  to 
myself  that  I  came  here,  but  since  I  felt  the  grip  of  the  dear  old 
fraternity  and  had  given  to  me  the  treasured  words  breathing  of 
the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  friendship,  I  have  felt  amply  repaid.  I 
wish  to  offer  my  sincere  congratulations  to  the  association,  and 
more  especially  to  the  brethren  immediately  concerned  with  the 
success  of  the  affair,  for  this  crowning  result  which  their  efforts 
have  made  possible. 

Some  time  ago  I  received  an  intimation  from  Bro.  Fenn  that 
I  was  expected  to  speak  upon  the  topic  of  "Youngsters."  I  re- 
plied, with  some  gusto,  that  I  was  agreed.  The  only  beauty  of  a 
banquet  toast  is  that  the  subject  is  as  entirely  irrelevant  as  the 
titles  of  Artemus  Ward's  lectures  were  wont  to  be.  With  as 
great  enthusiasm  I  would  have  undertaken  to  have  spoken  upon 
Hindoo  Mythology,  Ireland's  Snakes,  The  Greek  Calands,  Tele- 
pathy, or  the  Differential  Calculus  as  an  Aid  in  Ascertaining  the 
Time  when  Andrew  Carnegie  is  to  give  us  a  Million  Dollars. 
So,  while  the  subject  assigned  me  is  "Youngsters,"  the  view  I 
will  take  of  the  matter  will  be  Catholic  in  the  extreme.  The  term 
is  broad  and  generic  and  has  examples  among  all  animals.  Still, 
there  are  divisions  and  names  which  must  be  made  and  referred 
to  with  some  tact,  as,  while  the  demure  maiden  will  not  object 
to  being  called  puss  by  the  right  person,  if,  in  an  attempt  to  re- 
ciprocate the  kindly  attention,  she  were  to  denominate  the 
affectionate  one  a  puppy,  cupid  would  have  to  discard  his  bow  and 
arrows  and  sail  into  the  couple  with  an  axe  if  he  desired  once 
again  to  make  a  matrimonial  impression  upon  their  hearts. 

But  now,  for  a  time,  let  us  lay  aside  the  comedian's  sock  and 
raise  our  minds  to  higher  things.  Four  and  twenty  hours  ago  we 
were  pursuing  our  several  vocations  and  pleasures.  Many  of  us 
were  strangers,  one  to  the  other.  Some  of  us  were  known  by 
names  which  illy  supplied  the  lack  of  identity.  Gathered  from 
several  States,  impelled  by  a  gentle  force,  for  a  brief  time  we  lay 
aside  our  mundane  affairs,  strip  ourselves  of  the  outer  garments 
of  greed  and  mammon,  as  it  were,  and  in  more  or  less  spiritualized 
costumes  we  meet  within  the  halls  of  this  temporary  temple  of 
friendship  for  the  purpose  of  holding  sweet  fellowship  and 
transcendental  communion,  kindred  soul  with  kindred  soul. 
What  is  this  force  which,  like  the  Mohammedan  muezzin,  calls  to 
us  from  the  heights  and  bids  us  stay  our  hands  from  temporal 
pursuits  and  lay  our  souls  bare  upon  friendship's  altar,  and  quaff 
from  golden  goblets  nectar  more  sweet  than  that  of  the  Olympian 
gods?  The  answer,  "Ye  need  it  not."  Your  being  here  is  a  testi- 
monial to  the  potency  of  this  force,  and  its  name  is  engraved  upon 
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our  hearts;  not,  mayhap,  for  all,  in  letters  of  gold,  for  some  there 
are  who  would  find  it  revealed  in  seared  scars,  telling  of  pangs 
endured  and  troubles  nobly  sustained  that  the  cause  might  be 
advanced. 

Emerson  says,  "We  think  our  civilization  near  its  meridian, 
but  we  are  only  at  the  cock-crowing  and  the  morning  star.  In 
our  barbarous  society  the  influence  of  character  is  in  its  infancy. 
As  a  political  power,  as  the  rightful  lord  who  is  to  tumble  all 
rulers  from  their  chairs,  its  presence  is  hardly  yet  suspected. 
Malthus  and  Ricardo  quite  omit  it;  the  Annual  Register  is  silent; 
the  President's  Message,  the  Queen's  speech  have  not  mentioned 
it,  and  yet  it  is  never  nothing."  So  we  would  say  that  the  day  of 
the  bludgeon  is  passed.  Brute  force  is  no  longer  the  mighty 
power  it  was.  The  battles  of  the  world  are  now  largely  won  by 
diplomats,  and  in  the  sphere  of  finance  the  game  is  played  with 
millions  for  draughts  and  fortunes  as  the  stakes.  Swords  and 
battlements  and  panoplied  knights  have  given  way  to  subtle  intel- 
lects and  delicate  influences  defying  analysis.  Amid  all  these 
powers  of  mind  and  psychic  force  the  evil  mind  can  now  do  more 
harm,  wreck  more  homes  and  blast  more  hopes  than  could  ever 
a  wizzard  Merlin  of  old.  How  important  it  is  then  that  in  a 
republic  every  influence  tending  toward  the  development  of  good 
character,  and  good  characteristics  in  the  young  should  be 
nurtured  and  encouraged,  and  no  one  can  say  that  any  effort  tend- 
ing to  that  purpose  is  a  trifling  one.  But  as  a  fraternity  we  go 
farther  still.  We  would  not  be  satisfied  with  a  character  like 
adamant  if  it  were  based  upon  selfishness,  nor  with  a  reputation 
as  unsullied  as  the  evening  stars,  if  it  were  as  far  away  from  the 
hopes  and  concerns  of  men.  We  would  not  alone  have  great 
captains  of  industry  and  financiers  to  whom  millions  are  but 
breaths,  but  we  would  have  men  and  brethren.  We  would  have 
hearts  which  can  feel  for  another's  woe  and  beat  in  unison  with 
another's  grief.  What  boots  it  if  at  the  end  of  our  brief  life's 
journey  we  have  accumulated  some  sheckels  less  than  the  autom- 
aton whose  heart  pumps  gold  and  whose  brain  heats  with 
naught  but  stories  of  wealth.  Think  ye  that  the  recording  angel 
inventories  earthly  wealth  in  those  mansions  where  rust  cannot 
corrode  and  time  cannot  destroy?  Far  more  than  wealth,  we 
yearn  for  what  John  Q.  Adams  wished. 

"I  want  a  warm  and  faithful  friend, 
To  cheer  the  adverse  hour; 
Who  ne'er  to  flatter  will  descend, 
Nor  bend  the  knee  to  power; 
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A  friend  to  chide  me  when  I'm  wrong, 

My  inmost  soul  to  see; 
And  that  my  friendship  prove  as  strong 

For  him  as  his  for  me." 

Let  the  school  teach  the  yonng  the  accumulated  wisdom  of 
ages;  let  the  Church  develop  his  morals  and  show  him  his  duty  to 
his  Maker,  and  then  let  the  fraternity  take  him  and  teach  him 
that  all  knowledge  should  be  used  for  the  good  of  his  fellow-man 
and  that  there  are  treasures  of  the  mind  and  heart  which  the 
world's  exchequers  can  not  supply.  All  honor  to  the  noble  spirits 
who  have  taken  up  this  work  and  maintained  it  in  stress  and 
storm;  in  the  heat  of  the  day  and  when  night  was  most  black. 
Much  has  been  done.  More  remains  to  be  accomplished  and  the 
youngsters  must  do  it. 

Chauncey  Depew  is  credited  with  having  said  that  after  the 
age  of  forty  no  man  makes  friends.  Acquaintances,  yes;  friends, 
no.  There  is  much  of  truth  in  this.  In  the  halcyon  days  of  boy- 
hood, and  halcyon  means  the  calm  which  precedes  a  storm,  the 
heart  is  young  and  impressionable  and  all  the  world  seems  fair. 
To  the  youngsters  must  have  been  addressed  the  opening  lines  of 
Johnson's  Rasselas :  "Ye  who  listen  with  credulity  to  the  whispers 
of  fancy  and  pursue  with  eagerness  the  phantoms  of  hope;  who 
expect  that  age  will  perform  the  promises  of  youth,  and  that  the 
deficiencies  of  the  present  day  will  be  supplied  by  the  morrow; 
attend  to  the  history  of  Kasselas,  Prince  of  Abyssinia."  So,  in  the 
days  of  youth,  when  lulled  by  thei  whispers  of  fancy  and  bouyed 
by  the  phantoms  of  hope,  all  nature  appears  garnished  in  her 
bravest  and  gayest  attire,  friendship  appeals  in  all  its  noble 
altruistic  potency  to  the  magnanimous,  great-hearted,  pure- 
minded  boy,  and  it  is  at  this  time  that  our  fraternity  takes  him 
and  leads  him  to  her  altars  and  endows  him  with  a  friendship 
based  upon  V.  T.  L.,  which  will  last  him  until  the  last  hour-glass 
is  broken  and  its  contents  mingle  with  the  sands  of  time  upon  the 
shores  of  the  ocean  ,of  eternity.  i 

But  who  can  tell  what  youth  is?  Behold  Chatterton  going 
down  to  a  deathless  grave  at  eighteen.  Keats,  having  made  a 
name  ever  to  be  remembered,  died  in  the  fourth  month  of  his 
twenty-sixth  year.  Pitt,  as  the  great  orator  of  Britain,  at  twenty- 
two;  Newton,  the  discoverer  of  the  law  of  gravitation,  at  twenty- 
three;  Mozart,  the  composer  of  "Don  Giovanni,"  at  thirty-one; 
Mendlessohn,  the  author  of  the  overture  to  the  "Midsummer 
Night's  Dream,"  at  seventeen;  Sheridan,  in  the  zenith  of  his 
fame  as  the  author  of  the  "Rivals,"  at  twenty-seven;  Byron,  who 
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awoke  one  morn  at  the  age  of  twenty-four  and  found  himself 
famous;  Bryant,  the  author  of  "Thanatopsis,"  and  Shelly,  the 
author  of  "Queen  Mab,"  at  eighteen;  Jefferson,  writer  of  the 
Declaration  of  Independence,  at  thirty-three,  all,  all  of  these  ex- 
amples teach  us  that  after  maturity  age  is  of  no  importance.  On 
the  other  hand  age  is  not  to  be  measured  by  years  but  by  feelings. 
A  Goethe  finishes  his  Faust  when  in  the  eighties,  and  the  present 
Pope  actively  rules  the  greatest  church  organization  which  the 
world  has  ever  seen  at  ninety-one.  At  the  present  time  we  have 
actors,  statesmen,  artists,  clergymen  and  lecturers,  journalists  and 
authors  whose  years  are  beyond  those  allotted  by  the  psalmist. 
All  of  which  goes  to  prove  that  while  some  people  early  ripen 
and  rot  into  a  speedy,  melancholy  decay,  all  of  us  can  be 
youngsters  if  we  will.  And  where  find  a  better  fountain  of  per- 
petual youth  than  at  such  gatherings  of  our  fraternity?  And 
who  would  not  be  young?  With  the  blood  coursing  full  and 
gratefully  through  your  veins,  believing  in  your  brother  and  trust- 
ing that  he  still  believes  in  you,  an  optimist  who  thinks  that  all 
will  come  out  for  the  best,  who  would  not  be  a  youngster?  Strong 
and  energetic,  with  the  dew  of  hope  still  resting  upon  the  un- 
trodden verdure  of  the  future,  self-reliant,  having  regard  for 
vows  given  and  troths  plighted,  who  would  not  rather  calmly  and 
serenely  grow  old  with  the  cockles  of  his  heart  still  warmed  by 
the  maintained  friendships  of  his  youth  than  sink  to  a  crabbed 
and  austere  old  age? 

Brother  Fenn  stated  that  I  might  seize  the  present  oppor- 
tunity to  give  words  of  advice.  Alas,  I  am  no  tree  of  knowledge 
which  needs  but  to  be  shaken  in  order  to  shed  luscious  fruits  of 
wisdom.  I  would  only  say  to  you  all,  be  young  and  active,  and 
if  you  are  young  and  active,  then  be  more  so.  Work  for  your 
fraternity  and  yourselves.  Surrender  not  your  old  friendships. 
Let  not  your  feelings  be  blighted.  Be  up  and  doing,  ever  re- 
membering 

"The  world  is  cold  to  him  who  pleads; 
The  world  bows  low  to  knightly  deeds." 


Young  men,  you  are  architects  of  your  own  fortunes.  Rely 
upon  your  own  strength  of  body  and  soul.  Take  for  your  star 
self-reliance.  Energy,  invincible  determination,  with  a  right 
motive,  are  the  levers  that  move  the  world.  Love  your  God  and 
your  fellow  men.  Love  truth  and  virtue.  Love  your  country  and 
obey  its  laws.

OUTLOOK. 

We  hope  to  see  a  bi-annual  conclave  of  the  chapters  in 
each  province.  We  expect  to  see  a  healthful  rivalry  which  shall 
show  itself  in  the  zeal  with  which  the  chapters  of  each  province 
shall  compete  with  those  of  other  provinces  in  getting  subscrip- 
tions to  The  Palm  from  among  their  alumni;  and  take  pride  in 
supplying  the  editor  of  our  magazine  with  data,  including  alumni 
notes,  which  shall  contribute  to  the  interest  and  usefulness  of  the 
respective  departments  of  The  Palm.  We  expect  to  see  each 
chapter  in  every  province  prompt  in  the  discharge  of  its  every 
duty,  including  the  making  of  quarterly  and  annual  reports,  cor- 
respondence with  its  own  alumni,  maintenance  of  its  annals  books 
corrected  to  date.  We  expect  to  see  every  chapter  in  every 
province  represented  by  one  or  more  delegates  at  the  great 
Chicago  Congress  next  December,  and  to  find  them  all  on  a 
sound  financial  footing  and  absolutely  out  of  debt  to  the  General 
Fraternity.  We  expect  to  see  them  prepared  with  a  complete 
roster  of  each  chapter,  and  a  well-written  history  of  its  organiza- 
tion so  that  the  issuance  of  a  new  catalogue  shall  be  only  a  matter 
of  compilation. 

We  expect  to  seei  the  alumni  associations,  increased  in  num- 
ber and  efficiency,  engaged  in  some  practical  work  for  the  up- 
building of  the  Fraternity.  We  expect  to  see  each  province  bent 
upon  the  composition  of  Fraternity  songs  for  use  by  the  Song 
Book  Committee  in  the  publication  of  a  new  song  book. 
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We  expect  to  see  vast  progress  in  the  building  and  establish- 
ment of  the  chapter  houses  on  sound,  conservative,  business 
principles. 

We  expect  to  have  compiled  and  ready  for  codification  the 
various  laws  and  standing  resolutions  of  the  Fraternity  for  pub- 
lication and  circulation  among  the  chapters. 

We  expect  the  chapters  of  the  smaller  institutions  to  con- 
tinue to  select  such  men  as  will  always  be  welcomed  as  affiliates 
by  the  chapters  at  larger  institutions;  and  it  is  believed  that  no 
chapter  at  any  institution  will  allow  itself  to  occupy  any  but  the 
highest  place,  both  in  the  estimations  of  its  members  and  of 
others,  including  the  members  of  the  faculties  who  discern  the 
true  worth,  as  well  as  the  intellectual  excellence,  of  a  man. 

ADVICE. 

Let  not  your  zeal  for  college  politics  ever  lead  your  chapter 
into  the  error  of  proposing  or  supporting  a  man  who  is  un- 
worthy of  an  honor  sought,  be  he  a  brother  or  an  alien.  Merit 
and  then  demand  the  highest  recognition. 

Maintain  a  high  record  as  well  as  social  standard.  Be 
studious  and,  at  the  same  time,  cultivate  that  phase  of  social  life 
which  refines  and  cultivates.  Avoid  intemperance  of  all  kinds. 
Guard  your  younger  brothers  against  falling  into  the  temptations 
which  most  easily  beset  them. 

So  order  your  college  life  as  to  be  a  potent  factor  for 
scholarship,  for  honors  of  all  kind,  for  moral  courage,  for  manli- 
ness, for  that  which  is  virtuous,  true  and  charitable.  Be  careful 
in  the  selection  of  men.  Associate  together  intimately  and,  by 
real,  true  merit  force  your  way  to  the  very  top  of  the  ladder  at 
your  institution.

To  onr  new  brothers  The  Palm  extends  a  welcome 
most  sincere  and  cordial  into  the  pleasures,  the  duties  and  the 
responsibilities  of  fraternity  life. 

It  is  a  source  of  great  pleasure  to  be  able  again  to  present  in 
this  issue  some  enthusiastic  and  helpful  words  from  some  of  our 
alumni.  To  be  able  to  keep  in  touch  with  these  men  is  a  rare 
privilege,  which  active  undergraduate  members  may  turn  to  good 
account. 

The  accounts  of  the  tour  of  Prince  Henry  of  Prussia  through 
the  country  give  an  interesting  report  of  the  distinguished  guest's 
short  stop  at  Baltimore.  An  address  of  welcome  by  Mayor  Thomas 
G.  Hayes  was  the  main  feature  of  the  stop.  Bro.  Hayes'  speech 
was  virile,  dignified  and  sincere,  and  well  calculated  to  give  His 
Highness  an  excellent  idea  of  the  best  type  of  American  mayors. 

The  annual  convention  of  the  Eastern  Division  of  the  Delta 
Tau  Delta  Fraternity  was  held  in  Philadelphia  on  February  22d. 
The  chapter  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  acting  as  hosts. 
The  meeting  was  somewhat  interfered  with  by  the  demoralizing 
influence  of  "the  elements,"  but  the  meeting  is  reported  as  hav- 
ing been  well  attended  and  eminently  satisfactory.  We  extend 
to  these  Fellow-Greeks  the  best  of  wishes  for  their  new  year. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  we  learn  of  the  success  of  the  stage- 
version  of  Irving  Bacheller's  "Eben  Holden."  It  is  no  mean  ac- 
complishment to  have  created  such  a  character  as  "Eben  Holden," 
and  Bro.  Bacheller  is  to  be  congratulated  on  his  successful  trans- 
fer to  the  stage.  Edward  E.  Eose  adapted  the  book  to  dramatic 
purposes,  and  the  result  is  characterized  as  a  pastoral  drama  of 
surpassing  merit. 

"The  Care  of  Destitute,  Neglected  and  Delinquent  Children" 
is  the  title  of  a  new  book  by  Homer  Folks,  of  Mich.  Beta 
Omicron,  Secretary  of  the  State  Charities  Aid  Association  of  New 
York,  Commissioner  of  Charities  in  New  York  City.  It  is  the 
first  volume  to  appear  in  the  series  entitled  "American  Phil- 
anthropy of  the  Nineteenth  Century."     It  will  be  a  historical 
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study  of  thei  system  employed  in  America  for  the  care,  by  public 
authorities  or  private  charities,  of  children  who  have  been 
definitely  separated  from  parental  control  and  have  become  wards 
of  the  community.  

There  seems  to  be  a  growing  tendency  toward  scrupulous 
cleanliness  in  college  athletics.  The  instances  are  legion  in  which 
within  a  few  years  athletes  who  are  a  tower  of  strength  to  a  team 
are  cut  off  from  taking  part  in  intercollegiate  sports  because  of 
some  charge  of  professionalism  which  a  few  years  ago  would  have 
been  winked  at. 

The  University  of  Pennsylvania,  whose  reputation  for  strict- 
ness in  interpretation  of  eligibility  rules  was  not  always  above 
suspicion,  with  a  manliness  that  was  truly  heroic,  last  year 
sacrificed  the  permanent  possession  of  the  "Intercollegiate  Cup," 
because  she  was  unwilling  to  interpret  the  rules  as  liberally  as 
might  have  been  possible  with  a  semblance  of  justice,  and  with 
plenty  of  precedent.  Now  comes  the  announcement  from  Harvard 
that  Prof.  Hollis,  after  examining  the  records  of  the  candidates 
for  the  base  ball  team,  has  decided  to  disqualify  two  men  who  had 
disregarded  advice  as  to  playing  on  teams  about  whose  amateur 
standing  there  was  doubt.  This  is  the  proper  spirit,  and 
whether  the  Harvard  team  will  be  seriously  crippled  by  this  action 
or  not,  all  lovers  of  clean  college  sport  in  Cambridge  and  else- 
where will  rejoice  that  the  lines  are  to  be  sharply  drawn. 

College  athletics  are  peculiar  to  themselves  and  should  be 
kept  so.  Between  college  athletics  and  professional  athletics 
there  is  a  "great  gulf  fixed,"  and  it  is  to  the  interest  of  every  col- 
lege team  to  see  that  it  stays  "fixed."  It  is  unfortunate  in  some 
ways  that  they  cannot  also  be  separated  definitely  from  other 
amateur  sports.  It  is  perhaps  safe  to  say  that  there  is  never  a 
game  of  any  kind  played  by  a  college  team  which  does  not  de- 
termine some  one's  opinion  of  the  stamp  of  the  institution 
represented.  For  this  reason,  if  for  no  other,  college  athletic 
representatives  are  in  a  class  by  themselves,  and  the  greater  the 
safeguards  thrown  about  college  sports  the  better. 

From  Cambridge  comes  the  report  of  an  atrocious  piece  of 
vandalism  perpetrated  under  the  name  of  a  "college  prank."  A 
portrait  of  a  former  President  of  Radcliff e  was  cut  from  its  frame 
in  one  of  the  college  buildings,  attached  to  a  huge  black  flag  and 
suspended  in  a  conspicuous  place.  This  highly  original  and  side- 
splitting joke  was  supposedly  played  by  a  Harvard  secret  organiza- 
tion known  as  the  "Med.  Fac." 
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With  all  the  field  for  genuine  fun  that  college  life  affords  it 
seems  incredible  that  such  a  performance  should  be  carried  out 
by  sane  college  men.  No  type  of  student  is  so  deeply  to  be  pitied 
as  the  one  who  cannot,  or  will  not,  enter  into  the  real  spirit  of 
college  life,  and  who  goes  through  the  four  best  years  of  his  ex- 
istence with  folded  hands  and  an  imbecilic  smile  of  immaculate 
unearthliness.  In  class  rivalry,  the  manifestations  of  college 
spirit^  and  in  the  vigorous  overflowings  of  virility  which  some- 
times sweep  a  properly  constituted  college  man  into  the  border- 
land of  boisterousness  there  is  little  which  is  fundamentally  de- 
plorable, and  on  the  other  hand  there  is  much  that  makes  for  the 
development  of  the  type  of  manhood  that  "brings  things  to  pass." 
There  are  few  college-bred  men  who  do  not  owe  as  much  to,  the 
contact  with  the  growing  minds,  the  bubbling  spirits  and  the 
strengthening  lives  of  their  fellows  as  they  do  to  the  leadings  of 
the  mature  characters  of  the  faculty.  It  is  in  being  able  to  see 
and  feel  and  recognize  the  line  between  the  fundamentally  good 
and  the  fundamentally  bad  that  the  greatest  value  of  college 
training  or  any  other  training  consists,  and  this  is  in  no  way  so 
quickly  and  so  well  learned  as  in  judging  of  the  doings  of  active 
men. 

The  man  who  can  tell  the  difference  between  a  wholesome 
college  joke  and  barbarism  is  a  man  whose  insight  the  world  has 
need  of.  The  man  who  learns  where  to  draw  the  line  between 
the  harmless  and  healthy  demonstration  of  irrepressible  vitality 
and  an  insane  infringement  of  the  rights  of  other  people  is  a  man 
who  has  not  gone  to  college  in  vain.  The  line  is  fine,  but  it  exists, 
and  the  man  whose  eyes  are  trained  to  see  it  has  learned  a  lesson 
of  incalculable  value.         

I  have  not  so  far  left  the  coast  of  youth  to  travel  inland,  but 
that  I  can  very  well  remember  the  state  of  young  manhood,  from 
an  experience  in  it  of  some  years,  and  there  is  nothing  to  me  in 
■this  world  so  inspiring  as  the  possibilities  that  lie  locked  up  in  the 
head  and  breast  of  a  young  man.  The  hopes  that  lie  before  him, 
the  great  inspirations  above  him,  all  these  things,  with  the  untried 
pathway  of  life  opening  up  its  difficulties  and  dangers,  inspire  to 
courage,  and  force,  and  work.  James  A.  Garfield.

138  ALPHA  TAU  OMEGA  PALM. 

THE  HISTORY  OF  THE  CATALOGUE. 

Dear  Palm: — Shortly  after  the  establishment  of  Alpha 
Tau  Omega,  the  wise  heads  of  the  Fraternity  realized  the  fact 
that  in  such  an  organization  a  catalogue  of  its  members  was  not 
only  necessary,  but  was  an  essential  feature  for  fraternity  growth. 
Bro.  Jos.  R.  Anderson,  Jr.,  who,  whenever  called  upon,  has  always 
shown  such  an  unselfish  devotion  to  the  cause,  took  the  matter  in 
hand,  and,  after  much  careful  research,  published  in  pamphlet 
form  such  a  catalogue.  His  was  a  preliminary  edition  and  was 
intended  as  a  mere  beginning.  Unfortunately  a  regular  publica- 
tion was  not  the  result  of  his  preliminary  effort.  In  1896,  during 
my  term  of  office  as  the  Chief  Executive  of  the  fraternity,  my 
attention  was  called  to  the  absolute  need  of  such  a  publication, 
and,  although  laden  down  with  the  increase  of  duties  of  this  im- 
portant office,  I  decided  to  spend  the  summer  months  in  preparing 
data,  which,  when  corrected,  would  result  in  a  catalogue.  At 
that  time  I  was  dependent  alone  upon  the  preliminary  catalogue 
of  twenty  years  ago,  augmented  by  the  record  book  of  the  W.  G. 
K.  A.,  which  I  knew  would  give  me  all  the  names  of  brothers  who 
were  properly  enrolled. 

My  attention  at  this  time  was  called  to  the  fact  that  many 
chapter  officers  had  been  most  recreant  in  retaining  the  initia- 
tion fees  of  members  for  chapter  expenses  and,  as  a  result,  many 
names  were  not  upon  the  official  record  book.  (This  erroneous 
practice  has,  I  believe,  been  almost  entirely  corrected.) 

With  such  a  list  of  over  four  thousand  names,  my  effort  was 
to  locate  these  men;  I  therefore  printed  a  proof-sheet  with  the 
names  and  addresses  then  in  hand  and  circulated  five  hundred 
copies,  with  the  request  that  they  be  mailed  to  me  corrected  as 
soon  as  possible.  In  the  majority  of  instances,  alumni  who  re- 
ceived these  copies  assisted  me  most  heartily,  so  that,  within 
sixty  days,  I  was  able  to  make  many  hundred  corrections.  Realiz- 
ing that  this  was  sufficient  data  to  publish  at  least  a  first  edition, 
I  recommended  to  our  Congress,  which  met  in  Cleveland,  that 
such  a  catalogue  be  published.  To  my  great  delight  this  recom- 
mendation met  with  a  prompt  response  and  an  appropriation  was 
at  once  authorized.  In  March,  1897,  this  volume  of  over  300 
pages  was  ready  for  distribution;  an  edition  of  1,200  copies. 

As  the  chief  worker  in  this  enterprise  I  realized  from  the 
time  of  its  publication  that  it  was  necessarily  incomplete  and  that 
there  were  many  errors,  but,  on  the  whole,  I  was  delighted  to 
find  that  the  data  was  as  complete  as  it  was.  I  cannot  but  feel 
that  the  time  is  near  at  hand  when  a  more  complete  catalogue 
shall  be  published,  and  I  sincerely  hope  that  by  the  next  Con- 
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gress  our  committee  will  be  in  a  position  to  recommend  a  revised 
edition.  In  order  that  this  work  should  be  easily  accomplished 
when  the  time  arrives,  I  beg  leave  to  suggest  the  following: 
Every  chapter  should  have  a  clause  in  its  By-Laws  which  requires 
the  appointment  of  a  catalogue  committee,  with  the  W.  K.  A.  as 
its  chairman.  Each  session  this  committee  should,  before  the 
close  of  the  college  year,  secure  the  names  in  full,  years  of 
initiation,  degrees,  present  addresses  and  occupation  of  every 
member  upon  its  roll.  The  W.  M.  of  the  chapter  should  con- 
stantly remind  this  committee  of  its  duties  during  the  session,  and 
should  require  the  said  committee  to  furnish  him  at  the  close  of 
the  session  with  this  corrected  roll.  A  copy  should  be  kept  by 
the  chapter  (or  the  official  record  book  should  be  corrected)  and 
the  duplicate  should  be  sent  to  the  chairman  of  the  catalogue  com- 
mittee. You  can  well  appreciate  the  importance  of  these  sug- 
gestions. In  this  manner  we  could  easily  have  a  corrected 
catalogue  of  the  present  active  chapters,  which  would  leave  only 
the  defunct  chapters  for  the  catalogue  committee.  Now  that  the 
provincial  system  has  been  so  successfully  launched,  I  earnestly 
request  the  respective  Chiefs  to  call  the  attention  of  their  chapters 
to  this  suggestion,  and  hope  that  they  will  further  urge  upon  them 
the  importance  of  this  plan.  I  would  further  suggest  that  each 
chapter  preserves  in  its  chapter  records  a  careful  account  of  its 
organization  and  establishment.  In  the  next  edition  it  would  add 
greatly  to  the  general  interest  if  a  short  historical  sketch  of  each 
chapter  should  appear.  I  also  heartily  approve  of  the  suggestion 
made  in  the  late  Palm,  relative  to  the  personal  column.  This  is 
not  only  most  interesting  reading,  but  of  great  assistance  to  our 
committee.  If  these  recommendations  are  at  once  carried  into 
effect  your  committee  will  unquestionably  recommend  at  our  com- 
ing Congress  the  publication  of  a  second  edition  of  the  Alpha  Tau 
Omega  Catalogue.

ONE  OF  ALPHA  TAU'S  FOUNDERS. 

THE  WORTHY  GRAND  CHIEFS  IMPRESSIONS  OF  HIS 
VISIT  TO  BROTHER  ROSS. 

Amid  the  problems  which  confront  our  Nation,  all  patriotic 
citizens  may  be  consoled  by  the  idea  that  the  traditions  of  the 
fathers  will  have  a  potent  influence  in  their  solution.  Likewise, 
in  the  marvelous  growth  and  development  of  the  Alpha  Tau 
Omega  Fraternity,  it  is  wonderful  to  note  the  fact  that  the 
criteria  for  membership  and  the  motives  of  the  founders  still 
dominate  and  control,  while  she  is  meeting  the  modern  demands 
in  the  fraternity  world. 

That  the  ideals  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  are  potent  factors  in 
the  development  of  well-poised  men  of  breadth  and  of  character 
is  a  fact  exemplified  in  the  lives  of  the  two  surviving  founders  of 
the  order.  The  career  and  personality  of  Brother  Otis  A.  Glaze- 
brook  is  too  well-known  to  every  brother  of  the  order  to  admit  of 
rehearsal.  He  has  ever  been  our  personal  leader  and  preceptor. 
Brother  Ross,  as  early  as  1878,  cast  his  fortunes  with  the  Far 
West — too  far  away  to  admit  of  personal  intercourse  with  his 
brothers  in  the  East,  and  in  a  country  then  too  new  and  crude  to 
warrant  him  in  seeking  for  the  educational  institutions  there  the 
benefits  which  in  boyhood  he  cooperated  in  providing  for  the 
youths  of  all  sections.  Under  such  circumstances,  what  better 
could  he  do  for  his  fraternity  than  live  a  life  in  consonance  with 
its  principles,  and  await  the  ripeness  of  time  for  the  establish- 
ment of  institutions  in  his  part  of  the  country  worthy  of  chapters 
such  as  have,  in  the  meantime,  spread  over  the  South,  North  and 
Middle  AVest. 

In  an  historical  way  we  all  know  that,  together  with  Glaze- 
brook  and  Marshall,  he  was  a  student  at  Lexington,  Va.,  when 
the  Civil  War  broke  out.  All  three  of  them  took  part  in  that 
war,  espousing  the  cause  which,  by  inheritance  and  environment, 
they  naturally  deemed  to  be  right.     After  the  surrender,  and 
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when  sectional  hatred  was  rife  on  both  sides,  these  three  boys 
were  broad-minded  enough  to  conceive  the  idea  of  uniting  col- 
lege youths  of  all  sections  on  principles  of  eternal  truth  and 
friendship,  irrespective  of  differences  of  politics  or  religion.  Eoss 
went  to  California  and  commenced  the  battle  of  life  alone,  un- 
aided by  the  prestige  he  might  have  enjoyed  and  utilized  in  Vir- 
ginia. By  and  by  he  became  a  lawyer  of  such  distinction  that, 
by  the  direct  vote  of  the  people  of  his  adopted  State,  as  the 
nominee  of  the  minority  party  in  that  State,  he  was  twice  elected 
as  a  Justice  of  the  State  Supreme  Court,  retiring  to  resume  the 
practice  of  law  long  before  the  expiration  of  his  second  term. 

He  was  called  from  this  voluntary  retirement  by  President 
Cleveland  on  January  13,  1887,  when  Brother  Boss  was  ap- 
pointed as  Judge  of  the  United  States  District  Court.  There- 
after, in  1895,  he  was  elevated  to  the  position  of  Judge  of  the 
United  States  Circuit  Court,  and  has  since  distinguished  himself 
as  one  of  the  most  able  and  fearless  jurists  in  the  United  States 
Circuit  Court  of  Appeals. 

From  his  decision  in  the  Itata  case  to  his  dissent  from  the 
action  of  his  associates  in  recognizing  high  position  as  an  ex- 
tenuating circumstance  in  fixing  a  penalty  for  wrong  doing,  in 
the  famous  Noyes  case,  all  lawyers  have  learned  to  recognize 
Brother  Ross  as  one  of  the  ablest  of  modern  federal  jurists. 

But  we  must  invade  the  sanctum  of  the  home  life,  and,  in  the 
name  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega,  draw  him  out  from  behind  his  shield 
of  almost  impenetrable  modesty,  in  order  to  acquire  a  correct  idea 
of  the  man.  The  now  beautiful  city  of  Los  Angeles,  with  all  its 
wealth  and  social  pleasures,  though  probably  a  source  of  pride, 
cannot  supply  to  him  the  ideal  home.  A  ride  of  eight  miles  on  a 
suburban  road,  through  the  beautiful  valley,  brings  the  traveler 
to  "Rossmore."  The  only  prosaic  objects  which  attract  your  at- 
tention are  a  simple  platform,  a  fruit  packing  house  and  the  neces- 
sary fruit  cars  on  the  siding.  These  are  within  a  mile  of  the 
range  of  hills  or  mountains  which  define  the  limit  of  the  valley 
and  which  form  a  verdant  background  for  an  orchard,  equaling  if 
not  exceeding  in  beauty  any  other  in  Southern  California.  On  an 
eminence  in  its  center  stands  the  commodious  residence  of  boxed- 
shape  with  Colonial  ceilings  and  broad  and  extended  porches, 
shaded  in  part  from  the  view  of  the  approaching  stranger  by  vines 
and  flowers  peculiar  to  the  climate.  The  predominating  aroma 
being  that  of  heliotrope,  from  the  thousands  of  blossoms  which 
cover  the  vine  or  bush  of  marvelous  height.  What  an  exquisite 
trysting  place  on  a  beautiful  Sunday  afternoon  is  supplied  by  the 
porch  of  this  eminent  jurist.  He  discovers  the  approach  of  a 
stranger!     A  quick  step  on  the  porch,  a  bound  down  the  steps, 
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the  erect  Cadet  Captain  of  the  V.  M.  L,  the  co-founder  of  Alpha 
Tan  Omega,  meets  with  outstretched  arms  and  beaming  counte- 
nance his  Worthy  Grand  Chief,  and  an  equally  cordial  greeting  is 
also  received  at  the  hands  of  the  noble  wife  who,  for  twenty-eight 
years,  has  been  his  daily  companion  and  source  of  inspiration  and 
domestic  happiness.  Her  continued  ill  health,  through  twenty- 
seven  years,  has  so  sealed  the  bond  of  union  as  that  he  has  been 
consoled  by  his  enforced  separation  from  loved  ones  in  the  East 
by  a  realizing  sense  of  duty  well  performed. 

Whatever  may  be  their  love  for  the  adopted  State  in  this  nook 
of  the  valley,  there  is  maintained  a  typical  Virginia  home  with 
all  of  its  hospitality.  Neither  the  judicial  ermine  nor  modern 
social  insincerities  have  served  to  change  the  whole-souled,  unre- 
served, sincere  hospitality  of  this  home. 

Next  to  the  part  taken  in  founding  Alpha  Tau  Omega,  he  is 
to  be  given  credit  for  the  years  of  toil  and  privation  involved  in 
transforming  the  rough  virgin  soil,  of  what  he  still  terms  his 
"ranch,"  into  a  spot  where  the  natural  environment,  conjoined 
with  noble  hearts,  keep  young  and  fresh  all  that  is  ecstatic  and 
joyous  in  a  romantic  home. 

With  stick  in  hand  she  accompanied  us  through  the  orchard 
of  olives,  lemons  and  oranges,  some  of  them  laden  with  ripe  fruit. 
Like  a  school-girl,  with  a  rhythmical  voice,  she  cheered  the 
Mexican  who  was  milking  the  cow,  by  addressing  him  in  his  own 
language.  On  our  return  Brother  Ross  entered  fully  into  her 
romantic  sentiment,  when  we  viewed  together  the  beautiful  moun- 
tain sunset  and  remarked  upon  the  fruit  for  pleasant  imagination 
supplied  by  hanging  clouds. 

Supper  over,  she  comfortably  seated  in  her  favorite  low  cane 
bottomed  chair,  we  made  a  circle  and  talked  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
and  of  "Glazebrook."  No  incident  of  the  days  gone  by  seemed 
to  have  escaped  his  memory — no  detail  of  modern  fraternity  life 
or  prospect  was  too  small  to  elicit  intense  interest  and  attention. 
Next  to  the  references  to  Brother  Otis  Glazebrook,  however,  no 
subject  seemed  to  impress  him  with  greater  interest  than  that  of 
Western  extension.  He  feels  great  pride  in  California  Gamma 
Iota  at  Berkeley;  is  interested  in  the  life  in  its  chapter  house,  the 
excellent  standing  of  the  boys  in  the  University  of  California, 
their  social  life  in  the  town,  the  beauty  and  loveliness  of  their 
sweethearts,  their  moderation  and  abstemiousness  in  the  use  of  in- 
toxicants at  their  banquets;  in  fine,  all  which  affects  their  present 
well-being  and  the  future  progress  and  development  of  the  chap- 
ter. With  such  interest  on  his  part,  and  equal  zeal  on  the  part 
of  from  ten  to  fifteen  of  the  alumni  at  and  in  the  vicinity  of  San 
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Francisco,  and  the  present  excellent  standing  of  the  chapter,  we 
have  no  cause  for  worry  as  to  the  future  of  this  particular 
chapter. 

Thus  we  talked  until  the  late  hour  bade  us  retire  to  arise  at 
6.30  in  the  morning.  Brother  Eoss  breakfasts  at  seven  o'clock, 
and  arrives  at  his  office  in  the  city  long  before  the  other  court 
employes.  There  we  were  soon  met  by  the  other  member  of  the 
family,  the  idol  of  the  home,  Robert  Ross,  a  young  man  who  has 
just  begun  the  practice  of  law.  In  appearance  he  is  a  striking 
blending  of  father  and  mother.  Handsome,  energetic,  intelligent 
and  affectionate,  greeting  his  father  with  a  kiss.  It  is  to  be  re- 
gretted that  he  has  never  attended  an  institution  where  we  have 
a  chapter  of  the  fraternity,  and,  like  Larkin  Glazebrook,  become 
an  ardent  follower  of  his  father  by  bestowing  loving  service  on 
Alpha  Tau  Omega. 

Here,  at  Judge  Ross'  office,  a  glance  at  the  room  emphasizes 
the  transition.  No  oranges — no  smiling  wife.  A  desk  covered 
with  voluminous  records  and  briefs,  surmounted  with  a  large 
package  of  unopened  letters — an  index  to  the  drudgery  of  the 
modern  jurist.  An  affectionate  adieu  in  behalf  of  600  college 
students  and  6,000  alumni,  responded  to  by  a  warm  pressure  of 
the  hand  and  messages  of  love  to  Otis  Glazebrook,  and  a  rush  for 
the  train — leaves  the  soldier,  the  lawyer,  the  jurist,  and  the  co- 
progenitor  of  a  great  Fraternity  following  the  logical  trend  of  a 
useful  life,  and  the  Chief  Executive  officer  of  his  order  wondering 
at  its  possibilities  for  good  if  her  followers  will  only  live  up  to  its 
teachings,  and  imitate  the  examples  of  her  founders.

TERM  BY  MEMBERS  OE  THE  BAR  OF  THE  SUPREME  COURT  OF 
CALIFORNIA. 

To  the  Honorable  Erskine  M.  Ross, 

Associate  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  California. 

It  is  said  that  you  intend  at  an  early  day  to  resign  your  office 
and  retire  to  private  life.  Believing  that  such  a  step  would  be  a 
great  public  loss,  we  desire  respectfully  to  urge  you  to  reconsider 
your  determination,  if  any  such  you  have  made,  and  remain  upon 
the  Bench. 

The  people  of  this  State,  and  the  learned  profession  to  which 
we  alike  belong,  have  not  been  unmindful  of  your  devotion  to  the 
duties  of  your  high  office,  of  the  marked  ability,  strict  im- 
partiality, love  of  justice,  respect  for  public  and  private  rights, 
and  unflagging  industry  which  have  characterized  your  judicial 
career. 
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We  have  ever  found  you  alive  to  the  duties,  obligations  and 
responsibilities  of  your  office,  and  resolute  and  constant  in  your 
devotion  to  their  fulfillment  without  fear,  favor,  affection,  or  the 
suspicion  of  prejudice,  and  devoting  to  this  end  all  your  capacities, 
acquirements  and  energies.  In  addition  to  this,  the  habitual 
kindness  and  unaffected  courtesy  which  have  ever  distinguished 
your  deportment  as  a  judge  have  personally  endeared  you  to 
us  all. 

We  hope  we  may,  without  offense,  call  to  your  mind  that, 
though  the  youngest  member  of  the  Court,  you  were  twice  within 
three  years  elected  to  the  place  you  hold  by  an  overwhelming  ma- 
jority of  the  suffrages  of  your  fellow-citizens,  who,  appreciating 
your  worth,  hastened  to  pay  you  the  great  but  deserved  com- 
pliment of  their  confidence  and  favor. 

May  we  not  appeal  successfully  to  that  lofty  sense  of  public 
duty,  which  has  always  marked  your  career,  to  induce  you  to  re- 
main in  the  place  you  have  so  acceptably  filled,  and  where,  in  the 
present  condition  of  the  business  of  the  Court,  your  experience, 
ability,  energy  and  trained  industry  are  so  greatly  needed.  We 
are  painfully  aware  that  the  salary  of  the  office  is  entirely  in- 
adequate, but  we  hope  this  will  be  in  some  degree  remedied  at  an 
early  day. 

With  all  the  confidence  which  your  past  conduct  inspires,  that 
your  action  upon  this  petition  will  be  the  result  of  a  sincere  and 
conscientious  effort  to  do  what  is  right  in  the  premises,  and  with 
the  highest  respect  and  esteem  for  you  personally,  we  submit  this 
matter  to  your  decision.

My  Dear  Bro.  : — Permit  me  to  avail  myself  of  The  Palm  to 
acknowledge  the  many  inquiries  as  to  my  health.  It  has  been  im- 
possible to  write  individual  letters.  The  kind  thought  and  loving 
concern  of  my  brothers  have  touched  me  deeply,  and  has 
strengthened,  if  it  be  possible,  the  already  all-powerful  tie  which 
binds  me  to  the  fraternity. 

If  I  have  not  had  ability  to  work,  I  have  had  time  to  think 
during  my  long  sickness.  There  is  just  one  line  of  this  thought  I 
would  like  to  submit  for  the  general  good.  It  seems  to  me  that 
the  field  for  fraternity  work  in  our  cities,  especially  our  large  cities, 
is  becoming  more  opportune  and  important.  Whether  the  best 
thing  or  not  for  the  national  weal,  it  is  a  fact  that  young  men  are 
congregating  in  cities.  Professions  and  business  vocations  have 
stronger  attraction  than  rural  callings.  A  greater  quantity  of  the 
best  material,  therefore,  is  to  be  found  in  the  city.  Again  the  city 
life  is  not,  as  a  rule,  a  home  life.  Hence  there  is  more  need  for 
thes  safeguard  of  noble  and  fraternal  association.  If  the  club  life, 
or  something  akin  to  it,  is  to  be  lived  by  the  majority  of  young 
men,  let  that  club  life  be  the  ideal  of  its  kind,  which  ideal  is  most 
certainly  attained  in  the  communion  of  kindred  spirits,  regulating 
their  lives  and  intercourse  by  exalted  principle.  No  university  or 
considerable  college  located  in  any  city  should  be  overlooked  in 
our  extension  plan.  When  no  such  institution  exists,  supreme  ef- 
fort should  be  made  to  organize  our  city  alumni.  The  fraternity 
club  house  is  even  more  essential,  and  farther  reaching  in  its  per- 
manent influence,  than  the  chapter  house.  I  trust  this  suggestion 
may  be  thoroughly  ventilated  in  the  pages  of  The  Palm. 

I  can't  refrain  from  expressing  my  pleasure  and  gratification 
at  the  late  excellent  issues  of  The  Palm.  When  the  beloved  and 
talented  Ehle  gave  up  the  editorship,  I  was!  most  anxious  for  the 
future  of  our  journal.

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LAYING  UP  TREASURE. 

The  following  thoughtful  words  are  from  a  talk  given  by  Dr. 
N.  Wiley  Thomas,  at  the  annual  banquet  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Alpha  Iota  Chapter  in  May  last : 

A  CALL  TO  APHA  TAU  OMEGA. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  to  assert  that  the  spirit  of  commercial- 
ism is  so  dominant  in  our  present  civilization  that  it  dangerously 
affects  the  paths  of  life  which  have  hitherto  been  kept  free  from 
the  sticky  mud  of  avarice.  In  order,  however,  to  serve  as  a  start- 
ing point  for  a  few  words  of  caution  to  our  young  men,  the  state- 
ment is  made,  and  it  is  made  in  the  belief  that  the  college  fraternity 
has  an  urgent  duty  to  perform  in  the  wider  life  of  our  people. 

That  business  and  politics  should  become  so  interwoven  that 
the  successful  methods  in  both  fields  are  practically  identical  is 
but  an  evidence  of  how  far  the  knife  has  entered  into  the  life  of 
our  times.  People  even  go  so  far  as  to  sneer  at  patriotism  and 
devotion  to  the  highest  motives  of  honesty,  and  the  question  that 
is  to-day  asked  about  a  man  is  not  what  is  he,  but  rather  what  is 
his  ability  to  produce  wealth  for  himself  or  others.  The  saddest 
feature  is  that  this  very  spirit  has  entered  into  avenues  that  for 
a  generation  have  been  high  and  lifted  up  above  the  realm  of  the 
world's  greed.  The  votaries  of  religion  and  science  have,  alas, 
felt  its  paralyzing  touch,  until  to-day  the  scientist  who  can  make 
it  pay  and  the  preacher  who  can  do  likewise  represent  all  too  con- 
spicuous types  of  the  ambition  of  the  so-called  lesser  workers  for 
the  same  paltry  attainments. 

Surely  to  the  college  and  educated  man  of  the  future  we 
must  look  for  a  leadership  that  will  point  to  higher  and  better 
things  than  the  mere  accumulation  of  material  wealth.  It  is  ad- 
mitted that  the  right  to  labor  simply  to  secure  wealth  cannot  be 
denied,  for  it  is  undoubtedly  in  the  pursuit  of  happiness  that  the 
search  is  made  for  the  comforts  and  luxuries,  and  the  possibility 
to  shine  before  others  in  its  expenditure  is  to  the  poor  mistaken 
ones  the  highest  conception  of  happiness.  The  cry  for  gain  is 
indeed  old,  for  we  find  it  in  the  early  dawn  of  the  race,  when 
barter  and  sale  were  the  breath  of  the  men's  nostrils;  but  has  the 
pendulum  of  the  world's  history  swung  back  again  without  show- 
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ing  us  more  marked  signs  of  the  firm  grip  of  the  Teacher  of 
Nazareth  upon  the  thoughts  and  achievements  of  mankind? 
There  must  be  something  greater  than  money-getting,  for  the 
brightest  and  best  of  our  visions  within  and  about  us  into  the 
thoughts  of  others  conclusively  prove  this  truth  and  awaken  us 
to  higher  aspirations.  Commercialism  may  unwittingly  make  for 
righteousness,  but  its  motives,  if  deeply  probed,  will  exhibit  the 
fatal  stain  of  self  and  injustice.  Herein  lies  the  work  of  the  col- 
lege man — to  open  the  blind  eyes  of  the  world  to  see  clearly  this 
injustice,  to  make  the  world  feel  keenly  that  "some  treasures  are 
heavy  with  human  tears,"  and  therefore  to  have  none  of  them; 
to  so  develop  man's  higher  instincts  that  our  brothers'  interests 
are  recognized  as  frankly  as  our  own.  Is  it  quite  quixotic  in  this 
hustling  and  bustling  age  to  ask  men  to  pause  and  take  an  ob- 
servation upon  the  course  of  the  vessel?  Or,  indeed,  may  it  not 
rather  be  the  most  practical  benefit  we  can  bestow  upon  them? 
So,  knowing  her  ideals,  we  call  upon  Alpha  Tan  Omega  to  consider 
this  subject. 

The  fraternity  idea  is  enshrined  in  the  highest  standards,  and 
only  so  far  as  these  are  allowed  to  actuate  our  purposes  and  ex- 
hibit our  design  will  we  be  worthy  of  the  name  we  bear  or  the 
vows  we  have  freely  taken.  Fraternity  means  great  issues  to  her 
votaries,  but  to  the  accidental  commercial  agent  who  hopes  to 
barter  away  her  richest  jewels  she  has  no  call  to  loving  or  un- 
selfish service.  The  lessons  of  the  Christ  pervade  her  principles, 
but  His  life  glorifies  them,  and  true  religion  without  this  con- 
ception of  fraternity  is  as  impossible  as  it  is  to  remove  valid  re- 
ligious action  from  the  motive  to  fraternity  effort.  If  Alpha  Tau 
Omega  means  anything  at  all,  it  certainly  stands  for  more  than 
the  outward  show  of  fraternity  life.  It  is  not  dependent  upon 
the  external  comforts  incident  to  luxurious  environment — which, 
in  fact,  may  be  absent  where  her  greatest  and  best  work  is  being 
wrought.  Our  traditions  and  best  exponents  all  point  to  the 
legitimate  goal  of  our  noblest  ambition,  and  bid  us  to  labor  for 
the  development  of  the  ideal  man;  and  if,  as  may  be,  in  the  fur- 
therance of  this  work,  the  outward  effect  produced  does  not  al- 
ways prove  to  be  conspicuous,  let  us  see  to  it  that  the  inner  man 
has  been  fed  and  nourished  by  the  incorporation  of  these  ideals 
that  must  be  exalted  whenever  the  best  fruits  of  fraternity  work 
are  to  be  garnered.  Therefore,  my  brothers,  in  our  efforts  to 
cultivate  a  type  of  life  unsoiled  with  the  contagion  of  the  crowd- 
ing of  these  who  clamor  for  pelf  and  position,  let  us  present  to 
the  world  and  the  Great  Master  of  the  Universe  in  simple  purity 
— the  divine  ideal  of  brotherhood.

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THE  NEW  YORK  ASSOCIATION'S  ESSAY  PLAN. 

Dear  Brothers: — The  New  York  City  Alumni  Association 
is  glad,  through  the  courtesy  of  The  Palm,  to  have  a  chance  to  say 
"Rowd'y?"  to  the  reassembling  brothers  throughout  the  land.  The 
Association  has  passed  a  very  satisfactory  year.  The  plans  for 
growth  which  were  so  carefully  cherished  by  the  seven  years'  ad- 
ministration of  Brother  John  M.  Thompson  have  not  been  allowed 
to  drop.  There  has  been  an  attempt  to  come  in  actual  touch  with 
the  chapters  by  means  of  correspondence,  and  a  Prize  Essay  Con- 
test has  been  projected. 

In  general  terms  this  plan  is  first:  To  offer  a  prize  of  $25.00 
or  $50.00  to  be  given  in  June,  1903,  for  a  compilation,  of  facts  in 
the  history  of  Fraternity  Chapters,  whether  in  favor  of  them  or 
otherwise.

By  the  time  the  next  issue  of  The  Palm  shall  appear,  it  is 
hoped  the  final  details  may  have  been  arranged  for  beginning  this 
work. 

Meanwhile,  we  should  like  to  hear  from  all  chapters  as  to  their 
opinion  of  the  scheme. 

It  is  evident  from  the  idea  mentioned  that  the  Alumni  in  New

A  SPECIMEN  OF  ANTI-FRATERNITY  LEGISLATION. 

The  following  specimen  of  absurd  legislation  was  recently 
passed  by  a  certain  State  at  the  instigation  of  one  who  subsequently 
proved  himself  to  be  quite  unworthy  to  associate  with  gentlemen: 

A  bill  for  an  Act  to  be  entitled  "An  Act  prohibiting  the  organiza- 
tion of  Secret  Societies  in  the  University  of ,  and  for 

other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of . 

Section  1.     That  the  fraternities  or  Greek  letter  societies 

known  as ,  and  other  secret  orders,  chapters, 

fraternities  and  organizations,  of  whatever  name,   or  without  a 
name,  of  similar  nature  and  purposes  are  hereby  prohibited  in  the 

University  of . 

Sec.  2.  That  no  student  of  the  University  who  is  a  member 
of  any  of  the  orders,  societies,  chapters,  fraternities,  or  organiza- 
tions hereby  prohibited,  shall  be  permitted  to  receive  any  class 
honors  or  distinctions  conferred  by  the  University,  or  to  compete 
for  any  prize  or  medal  offered  by  the  University  or  by  any  associa- 
tion or  individual,  nor  to)  hold  any  rank,  position  or  office  in  any 
organization  of  cadets  above  the  grade  of  second  lieutenant. 

But  any  student  who  is  a  member  of  any  of  the  organizations 
aforesaid  may,  within  one  month  after  entering  the  University,  or 
within  one  month  after  the  beginning  of  any  term,  file  with  the 
President  of  the  University  a  renunciation  of  his  membership  in 
the  same  and  an  agreement  in  writing  that  he  will  not,  during  his 
attendance  at  the  University,  affiliate  with  the  same,  nor  attend 
their  meetings,  nor  in  any  wise  contribute  dues  or  donations  to 
them,  and  thereupon,  so  long  as  such  agreement  is  complied  with 
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in  good  faith,  such  student  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  restrictions 
created  by  this  section. 

Sec.  3.  That  after  the  passage  of  this  act  no  person  who  is 
a  member  of  any  of  the  said  fraternities,  societies,  orders,  chapters 
or  organizations  at  the  University,  composed  in  part,  of  students, 
or  who  attends  their  meetings  or  participates  in  their  proceedings, 
shall  be  employed  by  the  board  of  trustees  as  professors,  teachers 
or  instructors  in  any  class  or  department  of  the  University,  unless 
he  shall  first  file  with  the  Secretary  of  the.  Board  of  Trustees  a  re- 
nunciation in  writing  of  his  membership  or  allegiance  to  such  fra- 
ternities, societies,  orders,  chapters  or  organizations,  and  a  pledge 
verified  by  affidavit  that  he  will  not  attend  the  meetings  of  the 
same,  affiliate  with  them,  nor  pay  any  dues  or  contributions  to 
them  during  the  time  of  his  employment  in  the  University. 

A  violation  of  such  pledge  shall  constitute  a  forfeiture  of  his 
connection  with  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  be  lawful  cause  for  his 
immediate  suspension. 

But  nothing  in  this  section  shall  apply  to  any  contract  here- 
tofore made  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Sec.  4.  Any  contract  made  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  vio- 
lation of  the  provisions  of  Section  3  of  this  Act,  or  in  anywise 
violated  by  the  person  with  whom  the  same  was  made,  shall  be 
cancelled  and  annulled  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  upon 
the  application  of  any  resident  of  the  State  of  Arkansas,  and  in  all 
proceedings  under  this  section  legal  service  of  summons  and  of  all 
notices  required  by  law  upon  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
shall  be  lawful  service  upon  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Sec.  5.     This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

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EDITORIAL  NOTES. 


The  next  Biennial  Congress  of  our  Fraternity  is  called  for 
December  of  this  year  in  Chicago.  The  Chicago  members  of  the 
Fraternity  are  already  making  preparations  for  the  meeting,  and 
one  of  the  first  duties  of  the  chapters  in  the  new  year  will  be  to 
elect  delegates,  and  to  provide  for  their  expenses.  Every  man  in 
the  order  has  a  direct  interest  in  the  gathering,  and  many  of  the 
alumni  will  watch  its  doings  with  a  closeness  almost  as  keen. 

Why  should  thousands  of  dollars  and  much  valuable  time  be 
given  to  such  a  gathering?  What,  it  may  be  asked,  is  the  use?  The 
sufficient  answers  are  many.  A  few  of  the  reasons  why  a  Congress 
yields  infinitely  more  than  it  costs  may  be  worth  a  few  lines  here. 

First  of  all,  it  brings  the  members  of  the  undergraduate  body 
into  touch  with  one  another.  In  The  Palm  we  see  in  issue  afteT 
issue  several  pages  of  Chapter  Letters.  They  tell  in  a  few  words 
what  the  chapters  are  accomplishing,  and  what  their  members  are 
doing.  But  it  is  by  actual  contact  with  one  another  that  the  "big- 
ness" and  the  virility  of  our  Fraternity  can  be  learned,  and  in  this 
way  alone.  It  is  right  and  natural  that  the  chapter  which  is  our 
own  should  fill  the  greater  part  of  our  conception  of  what  our 
order  is,  but  we  must  remember  too,  that  the  real,  broad  value  of 
the  organization  lies  in  the  fact  it  touches  the  college  life  of  the 
entire  country.  The  moulders  of  thought  for  the  next  thirty  years 
are  in  college  to-day  and  a  fair  percentage  of  them  are  under- 
graduate Alpha  Taus. 

A  second  feature  of  the  Congress  is  the  privilege  of  contact 
with  our  alumni.  We  have  great  reason  to  be  proud  of  the  men 
our  Fraternity  has  given  to  the  world,  and  this  .opportunity  of 
meeting,  and  of  learning  to  feel  the  brotherhood  of,  these  men  is 
a  rare  chance!  to  rub  upl  against  success  at  first  hand.  The  dele- 
gates will  always  be  better  men  for  the  experience,  and  the  chap- 
ters must  feel  the  influence. 

The  Grand  Officers  appreciate  to  the  full  what  a  really  com- 
plex affair  a  national  fraternity  is,  and  something  of  their  point 
of  view  must  be  carried  back  to  the  chapters  by  the  delegates  who 
will  get  from  the  Congress,  as  they  could  in  no  other  way,  an  idea 
of  the  strength  of  this  great  body  of  sterling  men  to  which  we 
belong. 


We  are  glad  to  learn  of  the  improvement  in  the  condition  of 
the  daughter  of  Bro.  G.  D.  Ellsworth. 
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At  a  recent  conference  between  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief, 
Chairman  of  the  High  Council  and  Editor  of  The  Palm,  there  was 
a  careful  examination  of  fraternity  affairs,  and  efforts  made  to 
bring  about  hearty  cooperation  with  the  local  committee  in 
Chicago  to  insure  the  success  of  the  approaching  Congress.

IN  MEMORIAM. 
LEONARD  MARBURY. 

Hon.  Leonard  Marbury,  D.  C.  Upsilon,  1874,  died  at  Alex- 
andria, Va.,  on  June  14. 

Brother  Marbury  was  a  son  of  William  H.  Marbury,  and  was 
born  in  Alexandria  in  1856.  When  still  quite  young  he  became 
a  student  at  St.  John's  Military  Academy,  from  which  he  was  grad- 
uated. Afterward  he  studied  at  Columbian  University  Law  School 
in  Washington,  from  which  institution  he  was  graduated  in  1878. 
He  was  admitted  to  the  bar,  and  soon  became  prominent  in  his  pro- 
fession, as  well  as  in  politics.  With  one  short  intermission  for  the 
past  twenty  years  Mr.  Marbury  had  been  Commonwealth's  attorney 
for  the  city  of  Alexandria,  He  was  reelected  to  that  position  at 
the  May  election,  and  took  the  oath  of  office  about  ten  days  before 
his  death.  Among  other  positions  which  he  occupied  at  the  time 
of  his  death  and  had  filled  with  signal  ability  was  the  chairman- 
ship of  the  Democratic  committee  of  the  Eighth  Congressional 
District,   assistant   counsel   for   the   Washington   division   of   the 
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Southern  Bailway,  attorney  for  the  Mercantile  Bailway  Building 
and  Loan  Association,  and  the  secretaryship  of  several  other  build- 
ing associations  in  Alexandria.  He  was  for  a  period  a  member  of  City 
Council,  having  been  twice  elected  to  that  body  from  the  Second 
Ward.  He  was  also  at  different  times  chairman  of  the  City  Demo- 
cratic Committee,  filling  that  position  with  the  same  fidelity  that 
had  marked  him  throughout  his  life. 

In  addition  to  being  an  alumnus  of  A.  T.  0.  Brother  Marbury 
also  took  an  active  interest  in  various  other  secret  organizations, 
and  was  a  past  master  of  Alexandria- Washington  Lodge  of  Masons, 
past  grand  chancellor  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias,  a  member  of 
Osceola  Tribe  of  Bed  Men,  and  of  Potomac  Lodge  of  Odd  Fellows. 
Until  1898,  when  he  was  retired  as  a  first  lieutenant,  Mr.  Marbury 
had  been  closely  identified  with  the  Alexandria  Light  Infantry,  and 
was  at  the  time  of  his  death  a  member  of  the  veteran  corps  of  that 
organization.  Mr.  Marbury  is  survived  by  a  widow,  a  daughter  of 
Captain  S.  B.  Davis,  and. two  young  children.  In  commenting  on 
his  death  a  prominent  Southern  paper  said: 

"The  death  of  Mr.  Marbury  ends  the  career  of  one  of  the  best- 
known  and  most  popular  men  in  this  section  of  Virginia,  if  not 
throughout  the  entire  State,  and  the  esteem  in  which  he  was  held 
by  all  classes  was  equaled  by  his  reputation  as  a  lawyer." 


HUGH  LEE  MILLER. 

Hugh  Lee  Miller  was  born  at  Goldsboro,  North  Carolina,  on 
October  25th,  1870.  He  died  at  Columbia,  S.  C,  on  February  4th, 
1902.  He  was  educated  in  the  private  and  public  schools  of  Golds- 
boro, and  in  August,  1886,  he  entered  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill.  In  June,  1890,  he  was  graduated  with 
high  honor  from  that  institution  with  the  degree  of  Ph.B.  He 
was  assistant  in  chemistry  at  the  university  after  his  graduation, 
and  at  the  same  time  pursued  a  post-graduate  course  in  chemistry. 
For  two  years  he  was  instructor  in  chemistry  at  the  Agricultural 
and  Mechanical  College  at  Baleigh.  From  there  he  went  to  Wil- 
mington and  became  chemist  for  the  Navassa  Guano  Company. 
He  remained  with  that  company  until  the  formation  of  the  Vir- 
ginia-Carolina Chemical  Company.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he 
was  a  Division  Manager  of  this  company  and  resided  at  Columbia. 

Hugh  Miller  was  my  intimate  friend.  We  first  met  at  Chapel 
Hill  in  August,  1887,  when  I  entered  the  Freshman  Class  of  the 
University.  From  that  day  until  the  day  of  his  death  there  ex- 
isted between  us  a  loving  friendship  and  a  genuine  and  loyal  com- 
panionship which  increased  and  strengthened  as  the  years  passed 
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by.  We  were  both  members  of  the  Alpha  Tan  Omega  Fraternity. 
He  loved  his  Fraternity  and  he  loved  his  friends  with  a  devotion 
that  was  sincere  and  constant.  In  the  councils  of  the  Fraternity 
he  was  wise  and  loyal  and  liberally  gave  of  his  time  and  money  to 
promote  the  interests  of  North  Carolina  Alpha  Beta  Chapter  of 
which  he  was  a  member. 

Hugh  Miller's  mental  equipment  was  of  the  highest  order. 
His  mind  was  strong,  clear  and  analytical.  He  saw  things  in  their 
true  light  and  he  reasoned  about  things  with  a  frankness  and 
clearness  that  were  convincing.  My  friend  on  whose  grave  I  come 
to  lay  this  tribute  of  my  love  and  affection  was  as  pure  and  spotless 
in  his  honor  as  the  driven  show.  He  scorned  mean  and  low  things. 
He  was  brave  and  loyal  and  true  hearted  always. 

At  college,  in  the  lecture  room,  in  professional  and  business- 
life,  he  was  faithful  to  every  duty,  loyal  to  every  interest  and  he 
had,  in  the  fullest  measure,  the  confidence  and  esteem  of  his 
friends,  of  his  business  associates  and  of  all  who  knew  him. 

On  April  10th,  1901,  he  married  Miss  S.  Purden  Smith,  of 
York,  Pa.  To  his  widow  I  pour  out  my  heart  in  sorrow  and  sym- 
pathy. I  know  my  friend  loved  his  wife  and  I  must  needs  knowr 
although  in  narrow  limit,  the  bitter  loneliness  which  is  hers  while 
her  lover-husband  is  away. 

With  youth  and  strength  and  health  to  cheer  and  comfort 
him,  with  ambition  and  purpose  crowning  his  efforts  with  success, 
with  his  very  life  flowering  and  blossoming  in  beauty  in  the  light 
of  a  woman's  love  and  tenderness,  the  grim  shadow  came  and 
settled  over  my  friend.  And  now  he  is  gone.  How  sadly  I  miss 
him!  How  I  long  to  see  him  again — to  hear  his  voice  and  feel  the 
warm  clasp  of  his  hand — to  look  into  his  eyes,  lighting  with  honor 
and  tenderness.  But  God  needed  him  in  that  other  country,  and 
I  believe  that  somewhere  to-day  Hugh  Miller  is  yearning  for  the 
wife  of  his  bosom  and  the  friends  he  loved. 

"Upon  the  winds  from  shores  uncharted  blown, 
That  phantom  came,  stoled  in  his  trailing  mists; 
He  set  his  cruel  gyves  upon  thy  wrists: — 
Thine  ear  was  dulled,  save  to  his  subtle  tone; 
He  led  thee  down  where  fade  the  paths  unknown, 
In  deep  hollows  of  the  Shadow  Land: 
Love's  tears — the  tendence  of  her  gentle  hand — 
Thou  didst  remember  not;  her  deepest  groan 
Stayed  not  thy  feet — thine  eyes  were  fixed  away 
Upon  the  mountains  of  some  other  clime; 
Among  the  noblest,  gathered  from  all  time, 
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In  God's  great  universe  somewhere  to-day 
He  wanders  where  the  cool,  all-healing  trees 
Uplift  their  fronds  in  fair  Champs  Elysees!"

Churchill,  but  Mr.  Bacheller  successfully  refutes  the  Book  Buyer, 
pointing  out  that  his  alleged  anachronisms  are  borne  out  by  fact. 
As  to  the  use  of  cigarettes  in  the  early  nineteenth  century,  he 
quotes  from  the  Dictionnaire  de  V  Industrie  et  des  Arts  Industriels, 
which  says:  "L/usage  de  la  cigarette  est  aussi  ancien  que  celui  du 
eigare."  As  cigars  were  made  in  France  early  in  the  seventeenth 
century,  Mr.  Bacheller  drew  the  natural  inference  that  the  English 
aristocracy,  which  "was  ever  copying  the  fashionable  vices  of  the 
French  court,"  did  use  cigarettes  in  the  time  of  which  D9ri  and  I 
treats.  As  to  "Mumm  &  Co." — the  champagne  makers — Mr. 
Bacheller  wrote  to  their  agents,  De  Barry  &  Co.,  who  replied  that 
"champagne  was  imported  into  this  country  in  1851."  The  Book 
Buyer  gracefully  retracts,  and  says,  truthfully:  "Such  conscien- 
tious research  in  historical  detail  must  command  sincere  admira- 
tion."— Bookloz'ers'  Bulletin.

AN  ALPHA  TATJ  HONORED. 

George  Ellett  Coghill,  R.  I.  Gamma  Delta,  A.B.,  Sc.  M.,  a 
graduate  student  at  Brown  University,  has  been  elected  to  the 
Chair  of  Biology  in  Pacific  University,  the  most  heavily  endowed 
institution  in  the  State  of  Oregon.  Brother  Coghill  will  assume 
his  new  duties  as  a  Professor  of  Biology  on  the  1st  of  October.  He 
has  spent  the  past  summer  in  study  in  the  various  departments  of 
biology  in  the  universities  of  Wurzburg,  Leipsic  and  Berlin. 

He  was  graduated  from  Brown  in  1896  with  the  degree  of 
A.B.  From  there  he  went  to  the  University  of  New  Mexico,  where 
he  received  the  degree  of  Sc.  M.  under  Dr.  C.  L.  Herrick,  and  was 
afterward  made  an  Assistant  Professor  in  Biology.  For  the  past 
two  years  he  has  been  at  Brown  studying  for  his  doctor's  degree, 
which  he  will  receive  next  June. 

While  at  Brown  Brother  Coghill  specialized  in  neurology  and 
comparative  anatomy,  and  has  published  several  articles  in  the 
"Journal  of  Comparative  Neurology."  His  most  valuable  work  is 
embodied  in  his  thesis  on  the  "Cranial  Nerves  of  Amblistoma."

Be  careful  about  the  use  of  superlatives  and  general  boast- 
fulness.  Be  enthusiastic,  but  not  bombastic.  Your  fraternity  is 
the  best  there  is,  and  she  does  not  need  strained  panegyrics. 

See  that  your  chapter's  Palm  dues  are  paid  promptly  in 
advance  for  each  active  member.  Every  active  member  must  sub- 
scribe for  The  Palm.

$15,000,000.  At  Cornell,  where  the  spirit  of  competition  has 
been  fostered  by  the  great  number  of  ffrats'  the  buildings  are 
worth  more  than  $1,000,000.  Williams  comes  next  in  costly 
homes,  followed  by  Yale,  Amherst,  Wesleyan  and  Harvard."

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THE  WISDOM  OF  THE  GREEKS. 


THE   FRATERNITY   AND   TRADITION. 

Of  all  of  the  institutions  which  have  grown  up  in  connection 
with  the  educational  system,  of  this  country  the  one  which  clings 
more  tenaciously  to  tradition  than  any  of  the  others  is  that  of  the 
Greek-letter  fraternities.  The  editor  has  had  occasion  to  observe 
this  fact  in  connection  with  several  visits  which  he  has  made  re- 
cently in  the  interests  of  the  Fraternity  to  institutions  of  learn- 
ing from  which  petitions  for  new  chapters  have  been  received. 
In  every  instance  many  organizations  were  found  to  be  existing 
largely  on  tradition.  To  us  this  seems  to  be  a  deplorable  situa- 
tion of  affairs,  for  if  there  is  any  institution  in  connection  with 
the  educational  system  which  should  be  progressive  it  is  the  one 
which  represents  the  social  side  of  the  life  of  the  student  body. 
In  some  colleges  and  universities  the  chapters  of  many  of  the  na- 
tional Greek-letter  fraternities  are  not  providing  their  members 
with  the  sort  of  help  which  is  demanded  and  expected  in  a  mod- 
ern social  community,  and  they  are  appealing  in  too  many  cases 
to  that  which  is  mysterious  and  impracticable  in  their  make-up. 
We  are  not  sure  but  that  certain  chapters  are  guilty  of  this  sort 
of  thing  in  our  own  Fraternity.  This  is  true,  however,  that  the 
strong  fraternity  of  the  future  will  be  the  one  which  can  offer  the 
most  of  practicable  value  to  its  members  regardless  of  its  age  or 
traditional  qualities.  In  one  large  institution  in  the  country  the 
question  is  being  agitated  of  the  exclusion  of  certain  fraternities 
which  have  become  nothing  more  or  less  than  a  cloak  for  the 
covering  of  abuses  which  would  not  be  countenanced  in  any  well 
organized  community.  This  is  a  matter,  therefore,  which  should 
receive  most  careful  attention  in  our  own  organization,  and  our 
members  should  see  to  it  that  each  chapter  has  a  reason  for  its 
existence  which  shall  make  active  membership  of  some  real  and 
lasting  value.  This  can  be  brought  about  only  by  carefully 
studying  the  conditions  which  may  differ  somewhat  in  different 
localities.  Above  all,  the  chapter  house  should  be  guarded  as 
carefully  as  the  home  circle,  and  if  this  is  done  it  will  surely  re- 
sult in  strength  both  to  the  local  and  the  national  organization. 
We  are  convinced  that  the  whole  fraternity  system  is  undergoing 
somewhat  of  a  change,  and  that  fraternity  men  generally  are  look- 
ing upon  their  opportunities  in  a  broader  and  more  practical  way 
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than  they  have  ever  done  in  the  past.  Let  us  see  to  it  that  Sigma 
Chi  is  not  to  be  criticised  for  lack  of  progress,  and  for  not  pro- 
viding its  men  with  the  kind  of  training  which  tends  to  make 
practical  every-day  men. — Sigma  Chi  Quarterly. 


THE   IDEAL   FRATERNITY. 

An  ideal  fraternity  would  be  generous  and  catholic  in  the 
admission  of  members,  as  far  removed  as  possible  from  narrow- 
ness and  exclusiveness.  Recognizing  no  distinction  of  rich  and 
poor,  or  of  social  position,  its  sole  tests  would  be  scholarship  and 
character.  Its  controlling  tenet  would  be  mutual  helpfulness. 
Seeking  first  the  growth  and  culture  of  its  own  members  in  all 
that  is  ennobling,  it  would  cherish  a  spirit  of  friendly  tolerance 
for  all  mankind.  It  would  take  for  its  rule  of  action  Paul's  fa- 
mous admonition  that  each  should  esteem  the  other  better  than 
himself.  This  would  be  its  protection  against  rivalries  and  con- 
tentions, its  harmonizing  force.  The  ideal  fraternity  would  fur- 
nish the  proper  amount  of  social  enjoyment  for  its  members. 
The  social  element  in  our  nature  must  have  its  proper  cultiva- 
tion, but  it  must  be  remembered  that  this  is  not  the  only  or  chief 
end  to  be  attained.  The  aims  of  the  ideal  fraternity  would  not 
be  restricted,  but  would  extend  to  all  that  pertains  to  the  highest 
development  of  our  physical,  intellectual  and  moral  being.  Its 
operations  would  be  such  as  to  develop  within  us  all  that  is  best 
and  most  beautiful.  Such  an  association  of  kindred  spirits, 
united  in  the  bonds  of  a  common  sympathy  and  a  common  pur- 
pose, hushing  all  strife  and  discord  in  its  atmosphere  of  mutual 
affection,  each  one  seeking  the  other's  good,  and  all  joined  in 
common  efforts  for  high  and  noble  ends,  would  reach  toward  the 
ideal  to  which,  as  members  of  fraternities,  we  should  all  aspire. 
When  this  point  is  reached  the  fraternity  will  reveal  the  highest 
end  of  its  existence.  Then  shall  we  carry  its  purpose  and  spirit 
out  into  the  world.  Let  us  all  strive  to  make  our  fraternity  as 
near  ideal  as  possible,  so  that  its  memories  may  cling  to  us  and 
its  beneficent  influence  extend  to  the  end  of  our  lives. — "The 
Eleusis"  of  Chi  Omega. 


THE  MARK  OF  A  MAN. 
It  is  very  fitting  at  this  time  of  the  year,  when  we  are  about 
to  scatter  throughout  our  own  land  and  to  other  lands  for  the 
summer  months  that  mention  be  made  of  the  importance  of  wear- 
ing our  fraternity  emblem.  If  it  is  true  that  a  man  is  known  by 
the  company  he  keeps,  it  is  also  true  that  he  is  known  by  the  pin 
he  wears,  not  so  much  the  letters  upon  it,  but  the  fact  that  he 
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wears  one  at  all.  A  fraternity  man  is  a  marked  man,  and  his  pin, 
whatever  its  symbols  are,  is  a  sign  of  intelligence  and  good-fel- 
lowship and  gentlemanliness,  and  as  snch  should  be  worn  always. 
The  joy  of  meeting  unexpectedly  when  away  from  home  a 
fraternity  brother,  or  even  a  fellow  Greek,  can  hardly  be  ex- 
aggerated; the  barriers  of  reserve  fall  away  with  the  sight  of  a 
tiny  pin  upon  a  man's  breast,  although  its  owner  is  unknown  and 
a  stranger;  a  ring,  a  small  stick  pin,  or  even  a  convention  button, 
has  led  to  many  a  happy  hour  of  companionship,  which  unworn 
would  have  meant  unrecognition.  The  idle  habit  of  lending 
fraternity  pins  may  in  itself  be  a  gracious  act,  but  it  is  not  a  wise 
one,  unless  the  owner  replaces  the  one  lent  and  wears  still  his 
fraternity  emblem;  and  besides,  a  thing  lightly  given  is  but  lightly 
prized,  and  our  pins  may  not  be  so  considered.  We  often  find 
that  this  world  is  but  a  small  place,  that  we  cannot  travel  far  nor 
long  without  meeting  friends  or  friend's  friends,  and  to  those  col- 
lege men  who  look  for  and  wear  fraternity  pins  the  world  is  very 
small  indeed.  So  wherever  we  go  let  us  be  quick  to  see  and 
anxious  to  show  the  emblems  of  Delta  Upsilon. — Edson  S.  Harris 
in  Delta  Upsilon  Quarterly. 


THE   LOCAL  AND   THE   NATIONAL   OKGANIZATION. 

The  strength  of  a  fraternity  lies  in  its  members.  This  is  a 
statement  that  we  have  heard  many  times  and  it  cannot  be 
emphasized  too  strongly.  The  fraternity  is  composed  of  units 
and  these  units  are  not  the  chapters,  but  the  individual  members 
of  the  chapters.  This  idea  is  sometimes  lost  sight  of  and  we  often 
find  members  of  a  fraternity  whose  horizon  is  bounded  by  the 
chapter  circle — whose  fraternity  world  lies  within  the  limits  of 
the  college  where  the  chapter  is  located.  The  national  organiza- 
tion receives  little  consideration  from  such  members.  The  chap- 
ter interests  with  them  are  of  paramount  importance.  They  do 
not  stop  to  think  that  the  chapter  owes  its  life  to  the  national 
organization;  that  without  the  national  organization  the  chapter 
would  be  "like  a  ship  without  a  rudder."  They  forget  that  their 
first  interest  should  be  the  interest  of  the  fraternity  as  a  whole. 
It  is  natural  for  the  chapter  interests  to  demand  attention  first — 
they  seem  so  much  nearer — but  let  us  not  forget  that  first  and 
foremost  the  welfare  of  the  national  organization  should  be  con- 
sidered. 

To  the  national  organization  should  be  given  the  heartiest 
cooperation  of  every  individual.  It  is  in  this  way  only  that  we 
can  hope  to  have  a  strong  organization,  every  chapter  and  every 
individual  working  together  with  the  common  interest — the  good 
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of  the  fraternity  at  large,  living  up  to  the  standards  set  by  it  and 
looking  out  for  its  welfare  first. 

Because  the  chapters  are  so  widely  separated  and  the  mem- 
bers of  the  various  chapters  come  in  contact  with  each  other  so 
rarely,  there  is  a  growing  tendency  to  feel  that  the  general 
fraternity  is  far  removed;  that  the  members  have  been  initiated 
into  the  chapters  and  not  into  the  national  fraternity;  that  the 
national  fraternity's  interests  are  of  secondary  importance. — 
Kappa  Alpha  Theta. 


THE  FRATERNITY  AND  THE  STATE. 

The  recent  sporadic  efforts  upon  the  part  of  some  few  of  the 
State  Legislatures  to  suppress  the  "fraternity  evil/'  as  they  have 
been  pleased  to  term  it,  must  appear  to  the  ordinarily  informed 
man  as  entirely  unwarranted.  It  is  not  so  much  to  be  wondered 
at  that  when  the  college  fraternity  first  appeared,  somewhat  less 
than  a  hundred  years  ago,  it  was  regarded  as  a  monster  to  be 
promptly  destroyed;  we  were  then  just  nicely  out  of  the  witch- 
burning  period.  But  at  this  age,  after  the  last  relics  of  barbaric 
and  mediaeval  ignorance  and  superstition  have  long  since  sup- 
posedly passed  away,  that  these  assaults  should  be  tolerated  is  al- 
most incredible.  The  instigation  of  these  attacks  has  been 
credited  to  certain  personages  in  high  places,  who,  disgruntled  at 
the  failure  of  certain  of  their  kin  to  secure  elections  to  any  so- 
ciety, have  determined,  with  the  aid  of  their  political  hacks,  to  ex- 
terminate all  societies.  However  this  may  be,  certain  it  is  that 
this  crusade,  inaugurated  less  than  half  a  dozen  years  ago,  has  suc- 
ceeded in  having  resolutions,  forbidding  membership  in  fraterni- 
ties, passed  in  some  few  institutions  and  in  having  a  number  of 
memorials  and  bills  presented  to  the  Legislatures  of  some  of  the 
States,  and  in  obtaining  adverse  legislation  in  at  least  two  of  those 
States.  In  1897,  South  Carolina  passed  a  law  prohibiting 
fraternities  at  South  Carolina  University;  and  we  are  informed 
that  a  bill,  prohibiting  fraternities  and  making  it  a  misdemeanor 
to  belong  to  one,  has  been  introduced  in  the  Legislature  of  Ar- 
kansas. The  agitation  has  also  been  extended,  to  a  limited  ex- 
tent, to  two  other  Southern  States,  although  thus  far  nothing 
definite  has  been  done. 

The  college  fraternity  has  been  tried  and  tested  for  over  half 
a  century.  Overcoming  that  violent  opposition  and  fanatical 
prejudice,  so  frequently  incident  to  the  inception  of  good  move- 
ments in  the  order  of  things,  it  has  demonstrated  its  fitness  to  live 
and  proved  its  worth,  until  now  it  has  become  a  recognized  fixture, 
and,  perhaps,  the  most  notable  feature  of  the  American  college 
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life.  Our  leading  educators  are  unanimous  in  their  opinion,  oft- 
times  and  repeatedly  expressed,  that  the  college  fraternity  is  not 
only  not  a  detriment  to  university  life,  but  an  absolute,  positive 
benefit.  Fraternity  chapters  exist  at  every  one  of  our  leading  uni- 
versities and  colleges — except  one,  and  that  has  their  equivalent 
in  the  form  of  secret  clubs.  Over  $15,000,000  worth  of  property 
is  owned  by  these  fraternities.  Hundreds  of  chapter  houses  adorn 
these  college  grounds,  and  the  number  is  rapidly  increasing,  and 
in  many  institutions  they  form  an  important  part  of  the  college 
plant. — Delta  Kappa  Epsilon  Quarterly. 


THE  THORNY  PATH  OF  THE  BOOKMAKER. 

The  real  field  for  the  new  writer  to-day  we  take  to  be  the 
short  story.  In  spite  of  what  has  been  said  as  to  the  popular  ap- 
probation of  novels  that  do  not  deserve  it,  there  are  continually 
appearing  novels  which  are  really  worth  reading.  There  are 
dozens  of  men  alive  to-day  who  can  turn  out  a  very  readable  novel; 
there  are  not  half  a  dozen  who  can  write  a  good  short  story.  To 
settle  this  point  in  your  mind  you  have  but  to  glance  with  a  care- 
ful and  critical  eye  over  the  contents  of  any  of  our  so-called  lead- 
ing magazines.  This  dearth  of  good  stories  has  not  failed  to  be 
noted  with  dismay  by  anxious  editors,  but  it  has  not  deterred  them 
from  offering  to  their  readers  stories  that  are  not  good.  Failing 
to  win  the  princess,  they  are  not  loath  to  dally  with  the  maid. 
But  this  is  not  so  much  the  fault  of  the  editors  as  it  is  the  re- 
proach of  the  people,  who  devour  with  relish  the  trashy  scribbling 
of  the  hackster,  and  whose  taste  is  so  indifferent  that  they  regard 
the  storiettes  in  "Munsey's  Magazine"  as  the  pinnacle  of  literary 
cleverness. 

For  these  reasons,  then,  because  of  the  dearth  of  good  stories, 
the  lack  of  editorial  risk  in  accepting  magazine  fiction  from  un- 
known men,  and  the  ample  remuneration,  it  seems  wise  in  general 
for  the  young  man  to  make  his  start  in  this  field.  When  he  has, 
by  means  of  the  short  story,  improved  his  style  and  literary  skill, 
thoroughly  explored  his  own  possibilities  and  limitations,  made 
some  little  name  for  himself,  and  perhaps  gained  a  certain  vogue, 
then,  maybe,  the  public  will  buy  the  book  which  he  has  from  the 
first  been  itching  to  get  at.  He  must  do  what  he  can  before  it  is 
profitable  to  do  what  he  wants.  Mr.  George  Ade  has  no  doubt  be- 
come heartily  sick  of  his  "Fables  in  Slang,"  but  the  public  still 
clamors  for  them,  and  Mr.  Ade  is  not  so  short-sighted  as  to  say 
them  nay.  Mr.  Ade  is  to-day  known  and  read  from  one  end  of 
this  country  to  the  other,  and  we  understand  that  he  has  risen  to 
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his  opportunities  and  has  written  an  opera.  There  must  have 
been  times  when  Mr.  "Dooley"  Dunne  has  intemperately  cursed 
the  loquacious  Irishman  who  gave  him,  literally,  a  name;  but  we 
note  that  he  has  never  cared  to  make  way  with  him.  And  soon, 
depend  upon  it,  there  will  be  a  novel  from  Mr.  Dunne.  Dr. 
Doyle,  sickened  to  death,  we  take  it,  by  the  intellectual  capers  of 
his  popular  detective,  actually  fell  upon  him  and  pushed  him  over 
a  terrible  chasm  to  his  death;  but  a  hundred  thousand  of  readers 
or  so,  conveyed  to  Dr.  Doyle  that  they  would  like  a  trifle  more 
Sherlock,  and  requested  that  Dr.  Doyle,  being  a  skillful  surgeon, 
would  kindly  patch  him  into  life  again.  And  Dr.  Doyle  did.  We 
are  informed  that  that  despair  of  Scotland  Yard  is  once  more  un- 
raveling mysteries  in  the  pages  of  the  Strand  Magazine. 

All  of  this  goes  to  show  that  it  is  lucrative  to  please  the  public, 
and  pauperizing  to  fail  to  do  so.  We  believe  that  it  is  easier  to 
please  the  public  in  the  short  story  than  in  the  novel.  When  you 
have  succeeded  in  gaining  their  favorable  and  remunerative  atten- 
tion, you  may  then  follow  your  natural  bent;  and,  if  you  are  not 
too  bad,  they  will  be  likely  to  go  with  you.  The  public  does  not 
readily  forsake  a  tried  and  accepted  favorite.  If  Mr.  George  Ade 
and  Pope  Leo  were  each  to  write  a  book  about  the  Roman  Church, 
it  is  not  certain  that  the  Pope's  would  command  the  larger  sale. 
But  you  cannot  afford  to  begin  transcribing  yourself  on  to  paper  at 
your  fancy  until  you  are  assured  that  there  are  a  certain  number  of 
persons,  apart  from  the  perhaps  too  partial  home  circle  who  really 
care  a  rap  what  you  do. — Henry  Sydnor  Harrison  in  the  Record 
of  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon.

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LIFE  AT  SEWANEE. 

"A  towered  city  set  within  a  wood, 

Far  from  the  icorld  upon  the  mountain's  crest; 
There  storms  of  life  ourst  not,  nor  cares  intrude, 
There  learning  dwells,  and  Peace  is  Wisdom's  guest." 

— Gardiner  Tucker. 

IN  the  summer  of  1855  Bishop  Polk,  of  Louisiana,  and  Bishop 
Elliott,  of  Georgia,  with  a  number  of  clergymen  and  laymen, 
visitors  at  Beersheba  Springs,  which  is  so  beautifully  situated 
on  the  Cumberland  Plateau,  decided  to  investigate  a  tract  of 
land  which  was  offered  them  for  a  University  site  on  the  same 
plateau,  at  a  place  known  as  Sewanee,  or  Mother  Mountain  (as 
Bishop  Quintard  used  to  say,  "What  better  name  could  be  found 
for  a  boys'  school").  The  site  was  deemed  suitable,  for  in  1,859  it 
was  decided  to  accept  the  ten  thousand  acres  of  land  and  the  char- 
ter from  the  State  of  Tennessee  and  plant  the  University  at 
Sewanee.  October  10th,  1860,  the  corner-stone  of  the  University 
of  the  South  was  laid,  Colonel  John  S.  Preston,  of  South  Carolina, 
being  the  orator  of  the  day.  An  endowment  of  $1,000,000  had 
been  raised  in  Louisiana  and  Mississippi  before  the  laying  of  the 
corner-stone.  One  short  month  after  laying  that  stone  Abraham 
Lincoln  was  elected  President  of  the  United  States,  and  the  rest 
of  the  oft-told  tale  is  too  well  known:  how  the  war  rolled  over  the 
land,  the  endowment  entirely  swept  away,  the  residences  on  the 
mountain  burned,  and  the  corner-stone  blown  to  pieces.  When 
peace  was  once  more  restored  five  of  the  grand  old  bishops  had 
been  called  to  their  rest.  The  University  was  saved  by  the  heroic 
faith  and  work  of  the  new  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  our  brother  in 
Alpha  Tau,  the  Et.  Rev.  Charles  Todd  Quintard,  to  whom  the 
honor  is  due  of  gathering  up  the  fragments  that  remained  and 
getting  together  in  1869  an  enthusiastic  Faculty  who  one  and  all 
worked    heart  and  soul  for  the  development  of  the  great   idea. 
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Brother  Quintard  is  classed  with  the  great  ancients  who  made 
Sewanee's  soul — the  present  Vice-Chancellor,  Brother  Wiggins, 
bears  the  burden  of  the  new  day. 

Someone  has  called  Sewanee  the  last  stronghold  of  the  old 
South,  and  if  one  word  could  represent  the  spirit  of  the  place  that 
word  would  be  "courtesy/'  Everyone  looks  for  and  receives  kindly 
greeting,  and  there  is  no  thought  of  rivalry  between  town  and 
gown — such  an  idea  would  strike  the  inhabitants  as  ridiculous. 
Abounding  and  graceful  hospitality  is  one  of  the  most  conspicuous 
features  of  mountain  life.  Formal  and  informal  entertaining,  is 
going  on  all  the  time.  It  is  not  always  an  easy  matter  to  get  away 
from  a  house  near  meal  time,  and  extra  plates  are  always  ready  to 
be  laid.  Students  are  more  than  welcomed  at  all  houses,  from  the 
Bishop's  and  Vice-Chancellors  to  any  of  their  humbler  village 
neighbors.

SOME  UNIQUE  PROCESSIONS. 

This  is  a  land  of  unique  processions.  They  could  not  be  ar- 
ranged elsewhere  because  of  the  lack  of  material,  for  even  in  Eng- 
land, where  a  good  deal  might  be  done  on  similar  lines,  Bishops  are 
too  scarce — and  Bishops  are  absolutely  essential  to  the  make-up  of 
our  processions.  The  choir  boys  lead,  in  their  white  surplices,  with 
the  crucifer  at  their  head.  Then  follow  the  grammar  school  lads 
in  smart  uniforms  of  gray  with  black  facings;  next  comes  the  stu- 
dent body,  many  in  Oxford  cap  and  gown — the  cap  tassels  indi- 
cating the  college — Art  and  Science,  black;  Theological,  purple; 
Law,  green;  Medical,  red;  then  the  Faculty,  with  their  many-col- 
ored degree-hoods  worn  over  their  gowns.  The  clergymen  in  vest- 
ment are  next  in  line,  preceding  the  college  chaplain  who  walks 
alone.  These  precede  the  Bishops  in  their  robes.  The  Vice-Chan- 
cellor  walks  alone  in  all  his  magnificence  of  scarlet  and  ermine, 
and  the  Chancellor,  the  Bishop  of  Kentucky,  in  violet  satin,  is  last 
in  the  procession.  The  organ  plays  triumphantly.  Everything  on 
the  mountain  that  can  walk  is  there.  These  are  red-letter  days  on 
the  mountain. 

PLAIN  LIVING  AND  HIGH  THINKING. 

The  University  of  the  South  was  founded  by  the  Bishops, 
clergy  and  laity  of  the  Southern  Dioceses  of  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Church  in  the  United  States  of  America.  Sewanee  has  made 
its  fine  high  record  of  true  scholarship,  noble  spirit  and  great 
ideals — its  record  of  plain  living  and  high  thinking,  of  professors 
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who  loved  sacrifice,  and  of  students  who,  in  thought  and  life,  have 
honored  their  alma  mater.  The  Faculty  love  the  place.  The  most 
gifted  and  honored  of  our  professors,  whose  reputation  is  even 
greater  in  England  than  in  his  native  land,  has  labored  for  years 
regardless  of  salary.  Others  of  the  Faculty  have  been  offered 
higher  salaries  elsewhere  but  refused  to  leave  us.  Our  chaplain  re- 
fuses each  winter  flattering  offers  from  large  city  Churches  of  sal- 
aries two  or  three  times  as  great  as  the  University  pays.  When  a 
New  York  man  asked  Bishop  Dudley:  "What  has  Sewanee  to 
recommend  it?"  our  Chancellor's  proud  reply  was:  "She  has 
everything  except  money.  She  has  a  rich  endowment,  an  en- 
dowment which  money  cannot  buy:  the  endowment  of  a  devoted 
body  of  professors." 

BURSTS  OF  ENTHUSIASM. 

The  gala  times  are  when  our  boys  win  contests.  It's  a  sight 
worth  seeing  when  the  train  brings  the  visitors  in.  All  the  moun- 
tain is  there  to  cheer  and  yell.  Old  ladies  forget  their  last  birth- 
days, throw  prudence  to  the  winds,  and  follow  that  howling,  caper- 
ing mob  up  the  street  with  as  much  zest  as  the  youngest  grammar 
school  boy.  Why  not?  Isn't  that  the  chaplain  making  a  speech 
and  saying  how  proud  he  is,  and  how  he  remembers  when  he  used 
to  do  all  that  he  could  to  help  along  these  foot  ball  victories  when 
he  was  a  boy  of  Sewanee?  And  there  is  the  Vice-Chancellor  clear- 
ing his  throat  (for  he  has  been  one  of  the  shouters)  ready  to  say 
how  he  feels  about  it,  too.  The  saying  is:  "Once  a  Sewanee  boy, 
always  a  Sewanee  boy." 

THE  WINTER  VACATION. 

As  the  catalogue  will  tell  you,  the  University  of  the  South 
opens  in  August,  and  the  long  vacation  comes  in  the  winter.  The 
man  who  arrives  in  June  is  most  fortunate.  The  leaves  have  on 
their  commencement  raiment  and  the  town  is  full  of  commence- 
ment people.  The  streets  of  an  afternoon  look  like  piazzas  of  sum- 
mer hotels.  Forensic  Hall  is  open  every  night — either  a  german  or 
a  glee-club  concert,  an  oratorical  display  or  a  minstrel  show  is  in 
progress,  and  everybody  is  there.  Very  probably  the  new  arrival 
is  rather  disappointed  in  us  at  first.  He  has  heard  from  his 
brother  or  his  cousin  or  his  friend  that  Sewanee  is  within  easy 
walking  distance  of  the  Golden  Gates  of  Paradise,  and  he  may  find 
some  difficulty  in  justifying  such  enthusiastic  encomium.  The 
new  arrival  is  dumped  out  of  a  hybrid  species  of  railway  train  that 
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has  groaned  and  writhed  for  eight  very  serpentine  miles  up  the 
mountain.  There  is  at  the  station  the  typical  little  Ten- 
nessee village  with  its  parish  Church  at  the  top  of  the  hill.  When 
you  pass  this  Sewanee  begins.  A  long,  shady  street  with  two  rows 
of  cottages  stretches  out  before  the  newcomer.  Soon  he  passes  the 
old  grammar  school  dormitory  and  turns  to  the  right  up  Univer- 
sity avenue.  Then  the  University  bursts  on  him  all  at  once  from 
behind  the  trees.  There's  Thompson  Hall,  and  the  chapel  and 
Forensic — and  then  the  home  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  and  the 
Walsh  Memorial  and  Convocation  and  Breslin  Tower,  the  beautiful 
home  of  the  chimes  whose  silvery  peals  come  down  every  fifteen 
minutes  to  reproach  us  for  our  wasted  hours.  Across  the  check- 
ered shades  of  Manigault  Park  lies  St.  Luke's  Hall,  where  the 
saintly  theologues  dwell  in  peace  and  asceticism.  Near  this  is  the 
Hoffman,  the  great  five-story  home  of  the  junior.  The  Hodgson 
Memorial  is  the  medical  building,  with  lecture  rooms  and  labora- 
tory, and  the  Quintard  Hall  is  the  home  of  the  grammar  school. 
All  these  buildings  are  made  from  the  locally-quarried  sandstone 
which  gleams  a  ghostly  pink,  yellow  and  green. 

WHEN  FRIENDSHIP  RIPENS. 

Soon  after  commencement  the  summer  girl  vanishes  and  the 
men,  thrown  on  each  other's  mercies  during  idle  hours,  learn  to 
know  and  love  one  another,  forging  that  mighty  chain  of  friend- 
ship that  binds  Sewanee  men  together  with  an  everlasting  bond. 
Oh,  the  joys  of  those  evenings  in  a  neighbor's  room.  The  viands 
may  be  primitive — "dog,"  pimolas,  crackers  and  cheese — but  it 
isn't  the  details  that  count,  it  isn't  the  food  or  the  dress  we  think 
of — the  charm  of  freedom,  the  unreserve,  the  abandon,  the  col- 
larless  oblivion  to  care,  the  songs  and  jokes  and  heated  arguments, 
the  mutual  memories  of  the  past,  the  mutual  resolutions  for  the 
future — these  are  the  things  that  make  Sewanee  life  the  truest 
existence  in  the  world.  These  are  the  hearthstones,  the  family 
pot-boilings.    All  of  them  together  make  up  the  University  itself. 

THE  DEMOCEACY  OF  SEWANEE. 

Sewanee  is  one  of  the  most  democratic  places  on  earth.  The 
absence  of  any  class  system  and  the  mutual  dependence  of  the 
students  for  all  their  amusements  and  associations  break  down  all 
barriers  of  age  and  money.  There  is  no  such  thing  as  financial 
popularity  here  and  the  snob  is  not  tolerated  because  there  are 
no  boot-licks  to  pay  him  caddish  court.    The  man  who  has  money

spends  it  as  freely  as  he  wishes,  but  his  inseparable  chum  may  be 
living  on  a  scholarship  and  forced  to  count  the  base  ball  games 
he  can  afford  to  go  to  see.  There  is  an  atmosphere  of  mental  cul- 
ture in  Sewanee.  It  would  be  hardly  possible  for  any  one  to  stay 
four  years  at  Sewanee  without  absorbing  a  certain  amount  of  lit- 
erary and  social  savoir  faire  without  getting  that  distinctive  hall- 
mark of  the  Sewanee  man,  which  is  nothing  more  nor  less  than  the 
impress  of  good  manners  and  good  morals  and  good  minds  upon 
him,  and  if  he  does  not  practice  all  the  virtues  and  spend  his  days 
in  searching  the  Scriptures,  he  at  least  has  a  wholesome  respect  for 
the  man  who  does. 

It  is  about  the  first  of  October  that  the  thump  of  the  foot  ball 
is  heard  in  the  land,  and  from  then  until  the  end  of  the  term  those 
who  are  not  trying  for  the  team  watch  the  practice  all  afternoon 
and  discuss  foot  ball  half  the  night.  Everybody  goes  to  see  the 
games;  the  Vice-Chancellor  attends  with  the  same  regularity  with 
which  he  goes  to  chapel  and  the  great  and  small  rub  Fraternal 
elbows  along  the  side  lines.  The  mountain  is  practically  depopu- 
lated on  the  last  Thursday  in  November.  Just  enough  are  left  up 
here  to  receive  the  telegram  of  victory  and  to  raise  a  fairly  credit- 
able shout. 

THE  PAKT  PLAYED  BY  FRATERNITIES. 

There  are  seven  Fraternities  on  the  mountain.  All  of  them 
have  built  chapter  houses  which  look  like  little  shrines  sprinkled 
throughout  the  University.  The  Tennessee  Omega  Chapter  of 
Alpha  Tau  Omega,  that  magnificent  chapter  numbering  among 
her  sons  Bishops  Quintard  and  Gailor,  and  Vice-Chancellor  Wig- 
gins, Profs.  Nauts,  Dr.  Bose  and  Jervey,  and  one  hundred  and 
seventy-four  more  men  who  have  led  in  all  phases  of  college  life 
and  in  the  big  world  beyond,  was  the  first  on  the  mountain,  being 
established  by  Brothers  J.  Q.  Lovell  and  William  S.  Lovell,  August 
21st,  1877.  Nearly  all  Sewanee  men  are  "Frat.  material,"  the  pro- 
portion of  "barbs"  being  very  much  smaller  than  at  most  places. 
Although  loyalty  to  one's  Fraternity  is  nowhere  more  all-possessing, 
Frat.-politics,  that  canker-worm  of  many  institutions,  is  almost  un- 
known here. 

The  other  circles  of  student  intimacy  and  friendship  are  the 
secret  societies.  It  is  rather  difficult  to  tell  why  and  what  they 
are.  Those  inside  won't,  those  outside  can't.  The  outward  and 
visible  signs  of  their  inward  workings  are  few.  At  intervals  the 
trees  and  fences  are  plastered  with  poultices  bearing  a  legend  like 
this:  8-30-'02.     That  means  that  some  favored  one  will  have  his 
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shirt  front  adorned  with  a  "crown  and  serpent"  pin  on  the  30th 
of  August,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  nineteen  hundred  and  two.  The 
"Bed  Kibbons"  consider  themselves  the  sammum  bomim  of  social 
ambition.  Their  outward  sounds  occur  about  2  a.  m.  on  certain 
Thursday  mornings,  and  consist  chiefly  of  vociferous  inquiries  as 
to  the  identity  of  the  Father  of  our  country  and  anxious  questioning 
about  the  rainfall.  These  men  wear  a  broad  red  ribbon  across 
their  breasts  at  important  functions,  and  announce  their  election 
by  walking  the  favored  one  rapidly  from  the  chapel  immediately  at 
the  close  of  the  service. 

The  mountain  is  quiet  till  June,  and  then  the  fuss  and  feath- 
ers begin  again.  Then  come  the  amusements  to  suit  all  tastes — 
addresses  by  eminent  Bishops,  art  lectures,  oratorical  contests, 
minstrels,  dramatics,  concerts  by  the  college  orchestra,  and  last 
but  not  least,  the  germans  danced  on  the  magic  floor  of  dear  old 
Forensic. 

Sewanee  "lives  always  in  the  heart  and  life,"  for  its  spirit  en- 
dureth  forever. 

"Rah,  rah,  ree,  'Varsitee, 
Hay-up,  Hay-up,  Sewanee; 
Sewanee,  rah!  Sewanee,  rah! 
Sewanee,  tiger!  Sis,  boom,  bah!"

We  are  busily  engaged  preparing  for  Congress,  and  we  intend 
to  entertain  the  boys  in  a  manner  that  will  reflect  credit  on  Chi- 
cago and  on  the  Fraternity  in  general.

This  evening  will  be  used  as  preparatory 
to  the  next,  the  evening  of  January  1st,  1903,  where  the  name  and 
scene  will  be  changed,  but  the  acquaintances  formed  before  will  be 
cemented  into  lasting  friendship.  This  evening's  entertainment 
will  be  a  "smoker.*'  This  is  to  be  a  "stag"  affair,  and  will  include 
many  features  which  we  will  save  as  a  surprise.  We  shall  start 
the  New  Year  with  this,  its  first  evening,  in  a  way  that  will  leave 
no  doubt  that  1903  has  begun  to  make  history,  and  a  good  time 
will  be  thrust  upon  you  whether  you  want  it  or  not. 

The  last  evening  of  Congress,  as  has  been  the  custom,  will 
be  devoted  to  the  banquet.

Deak  Palm: — Nearly  two  years  have  elapsed  since  the  gavel 
fell  adjourning  the  Seventeenth  Biennial  Congress  of  the  Frater- 
nity, but  the  recollection  of  the  many  good  times  still  remains  vivid 
in  the  minds  of  those  who  were  fortunate  enough  to  be  in  attend- 
ance upon  that  convention. 

It  cannot  be  doubted  that  during  this  interval  the  Fraternity 
has  made  greater  strides  than  at  any  other  period  in  its  history. 
From  every  quarter  comes  the  glad  tidings  of  increased  strength 
and  renewed  energy.  This  increase  has  not  been  of  a  spasmodic 
nature,  but  has  been  the  result  of  steady  growth.  It  will  be  re- 
membered that  in  years  gone  by  the  Fraternity  was  very  much 
opposed  to  placing  chapters  in  the  West,  for  there  seemed  to  be  a 
general  feeling  that  Western  institutions  did  not  afford  a  desir- 
able field.  However,  I  am  glad  to  note  that  this  sentiment  is  grad- 
ually fading  away,  and  at  the  present  time  we  find  some  of  our 
strongest  chapters  in  Western  colleges.  Since  our  last  Congress, 
chapters  have  been  placed  in  Colorado,  Kansas  and  Minnesota,  all 
State  institutions,  supported  by  boundless  resources.  These  new 
chapters  have  taken  hold  with  the  true  Alpha  Tan  spirit,  and 
although  young  in  years,  are  to  be  considered  strong  and  worthy 
additions  to  the  Fraternity.  At  the  present  time  the  West  affords 
great  opportunities  for  extension,  and  I  sincerely  trust  that  other 
Western  institutions,  such  as  the  Universities  of  Iowa  and  Wiscon- 
sin, may  soon  claim  chapters  of  Alpha  Tau. 

The  future  certainly  looks  very  bright  for  the  Fraternity. 
Many  of  the  older  Alumni,  who  were  formerly  passive,  are  be- 
ginning to  take  a  greater  interest  in  the  work,  as  they  are  made  to 
realize  that  Alpha  Tau  has  long,  since  assumed  national  propor- 
tions. Each  chapter,  as  well  as  the  Fraternity  at  large,  needs  the 
support  of  every  Alumnus,  who  in  turn  should  have  the  interests 
of  his  chapter  and  Fraternity  ever  before  him.

the  business  world.  It  occurs  to  me  that  there  is  one  way  in  par- 
ticular in  which  the  Alumni  can  render  great  aid  to  our  active 
chapters,  and  that  is  by  keeping  the  chapters  informed  of  desirable 
men  who  are  about  to  enter,  or  have  entered  college.  If  our  six  or 
seven  thousand  Alumni  would  keep  this  matter  ever  before  them, 
and  would  take  the  pains  to  write  to  a  chapter  whenever  they 
learned  that  a  good  man  is  about  to  enter  the  institution  in  which 
the  chapter  is  located,  the  active  brothers  of  this  chapter  would 
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be  on  the  lookout  for  such  individuals.  Such  information  would 
give  our  chapters  certain  advantages  over  other  Fraternities,  which 
in  many  cases  might  prove  of  great  value. 

The  Eighteenth  Congress  will  soon  convene  at  Chicago.  Our 
brothers  in  that  city  are  making  elaborate  preparations  for  the 
same,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  every  member,  both  active  and 
Alumni,  who  can  possibly  do  so  will  attend.

PROVINCE  IV. 

Dear  Palm: — In  response  to  your  call  for  a  letter  giving  an 
outline  of  work  done  in  Province  IV  since  last  Congress,  I  must 
remind  you  that  I  have  not  the  data  at  hand  necessary  for  a  full 
compliance  with  your  request,  for  the  Fraternity  did  not  make  me 
one  of  its  officers  until  nearly  a  year  after  our  last  assembling  at 
Boston.  During  my  year  of  attempted  service  the  work  connected 
with  this  office  has  been  mainly  of  the  ordinary  routine  sort,  and 
it  has  been  exceedingly  pleasant  work  for  myself,  and,  I  trust, 'for 
the  New  England  chapters. 

Last  year  a  move  was  started  looking  toward  the  establish- 
ment of  a  new  chapter  at  Boston  University.  But,  upon  careful 
consideration  of  all  facts  at  hand,  it  seemed  to  be  the  consensus 
of  opinion  of  the  chapters  nearest  to  Boston  that  at  present  the  at- 
tempt had  better  be  allowed  to  "lie  on  the  table." 

There  is  considerable  sentiment  among  the  brothers  of  the 
different  chapters,  however,  favoring  the  creation  of  new  chapters 
at  several  institutions  in  New  England — Dartmouth,  Massachusetts 
Institute  of  Technology,  Clark  University  and  Worcester  Poly- 
technic, all  coming  in  for  their  respective  shares  of  regard. 
Although  these  considerations  are  at  the  moment  pretty  much  in 
the  air,  nevertheless  it  seems  probable  that  before  long  they  will 
crystallize  into  more  definite  shape,  at  least  respecting  one  or  two 
of  the  institutions  named. 

I  have  just  returned  from  a  very  delightful  trip  of  visitation 
to  all  of  the  chapters  of  this  Province,  having  previously  visited 
two  of  them.  I  should  much  like  to  speak  at  length  of  the  peculiar 
charms  derived  from  such  a  pilgrimage,  but,  dear  Palm,  you  can 
guess  it  all  out.  Let  me  say,  however,  that  I  was  especially  grati- 
fied at  the  steady  upward  pull  manifested  in  the  condition  of  our 
Gamma  Alpha  Chapter,  Maine,  Colby  University.  At  the  time  of 
my  appointment  to  this  office  considerable  anxiety  was  felt  by  our 
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grand  officers  as  to  the  future  of  this  Maine  chapter.  The  brothers 
had  been  obliged  to  give  up  their  hall,  and  their  number  of  active 
members  was  reduced,  I  believe,  to  four.  They  are  again  with 
their  hall,  and  have  been  enjoying  its  occupancy  for  something 
over  a  year,  and  with  their  newly  pledged  men  the  chapter  num- 
bers eleven,  and  possibly  twelve  active  members.  The  brothers  are 
a  set  of  serious,  purposeful,  able  men,  and  I  feel  perfectly  assured 
that  the  interests  of  our  Fraternity  are  committed  to  safe  keeping 
at  Colby  University. 

Our  glorious  chapter  at  University  of  Maine,  Beta  Upsilon,  is 
a  veritable  bulwark  of  strength,  with  its  thirty-one  picked  men. 

Next  to  a  visit  to  our  Congress  is  to  be  ranked  a  visit  to  these 
Maine  boys.  I  cannot  think  of  them  without  feeling  a  tingling 
sensation  of  enthusiasm.  They  all  live  in  a  fine,  spacious  chapter 
house  and  my  brief  stay  within  its  portals  set  me  thinking  about 
Valhalla  with  its  immortal  heroes. 

Massachusetts  Gamma  Beta  at  Tufts  College,  and  Khode 
Island  Gamma  Delta,  at  Brown  University,  both  of  which  chapters 
I  had  already  visited,  are  keeping  up  their  traditional  A.  T.  0. 
work  and  spirit. 

.  Both  Gamma  Delta  and  Vermont  Beta  Zeta  have  suffered 
something  of  a  landslide  by  way  of  loss  of  men  from  college,  but 
both  Gamma  Delta  and  Beta  Zeta  have  proved  equal  to  the  emer- 
gency, and  have  secured  respectively  six  and  eight  new  and  valu- 
able accretions  to  membership.  I  think  that  I  am  only  conserva- 
tive in  saying  that  the  present  condition  and  future  outlook  for 
our  beloved  New  England  chapters  are  bright  and  strong.

PROVINCE  VIII. 

Dear  Palm: — Alpha  Tau  Omega  in  the  old  Volunteer  State 
is  in  a  prosperous  condition.  With  possibly  one  exception,  all  of 
the  five  chapters  entered  upon  the  fall  campaign  full  of  vigor,  and 
as  a  result  twenty-two  (22)  initiations  have  been  reported  to  this 
office  from  September  up  to  the  present  time,  an  average  of  4.4. 

The  largest  number  of  initiations  has  been  made  by  Tenn. 
Alpha  Tau,  reporting  seven  (7);  and  the  smallest  number  by  Tenn. 
Beta  Pi,  reporting  two  (2),  although  it  can  be  said  in  behalf  of  the 
last  named  chapter  that  it  still  has  several  good  men  on  its  "spik- 
ing" list. 

Conservatism,  the  safety-valve  of  a  chapter,  is  judiciously 
handled,  and  each  chapter  is  impressed  with  the  idea  that  "qual- 
ity," and  not  "quantity,"  is  the  essential  to  an  ideal  brotherhood. 
Where  proper  conservatism  has  not  been  in  evidence  the  chapter 
has  been  cautioned,  and  as  an  illustration  of  the  conservative  pol- 
icy now  in  vogue,  one  chapter  in  the  Province  that  reported  ten 
initiations  last  year  has  up  to  the  present  time  reported  four. 

All  of  the  chapters  have  elected  their  delegates  and  alternates 
to  the  Chicago  Congress,  and  prospects  are  that  a  strong,  delega- 
tion will  be  present  from  Province  VIII:  Tenn.  Omega,  that  ster- 
ling chapter  of  which  every  Alpha  Tau  is  proud,  reporting  that  six 
of  the  brothers  expect  to  attend. 
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A  personal  knowledge  of  the  chapter  at  Clarksville  justifies 
the  statement  that  Tenn.  Alpha  Tan  is  enjoying  probably  the 
most  prosperous  season  in  its  history.  The  chapter  will  be  repre- 
sented at  Congress  by  Brother  T.  L.  Green,  who  is  a  brother  of 
that  honored  Alpha  Tan,  Brother  James  E.  Green. 

Conditions  at  Knoxville  can  be  surmised  from  the  following 
quotations  from  a  recent  letter  received  from  a  Brother  who  is 
familiar  with  Fraternity  life  at  the  University  of  Tennessee:  "The 
chapter,  I  think,  is  in  fine  condition.  They  keep  their  heads  about 
them  and  show  little  tendency  to  run  off  after  numbers,  as  so  many 
Fraternities  are  prone  to  do  at  the  opening  of  a  new  session.  In 
my  opinion  the  chapter  is  in  a  solid  and  first-class  condition.  No 
other  Fraternitv  at  this  institution  is  held  in  greater  honor  than 
the  A.  T.  0." 

At  time  of  taking  charge  of  the  chapters  now  comprising 
Province  VIII,  my  predecessor,  Brother  Bingham,  assured  me  that 
in  Tenn.  Beta  Tau  an  ideal  chapter  from  a  Provincial  Chief's  view- 
point would  be  found.  Time  has  fully  substantiated  the  correct- 
ness of  this  statement,  as  my  correspondence  with  this  chapter  has 
always  received  that  courteous  and  prompt  attention  not  always 
found  by  Fraternity  officials,  and  is  worthy  of  the  highest  com- 
mendation. 

Tenn.  Beta  Pi  was  handicapped  at  the  opening  of  the  season 
by  the  failure  of  several  old  men  to  return.  The  chapter  has  now 
gotten  down  to  work  in  earnest,  and  no  doubt  good  results  will  be 
shown,  as  the  younger  brothers  are  developing  as  a  result  of  the 
new  responsibility  thrust  upon  them. 

Looking  forward  with  much  pleasure  to  the  coming  Congress, 
and  expecting  much  good  to  be  accomplished  in  this  section  for 
Alpha,  Tau  Omega  as  a  result  of  the  enthusiasm  and  inspiration  re- 
ceived by  the  large  delegation  from  Tennessee,  and  by  them  trans- 
mitted to  chapters  scattered  throughout  the  State.

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THE  PROGRESS  OF  THE  CATALOGUE. 

Dear  Palm: — Your  letter  dated  November  3d,  1902,  in  which 
you  ask  me  if  I  can't  "send  you  something-"  relative  to  the  Cata- 
logue Committee's  work,  reaches  me  at  a  time  when  any  other 
subject  but  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  catalogue  would  be  out  of  the 
question,  but  as  you  have  taken  up  my  pet  subject  I  will  simply 
turn  the  switch  and  lay  down  my  gaily  decorated,  interleafed  cata- 
logue which  I  have  used  for  corrections  and  give  you  an  idea  of 
what  has  been  done  in  my  line.  Before  I  speak  of  this  work  I  feel 
I  should  beg  the  indulgence  of  my  readers  if  I  should  in  any  way 
appear  egotistical  in  my  review. 

Again  one  fact  should  be  made  plain,  as  recognized  by  all 
Greek-letter  Fraternities,  namely,  that  no  branch  of  Fraternity 
work  is  of  more  importance  to  the  success  of  such  an  organization 
than  that  of  locating  the  Alumni  of  the  said  organization. 

Another  fact  which  I  look  upon  as  true  is  that  which  was 
spoken  by  the  Sage  of  Monticello  in  regard  to  the  University 
which  he  created:  "The  strength  of  a  University  depends  upon 
its  Alumni."  The  same  should  be,  and  is,  true  necessarily  of  an 
organization  which  is  distinctly  a  part  of  University  life.  Boards 
of  Visitors  and  Faculties  throughout  our  land  have  recognized 
this  truth  and  are  exerting  themselves  in  locating  and  interesting 
their  Alumni  in  their  alma  muter.  In  many  cases  their  efforts 
are  little  appreciated  by  the  men  who  should  feel  so  deeply  all  that 
has  been  done  for  them  by  the  said  institutions,  but  are  soon  too 
much  occupied  in  their  individual  pursuits.  I  ask  the  question: 
Is  it  right  that  we  should  so  soon  forget? 

The  same  question  can  and  should  be  asked  of  every  Alumnus 
of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Fraternity.  If  a  few  men,  unremu- 
nerated,  are  willing,  although  as  engrossed  in  the  natural  struggle 
for  existence  as  you  are,  to  sacrifice  their  spare  time  in  their 
efforts  for  the  Fraternity  they  love  and  find  time  to  serve,  is  it,  I 
ask,  too  much  for  you  to  give  them  your  hearty  cooperation,  when 
it  requires  only  a  few  moments  every  few  years  in  answering  one 
or  two  questions  which  are  asked  in  regard  to  your  Alumni  life? 
What,  I  ask  you,  gives  as  much  pleasure  to  men  who  have  knocked 
about  and  who  have  been  knocked  about  by  the  world  for  a  num- 
ber of  years,  as  an  evening  spent  with  men  of  their  age,  who  were 
college  mates?  When  men  like  Senator  Simmons,  Page  Morris, 
Edgar  Poe  (they  will  pardon  me  using  their  names  in  this  con- 
nection), all  representing  their  constituents  at  the  National  Capi- 
tal, can  spare  an  evening  from  their  many  demands,  attending  a

meeting  of  their  Alumni  Association  and  who  show  by  their  faces 
and  expression  the  rest  and  pleasure  they  have  secured  in  talking 
over  old  college  days,  I  feel  there  is  nothing  more  to  say  on  this 
point.  Yes,  my  dear  brothers,  if  the  Palm,  an  appeal  from  the 
Catalogue  Committee,  or  from  any  other  source,  brings  back  to 
you  even  for  a  moment  the  memories  of  those  dear,  sweet  years 
that  have  passed,  I  cannot  but  feel  that  you  are  the  one  who  has 
been  benefited.  This  rather  lengthy  prelude,  I  trust,  you  will 
pardon,  but  your  committee  must  needs  ask  for  your  cooperation 
in  doing  this  great  work. 

Early  in  the  seventies,  when  the  Fraternity  was  in  its  child- 
hood, our  staunch  and  devoted  brother,  "Joe  Anderson,"  recog- 
nized the  need  of  finding  the  "old  men/'  As  a  result,  he  published 
a  preliminary  catalogue,  or  more  properly,  directory,  in  pamphlet 
form. 

Twenty  years  later  it  was  that  any  effort  was  made  to  publish 
another  list.  During  these  twenty  years  the  numbers  had  in- 
creased from  a  few  hundred  to  over  four  thousand,  so  that  when 
your  committee  went  to  work  in  the  summer  of  1896  they  practi- 
cally were  forced  to  begin  at  the  beginning.  Fortunately  our  fore- 
fathers recognized  an  important  necessity,  namely,  that  every  in- 
itiate should  make  a  formal  application  for  membership  after 
elected,  and  that  his  name  in  full  and  his  home  address  should 
appear  on  this  application.  Besides  being  preserved,  this  informa- 
tion was  recorded  in  the  Fraternity's  record  book,  so  that  your 
committee  had  the  data  with  which  to  begin  work.  At  once  a 
pamphlet  was  printed  giving  all  their  names,  and  like  the  endless 
chain  system,  was  sent  by  us  to  certain  brothers  to  be  corrected 
and  returned.  By  this  preliminary  catalogue  and  many  supple- 
mented letters  I  was  able  to  secure  sufficient  data  to  publish  a 
fairly  satisfactory  list  and  so  recommended  to  our  fifteenth  Con- 
gress. It  was  ordered,  and  in  less  than  two  months  the  edition  of 
seven  hundred  and  fifty  books  was  ready  for  distribution.  In  this 
work  your  committee  knew  there  were  many  errors  and  mistakes, 
but  they  felt  that  these  errors  would  in  time  right  themselves.  One 
mistake  was  made:  the  book  was  called  the  catalogue,  following 
the  example  set  by  our  sister  organizations;  in  truth  it  was  a  direc- 
tory, and  such  it  should  be  called.  Since  this  work  was  distributed 
your  committee  has  spent  many  hours  correcting  mistakes,  and 
few  days  have  passed  since  1897.  when  some  correction  was  not 
made. 

A  few  months  ago  I  determined,  as  chairman  of  the  Catalogue 
Committee,  to  strain  every  nerve  in  correcting  the  material  in 
hand,  so  that  a  new  edition  might  be  forthcoming.    With  this  ob- 
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ject  in  view  I  wrote  to  the  active  chapters  and  requested  them  to 
appoint  a  committee  of  three,  to  he  known  as  the  Catalogue  Com- 
mittee, who  should  secure  not  later  than  December  1st,  1902,  the 
present  occupation  and  address  of  every  initiate  upon  their  roll, 
in  no  case  over  two  hundred  men.  I  promised  them  that  if  they 
would  accomplish  this  work  I  would,  almost  single-handed,  promise 
to  locate  the  Alumni  of  the  defunct  chapters,  which  number 
thirty-six.  Without  any  intent  to  be  egotistical  I  can  truly  say  my 
effort  has  been  most  successful,  although  I  have  been  called  upon 
to  find  members  who  have  been  out  of  college  since  1868  (in  fact, 
all  of  them  have  been  Alumni  since  about  1894).  As  I  say,  I  am 
ready  with  my  chapters  and  await  with  much  hope  the  report  to  be 
made  by  your  committee  of  three.  I  have  cautioned  them,  not  to 
depend  upon  the  present  address,  as  given  in  the  catalogue  of 
1897.  This  is  most  important,  and  I  trust  that  every  address  will 
be  verified.  I  sincerely  hope  chapters  will  do  their  best  and  not 
be  content  until  every  man  has  been  heard  from.  Over  three 
thousand  letters,  postals  and  circulars  have  I  sent  out  during  the 
last  six  months.  In  addition  to  this  large  amount  of  clerical  work, 
I  have  adopted  the  card  system  as  a  permanent  record  for  this 
data.  Every  man  has  a  separate  card,  which,  besides  recording 
his  chapter  name  in  full,  home  address,  when  initiated,  year  in- 
itiated, with  space  for  collegiate  degrees,  present  occupation  and 
city  address,  besides  sufficient  space  for  changes,  etc.  At  the 
present  time  a  card  has  been  made  out  by  me  for  my  thirty-six 
chapters,  and  sufficient  cards  have  been  sent  to  the  active  chapters 
asking  them  to  carefully  prepare  their  roll  upon  these  cards  for 
future  records.  I  shall  expect  each  chapter  to  mail  me  a  card  for 
every  initiate  after  finishing  their  report  to  date,  which  will  be 
duly  placed  when  I  receive  it. 

As  you  will  see,  this  short  sketch  has  been  hurriedly  written, 
more  as  a  letter  than  as  a  magazine  article.  The  hearty  coopera- 
tion of  many  Alumni  and  especially  the  efficient  aid  rendered  by 
our  Provincial  Chiefs,  has  aided  me  greatly  in  my  efforts;  still  I 
cannot  let  this  chance  pass  without  asking  every  Alumnus  who 
reads  this  article  to  send  me  the  addresses  of  any  A.  T.  Os  known 
to  him,  especially  those  living  in  his  locality  or  any  old  chapter 
mates.  In  closing,  I  feel  satisfied  that  the  chapters  will  do  their 
part  and  that  I  will  be  in  a  position  to  recommend  to  the  eighteenth 
Congress  a  second  edition  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  catalogue.

THE  NEW  YORK  ALUMNI  ASSOCIATION. 

REPORT   OF  PRESIDENT. 

The  years  that  carry  us  further  away  from  the  days  of  exuber- 
ance are  inexorable  in  their  cruel  swiftness,  and  another  one  has 
just  slipped  away  with  its  inerasable  record.  There  have  been 
many  disappointments,  but,  on  the  whole,  the  Association  has 
prospered  as  is  evidenced  by  the  report  of  the  secretary  and  treas- 
urer. The  multifarious  cares  of  New  York  City  life  have  not 
dampened  the  friendship  that  is  ours.  On  the  contrary,  the  efforts 
of  previous  years  have  been  bearing  fruit  in  the  crystallization  of 
our  interests  and  in  the  growth  of  an  esprit  de  corps  which  was  for 
a  long  time  lacking.  The  effect  of  this  is  to  be  seen  in  the  in- 
creased attendance  at  the  smokers  and  banquets,  which  has  reached 
high-water  mark  in  our  history  during  the  last  year. 

The  programs  have  been  directed  toward  the  development 
of  a  corporeal  self-consciousness.  There  has  been  an  attempt  to 
outline  our  duty  as  Alumni,  to  the  chapters,  the  general  Fraternity 
and  to  ourselves.  So  far  has  the  general  purpose  been  attained 
that  we  are  not  only  conscious  of  our  corporate  existence,  but  we 
are  feeling  an  added  pride  in  our  Association.  Close  relations 
have  been  established  with  all  the  Provincial  Chiefs,  one  of  whom, 
Brother  Leo  Wise,  of  our  own  Province,  was  present  at  the  last 
banquet.  The  W.  G.  C,  Brother  Lamar,  The  High  Council, 
through  Brother  N.  Wiley  Thomas,  and  The  Palm,  by  Brother 
Paul  T.  Cherington,  editor,  have  exerted  themselves  to  the  fullest, 
not  only  to  encourage,  but  to  help  in  the  execution  of  the  ideas 
which  the  Board  of  Governors  has  suggested. 

These  plans,  while  not  yet  effective,  represent,  in  an  incipient 
stage,  the  new  dignity  which  the  Association  has  been  assuming,  a 
dignity  which  represents  for  each  one  of  us  the  addition  of  years, 
experience  and  responsibility  to  our  life  account.  For  the  growth 
of  this  association-consciousness  is  not  more  the  result  of  our  meet- 
ing together  than  of  our  individual  growth.  Education,  society 
and  Fraternity  to  us  now  in  business  are  words  of  far  greater  mean- 
ing than  when  we  were  in  college,  because  we  have  come  to  appre- 
ciate many  things  that  escaped  even  observation  in  the  careless 
past. 

In  reality,  it  will  probably  be  admitted  that  the  Fraternity  in 
its  college  relations,  if  not  purely  social,  is  more  that  than  any- 
thing else.  There  are  no  very  serious  questions,  either  of  fact  or 
policy,  that  present  themselves  to  it.     But  when  the  men  have 
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graduated,  and  have  become  residents  of  any  city  and  participants 
in  its  strenuous  life,  questions  not  purely  those  of  society  become 
important.  For  such  men,  especially  in  New  York,  the  mainte- 
nance of  an  Alumni  Association,  simply  for  the  purpose  of  getting 
together  from  time  to  time  and  telling  stories  of  "auld  lang  syne," 
has  not  sufficient  power  to.  attract  the  individuals  or  to  make  effect- 
ive the  organization.  Add  to  this  the  fact  that  they  have  a  pe- 
culiar relationship  to  young  men  still  in  college,  and  it  becomes 
evident  that  these  older  fellows  should  make  use  of  their  more 
mature  councils  to  increase  the  value  of  a  college  experience  to 
the  boys  who  come  within  reach  of  their  influence.  This  con- 
tinuous purpose,  which  should  underlie  all  smokers  and  banquets 
of  such  an  association,  could  perhaps  be  expressed  in  general  terms 
as  a  desire  to  foster  in  the  boys  in  school  a  spirit  of  brotherhood 
which  shall  be  truly  American.  This  might  mean  the  putting  in 
effect  of  plans  for  developing  in  the  active  chapters  those  elements 
of  social  life  which  are  really  worth  while,  and  which  now,  as 
Alumni,  the  older  men  see  were  often  lacking  in  the  Fraternity 
groups  of  their  undergraduate  relationships. 

To  meet  this  vital  question  some  time  and  thought  has  been 
spent  in  outlining  two  plans.  One  of  these  is  that  of  constituting 
a  committee  to  correspond  with  (1)  such  chapters  through  the 
country  as  attract  attention  by  their  letters  in  the  Palm,  on  ac- 
count of  particularly  commendable  activities;  (2)  such  as  appear  to 
be  discouraged  because  of  untoward  conditions;  (3)  such  as  are 
perhaps  active  and  strong,  but  are  separated  by  distance  from  any 
neighbors  in  our  own  brotherhood.  If  space  permitted,  extracts 
from  such  correspondence  as  the  President  has  already  received 
could  be  quoted  to  show  that  this  interest  is  not  only  appreciated, 
but  is  undoubtedly  capable  of  becoming  beneficial. 

The  second  plan  is  that  of  the  prize  essay.  In  general  terms, 
this  plan  is,  first,  to  offer  a  prize  of  $25  or  $50,  to  be  given  in  June, 
1903,  for  a  compilation  of  facts  in  the  history  of  Fraternity  chap- 
ters, whether  in  favor  of  them  or  otherwise.  Second,  this  is  to  be 
followed  in  1904  by  an  essay,  under  similar  conditions,  making  use 
of  these  (and  other)  data  as  a  basis  of  deductions  on  the  status  of 
Fraternity  life  in  college. 

That  opinions  differ  as  to  the  value  of  the  various  Fraternity 
chapters,  both  to  their  own  members  and  to  the  democratic  spirit 
of  American  colleges,  needs  no  iteration.  To  get  the  real  light  of 
investigation  on  college  social  life  will  be  of  scientific  advantage. 
It  will  also  afford  the  Alumni  Association  a  problem  worthy  of  its 
dignity  and  creditable  to  its  spirit.  The  effect  on  the  chapters, 
also,  should  be  beneficial.     There  would  be,  at  least,  a  slight  im- 
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pulse  toward  supplementing  ideals  of  athletic  or  social  preemi- 
nence, where  such  exist,  by  those  of  a  more  scientific  and  scholarly 
nature.  To  open  this  discussion  to  all  men  in  college,  whether  in 
Fraternity  or  not,  is  certainly  the  only  just  and  scientific  possi- 
bility. Its  effect  should  be  immediate  benefit  by  leading  the 
chapters  to  look  upon  men  with  a  view  to  their  ability  to  win  some 
distinction  in  contests  of  this  kind.  To  see  the  prize  won  by  a 
non-Fraternity  man  would  certainly  stimulate  the  members  of  a 
chapter  who  might  have  failed  in  competition  with  him. 

To  carry  out  this  plan,  the  President  has  been  authorized  to 
appoint  a  committee  of  three.  In  consultation  with  the  Board,  it 
has  been  determined  to  ask  one  of  the  younger  men  to  serve  as 
chairman,  who  shall  be  the  executive  member  of  the  committee, 
and  two  of  the  older  and  more  experienced  men  to  act  with  him  as 
advisers.  The  prosecution  of  the  work  will  thus  be  concentrated 
in  the  hands  of  one  man,  while  the  character  of  his  efforts  will  be 
affected  by  experienced  advice. 

To  pay  the  expenses  and  provide  the  money  for  the  prizes  will 
be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Governors,  and  will  be  a  problem  of 
very  little  significance,  in  view  of  the  fact  of  our  present  increasing 
personal  interest  and  financial  prosperity. 

The  time  for  executing  these  proposed  activities  is  now  and 
here.  Will  the  "added  pride,"  "self-respect"  and  "dignity"  re- 
ferred to  above  stand  up  to  the  task  of  really  accomplishing  some^ 
thing?  Who  dares  doubt  it?  Men,  money  and  the  spirit  to  act 
are  needed.  The  first  meeting  of  the  year  will  demonstrate  in 
which  of  the  three  we  are  lacking.  If  both  men  and  spirit  shall 
be  present,  the  money  will  appear. 

In  conclusion,  let  me  thank  the  Association  for  the  honor  of 
having  been  its  President  for  this  year  of  growth,  and  the  Board  of 
Governors  for  its  brotherly  support.

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NEW  YORK  ALUMNI  ASSOCIATION  NOTES. 

Three  definite  matters  are  now  being  considered  by  the 
Alumni  Association,  viz.:  The  prize  essay  plan,  a  committee  to  cor- 
respond with  the  active  chapters  and  the  question  of  Association 
headquarters.  As  set  forth  with  great  clearness  and  force  in  the 
annual  report  of  the  President,  the  Association  hopes  to  set  on 
foot  a  serious  investigation,  conducted  on  scientific  principles,  of 
college  Fraternity  life,  and  the  collection  of  useful  data  in  regard 
thereto — a  piece  of  work  of  obvious  value,  but  never  under- 
taken, so  far  as  the  Association  is  aware.  A  committee  consisting 
of  Brothers  Walter  Page,  of  the  "World's  Work;"  Irving  Baeheller, 
author  of  "Eben  Holden,"  and  Harry  Pitkin,  Columbia  University, 
the  last  named  to  be  the  executive  member,  has  been  appointed  to 
have  charge  of  this  competition.  The  character  of  the  committee 
is  a  sufficient  guarantee  that  the  plan  outlined  by  the  President 
will  be  satisfactorily  matured  and  executed. 

A  committee  of  one,  Brother  Frank  E.  Bott,  Ohio  Beta  Mu, 
290  Broadway,  New  York,  has  been  appointed  "to  correspond  with 
(1)  such  chapters  ....  as  attract  attention  by  their  letters 
in  the  Palm,  on  account  of  particularly  commendable  activities;  (2) 
such  as  appear  to  be  discouraged  because  of  untoward  conditions; 
(3)  such  as  ...  .  are  separated  by  distance  from  any  neigh- 
bors in  our  own  brotherhood."  Such  a  correspondence  has  been 
carried  on  by  the  President  at  irregular  intervals  during  the  past 
year  as  his  time  permitted,  with  many  gratifying  evidences  that  the 
Association's  interest  in  the  chapters  included  in  the  above  classes 
was  highly  appreciated.  It  is  hoped  that  a  regular  committee  will 
be  able  to  do  this  work  with  more  thoroughness  and  increased  use- 
fulness. 

The  third  matter  under  consideration  is  that  of  Association 
headquarters.  At  present  the  New  York  Alumni  are  forced  to 
meet  in  restaurants,  hotels  or  rented  halls  with  undesirable  or  in- 
convenient surroundings.  The  Association  has  no  permanent  ad- 
dress, which  fact  increases  the  difficulty  of  locating  or  being  lo- 
cated by  the  members  of  the  Fraternity  residing  in  or  visiting  the 
city.  As  Brother  W.  W.  Moss  is  investigating  the  matter  with  a 
view  to  securing  permanent  and  desirable  headquarters  for  the 
Association,  we  hope  soon  to  have  a  fitting  place  to  which  to  wel- 
come all  brothers  who  are  in  the  city  either  as  transients  or  other- 
wise. 

These  matters  were  considered  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association  on  October  17th,  a  meeting  which  was  well  attended 
and  enthusiastic.  Eight  of  the  active  members  of  Alpha  Lambda 
chapter  were  present  as  the  guests  of  the  Association.     Brother 
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John  M.  Thompson  was  elected  a  delegate  from  the  Association  to 
the  next  Congress,  and  Brother  W.  B.  Buck  was  appointed  Palm 
correspondent.

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EDITORIAL  NOTES. 


The  Fraternity  Chapter  House  fills  a  unique  place  in  our 
social  organization.  It  is  more  than  club  house,  more  than  board- 
ing place,  more  than  living  headquarters,  more  than  any  other 
part  of  a  college  man's  life  except  his  own  home. 

To  most  of  the  men  living  in  a  chapter  house  this  is  a  new 
home,  without  the  restraint  of  parental  care,  but  with  the  new  re- 
straint of  responsibility  to  one's  self  and  one's  fellows.  It  is  here 
that  many  a  man  learns  the  weight  of  joint  accountability  for 
carelessness  or  wrongdoing,  and  the  strength  of  incentives  to  re- 
spectability for  its  own  sake.  He  sees  here  as  never  before  that 
"no  man  liveth  to  himself,  and  no  man  dieth  to  himself."  The 
chapter  house  teaches  to  a  growing  man  the  second  phase  of  ethi- 
cal upbuilding — the  value  of  right  living  because  of  its  effect  on 
others  and  on  ourselves,  as  distinct  from  right  living  by  precept. 

It  is  because  of  this  feature  of  chapter  house  life  that  a  house 
is  essential  to  the  best  Fraternity  work.  And  by  a  "house"  is  not 
meant  merely  a  living  place  for  brothers  in  an  order,  but  a  whole- 
some, manly,  helpful,  clean  family  of  growing  minds  in  a  congenial 
environment.  A  chapter  house  is  an  infinite  power  for  good  or 
evil,  and  with  all  its  good-fellowship,  with  all  its  comforts,  with  all 
its  opportunities  for  close  man-to-man  contact,  it  must  be  kept 
scrupulously  clean.  The  sanctity  of  the  home  is  essential  to 
wholesome  national  life.  The  sacredness  of  the  chapter  house  is 
absolutely  necessary  to  Fraternity  growth. 

The  Palm  is  delighted  to  learn  that  Brother  Vassar  Allen, 
Provincial  Chief  of  Province  I,  is  able  to  resume  his  duties.  He 
has  had  a  long  and  serious  illness,  and  all  Alpha  Taus  will  rejoice 
over  his  recovery. 

A  word  to  the  chapter  correspondents.  The  chapter  letters  in 
this  issue  were,  as  a  whole,  the  best-written  lot  received  this  year. 
A  larger  percentage  than  ever  before  had  the  headings  correct,  and 
perhaps  the  most  delightful  feature  of  all  was  the  fact  that  not  a 
single  one  was  written  on  both  sides  of  the  sheet.  These  are  small 
things,  but  they  are  just  the  kind  of  things  that  cannot  be  slighted 
if  one  is  to  form  the  very  desirable  and  necessary  habit  of  doing 
things  correctly.  The  correspondents  are  to  be  congratulated  also 
on  the  matter  in  the  letters,  but  this  is  rather  a  question  of  skill 
and  capacity  for  expression,  and  hence  not  so  deserving  of  com- 
mendation as  is  the  attention  to  smaller  and  more  significant  mat- 
ters.   The  Shield  of  Phi  Kappa  Psi  has  hit  upon  a  plan  for  encour- 
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aging  care  in  the  preparation  of  chapter  letters  which  has  much  to 
recommend  it.  It  writes  to  the  correspondents  as  follows:  "When 
your  letter  is  sent,  he  sure  that  it  is  just  as  you  want  it  to  go  into 
print,  because  in  one  number  of  the  present  volume  it  is  the  inten- 
tion of  the  management  to  print  a  set  of  letters  just  as  they  come 
from  the  chapter  correspondents  for  the  purpose  of  illustration." 

Brother  L.  W.  Glazebrook  reports  that  the  work  on  the  Frar- 
ternity  Catalogue  progresses  in  an  encouraging  manner.  We  trust 
that  all  A.  T.  Os.,  both  undergraduates  and  Alumni,  will  read 
Brother  Glazebrook's  account  of  the  present  status  of  the  work 
which  will  be  found  in  this  issue.  The  work  of  getting  new  infor- 
mation concerning  over  6,000  men  scattered  all  over  this  country, 
and  even  in  other  countries,  is  one  which  is  much  greater  than 
most  of  us  realize.  We  all  know,  however,  what  a  source  of  satis- 
faction a  really  good  directory  is,  and  we  can  all  be  assured  that  if 
the  new  edition  of  our  catalogue  is  not  the  best  fraternity  catalogue 
ever  published,  it  will  not  be  due  to  any  shortcomings  of  the  chair- 
man of  the  Catalogue  Committee. 

The  Palm  extends  to  all  competitors  in  the  Greek  world  the 
best  of  wishes  for  a  Happy  New  Year.  Alpha  Tau  Omega  starts 
the  new  year,  as  it  has  all  others,  "with  malice  toward  none,"  but 
with  the  determination  to  fight  and  labor  that  her  best  work  shall 
be  made  manifest.  

Bishops  Vincent  and  Hamilton,  of  the  Methodist  Church,  re- 
cently visited  Philadelphia.  The  Palm  interviewed  them  and 
reports  two  very  enthusiastic  Alpha  Taus. 

The  Palm  has  been  requested  to  say  that,  in  view  of  his  im- 
proved condition  of  health,  Dr.  Otis  A.  Glazebrook  has  been  in- 
duced to  resume  the  duties  of  the  chairmanship  of  the  High 
Council.

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THE  OLYMPIAN  GAMES. 

In  1896,  sixteen  hundred  years  after  the  Olympian  games  of 
ancient  Greece  had  last  been  celebrated,  these  classic  contests  were 
revived  at  Athens  by  the  King  of  the  Hellenes.  The  local  arrange- 
ments were  under  the  personal  direction  of  the  crown  prince,  and 
at  the  series  of  games,  which  extended  over  a  period  of  ten  days, 
the  principal  governments  of  the  world  were  officially  represented. 

A  marble  stadium  prepared  for  the  occasion  furnished  an 
arena  for  the  sports,  which  were  witnessed  on  certain  days  by  as 
many  as  seventy  thousand  people.  The  king  and  the  municipality 
of  Athens  contributed  munificently  to  the  entertainment  of  the 
public;  the  city  and  the  Acropolis  were  illuminated;  night  fetes 
were  organized  at  the  Pireus,  and  social  functions  were  held  by 
various  officers  of  the  State. 

The  games  of  1904  are  to  be  held  in  Chicago,  and  the  officials 
have  already  devoted  a  great  deal  of  time  and  expense  to  the  pro- 
motion of  these  games.  A  committee  has  been  in  Europe  for  sev- 
eral months,  and  has  succeeded  in  interesting  many  notable  people, 
including  the  Emperor  of  Germany,  the  King  of  Greece,  the  Presi- 
dents of  Switzerland  and  France;  and  Sir  Thomas  Lipton  has  as- 
sured the  officials  of  his  cooperation,  and  it  is  probable  that  his 
yacht  will  be  seen  on  Lake  Michigan  during  the  games. 

President  Roosevelt  has  taken  considerable  personal  interest 
and  there  will  be  several  features  which  he  has  suggested. 

The  duration  of  the  games,  which  will  consume  a  large  portion 
of  September  and  October,  will  be  such  as  to  afford  ample  time 
for  the  extensive  program  it  is  intended  to  present. 

The  space  allowed  here  is  entirely  too  short  to  catalogue  the 
entire  program  of  the  games,  but  they  will  embrace  contests  in  all 
the  known  sports  of  the  world,  together  with  the  history  of  the 
various  games  and  the  apparatus  used. 

The  management  of  the  games,  appreciating  the  importance 
of  reaching  the  undergraduate  men  in  our  various  educational  in- 
stitutions and  interesting  them  in  the  games,  has  hit  upon  the  idea 
of  doing  this  through  the  Greek-letter  Fraternities.  A  committee 
has  already  been  appointed,  embracing  two  men  from  each  of  the 
National  Fraternities.  The  purpose  of  this  committee  will  be  to 
create  an  enthusiasm"  in  the  games  and  suggest  a  program  for 
Fraternity  Day.

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third  floor  of  Eeese  Hall,  the  newest  and  best  equipped  dormitory 
at  the  University.  Our  chapter  room  and  parlor,  which  is  on  the 
same  floor  of  the  building,  is  tastily  and  comfortably  furnished, 
and  the  brothers  pass  many  pleasant  hours  within  its  walls.  This 
is  the  first  time  since  the  reorganization  of  Tennessee  Pi  that  all 
the  brothers  have  roomed  in  the  same  building,  but  the  pleasure 
we  derive  from  being  together  is  sufficient  evidence  that  we  shall 
continue  to  strive  until  Tennessee  Pi  has  a  chapter  house  of  its 
own. 

Only  five  old  A.  T.  Os  returned  to  the  University,  but  we 
now  number  ten  members  in  all,  one  of  whom,  Brother  J.  M. 
Troutt,  is  an  affiliate  from  Tennessee  Beta  Tau  at  Jackson.  The 
new  brothers  whom  Tennessee  Pi  presents  to  the  Alpha  Tau 
Omega  world  are  Brothers  R.  H.  Evans,  of  Loudon,  Tenn.;  L.  B. 
Lockwood,  of  Chattanooga;  J.  G.  Rainey,  of  Columbus,  Tenn.,  and 
J.  F.  Carson,  of  Knoxville,  who  is  a  son  of  an  old  A.  T.  0.,  Brother 
AY.  W.  Carson,  now  Professor  of  Civil  Engineering  in  the  Uni- 
versity. 

Brothers  Boss  and  Fuqua  are  the  old  members  of  our  chapter 
who  did  not  return  to  the  University  this  year.  Brother  Ross  has 
entered  the  University  of  Nebraska,  while  Brother  Fuqua  has  ac- 
cepted a  position  as  transitman  with  the  A.  K.  N.  Railroad. 

Tennessee  Pi,  so  far  this  year,  has  had  calls  from  several  old 
A.  T.  Os.  Brother  Park,  of  Virginia  Delta,  who  is  now  practic- 
ing law  in  Louisville,  visited  Knoxville  in  October  on  the  sad  mis- 
sion of  burying  his  father,  Judge  Park,  and  was  met  by  some  of 
our  brothers.  Other  A.  T.  Os  who  have  given  us  the  pleasure  of 
a  visit  are  Brother  Moore,  of  Georgia  Alpha  Theta;  Brother  O'Con- 
nor, of  Louisiana  Beta  Epsilon;  Brother  Weatherford,  of  Tennessee 
Beta  Pi;  Brother  Shackford,  of  Tennessee  Beta  Pi,  and  Brother 
Field,  of  Tennessee  Alpha  Tau,  the  last  three  of  whom  were  dele- 
gates to  the  State  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Convention  at  Knoxville  October 
18th  to  21st. 

This  year  marks  the  third  era  in  the  history  of  Tennessee  Pi 
and  we  expect  that  measure  of  success  which  we  sincerely  wish  for 
every  sister  chapter  of  Alpha  Taus.

THE  WISDOM  OF  THE  GREEKS. 


BEGINNING  THE  YEAR. 

There  is  everything  in  starting  right.  This  is  as  true  of  a 
college  course  as  of  a  running  race  or  a  wrestling  match.  The 
first  month  of  one's  college  experience  may  determine  the  trend 
of  an  entire  college  life.     The  first  year  is  pretty  certain  to  do  so. 

Unless  the  Freshman  of  to-day  comes  out  of  college  the 
Senior  of  1906,  better  prepared  for  a  serious  man's  work  in  the 
world,  his  college  experience  will  be  worse  than  wasted  upon  him. 
There  are  more  interesting  places  than  the  college  or  the  univer- 
sity for  the  idler  or  the  "sport,"  and  there  is  no  particular  reason, 
unless  it  be  parental  authority,  for  any  one  going  to  college  with 
mere  amusement  or  the  killing  of  time  in  view. 

The  prime  purpose  of  college  life  is  college  work.  College 
associations  form  its  most  important  subsidiary  benefit.  Not  as- 
sociation in  dissipation,  for  that  is  possible  at  the  corner  grocery 
in  the  most  remote  part  of  the  most  God-forsaken  portion  of  the 
country,  but  association  in  scholarly  endeavor,  in  the  ideals  and 
aspirations  that  are  a  part  of  college  life,  in  the  unusual  ex- 
periences which  make  the  undergraduate  period  something  that 
constrains  even  gray-haired  men  to  come  back  to  the  shades  of( 
alma  mater  a  half  century  after  their  college  years  have  become  a' 
memory. 

The  opportunities  of  a  college  course  are  peculiar.  They  are 
not  by  any  means  confined  to  the  class-room,  the  library  or  the 
laboratory,  or  all  these.  They  may  be  found  :at  their  very  best 
in  the  chapter  house,  or  the  associations  of  the  chapter  hall.     To* 
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learn  how  to  fit  smoothly  into  the  association  of  other  men,  how 
to  get  the  most  out  of  and  how  to  put  the  most  into  the  Fraternity 
— this  is  a  part  of  the  duty  and  the  privilege  of  the  men  now  on 
the  threshold  of  their  college  and  Fraternity  experience. — The 
Shield. 


THE  CHAPTER  AND  THE  COLLEGE. 

Emory  W.  Hunt,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  president  of  the  Denison  Uni- 
versity, gave  an  address  at  the  dedicatory  exercises  of  the  S.  S, 
Chamberlin  Lodge  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta  at  Denison,  which  will  be 
read  with  interest  by  the  Greek  world. 

"Mr.  President  and  Members  and  Friends  of  the  Lambda  Deuteron 
Chapter  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta: 

"I  appreciate  your  invitation  to  participate  in  the  dedicatory 
services  of  this  beautiful  lodge. 

"I  believe  in  the  fraternity  idea.  I  could  not  help  it.  I  was 
defrauded  of  some  of  the  initial  privileges  of  fraternity  life,  for 
four  brothers  preceded  me  in  membership  in  one  of  the  chapters 
in  my  alma  mater  and  the  rest  seemed  to  regard  my  place  as  fore- 
ordained and  that  money  and  time  spent  in  'rushing'  me  would  not 
prove  a  good  investment.  So  I  missed  much,  but  finally  the  chap- 
ter, which  was  supposed  to  have  a  mortgage  on  me,  graciously  fore- 
closed and  admitted  me.  After  twenty  years,  if  I  were  compelled 
to  choose  between  what  I  received  from  college  and  from  chapter, 
it  would  be  a  hard  choice.    I  still  believe  in  the  fraternity  idea. 

"Some  are  so  constituted  that  they  cannot  trust  what  they  do 
not  themselves  control.  Some  seem  to  suppose  there  can  be  no 
reason  for  secrecy  but  shame.  They  easily  conclude  that,  if  all 
acts  and  purposes  are  not  announced,  it  must  be  because  they  are 
not  fit  for  publication.  The  list  of  Alumni  of  almost  any  college 
fraternity  should  be  a  sufficient  refutation  of  such  a  thought. 

"The  personal  associations  formed  in  college  are  the  most 
permanent  and  influential  of  our  lives.  While  human  nature  re- 
mains they  will  continue  to  be  formed.  Even  if  not  regularly 
organized,  there  will  still  be  exclusive  circles,  but  ephemeral,  irre- 
sponsible and  with  less  of  character  and  of  purpose.  Fraternities 
are  better  than  cliques. 

It  is  not  true,  as  is  often  asserted,  that  a  fraternity  is  no  better 
than  the  members  that  compose  it.  The  fraternity  is  equal  to  the 
character  of  its  individual  members  plus  the  sense  of  responsibility 
for:  the  brotherhood.  And  this  increment  is  of  incalculable  prac- 
tical value.  Some  of  the  richest  experiences  of  my  life  have  been 
found:  in  .joining,  hands  with  others  about,  a  brother,  of  weak  and 
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vacillating  purpose.  Not  of  the  least  importance  was  the  help  the 
helpers  themselves  received.  Many  a  man  who  cares  too  little  for 
his  own  reputation  is  exceedingly  jealous  of  the  reputation  of  his 
chapter.  He  recognizes  that  he  is  the  custodian  of  the  good  name, 
not  only  of  his  chapter,  but  of  the  fraternity  at  large.  As  a  college 
officer,  I  would  not  think  of  handling  a  case  of  discipline  in  which 
a  fraternity  man  is  involved  without  availing  myself  of  the  help  I 
can  secure  from  the  men  of  his  fraternity.  They  are  closer  to  him 
than  I  can  be.    Through  them  I  can  most  effectively  reach  him. 

"An  element  of  special  value  and  importance  is  the  continued 
interest  and  supervision  of  the  Alumni  members  of  the  fraternity. 
Your  frequent  visits  are  the  surest  guarantee  of  its  usefulness. 
Your  influence  will  always  be  a  most  potent  factor  in  maintaining 
among  the  active  members  high  personal  and  intellectual  ideals. — 
The  Phi  Gamma  Delta. 


THE  EXEECISE  OF  JUDGMENT. 

The  College  Fraternity,  like  every  other  worthy  and  deserv- 
ing order,  has  grown  to  the  recognized  position  that  it  holds  to- 
day— a  powerful  adjunct  to  the  college — not  without  its  conflict 
after  conflict  from  many  and  various  sources,  meeting  face  to  face 
with  nons,  fellow  Fraternity  men,  and  even  legislative  bodies. 

In  some  instances  it  has  met  a  partial  defeat  at  the  cruel 
hands  of  opposition,  while  again  it  has  carried  an  overwhelming 
victory,  and  chiefly  by  a  mere  vindication  of  its  worth  and  char- 
acter— the  truest  and  noblest  of  all  qualities. 

The  peculiar  nature  of  fraternal  opposition  calls  for  other 
ways  of  confronting  than  what  is  customary  in  the  many  other 
phases  of  man's  relation  to  man.  When  these  unpleasant  relations 
arise  between  Fraternity  and  Fraternity,  as  it  has  in  some  few 
cases,  there  is  always  a  medium  of  accomplishing  a  mutual  under- 
standing and  agreement.  We  admit  the  "littleness"  of  such  oppo- 
sitional circumstances,  and  would  condemn  any  and  all  feelings 
that  exceed  the  limit  of  Fraternal  competition.  But  there  is  one 
redeeming  feature  of  such  opposition — it  is  open,  and  the  cause 
and  source  of  such  can  always  be  accounted  for,  whether  it  be  just 
or  unjust.  They  are  both  constituent  parts  of  the  so-called  "Greek 
World,"  and,  as  such,  can  more  easily  understand,  with  due  delib- 
eration, the  position  of  fellow  Fraternity  men,  for  such  they  are 
also.  '  ' 

But  the  Fraternity  has  its  "clouds  of  witnesses"  from  without 
as  well  as  from  within,  and  how  often  is  the  Frat.  at  the  mercy  of  a 
blind  prejudice  and  mistaken  judgment  on  the  part  of  those  who 
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know  nothing  whatever  of  Fraternity  interests,  and  yet  use  every 
effort  their  position  affords  to  impede  the  Fraternity's  growth. 
How  many  unjust  charges  are  heaped  upon  the  shoulders  of  the 
college  Fraternity,  and  this  is  one  of  the  most  trying  and  peculiar 
problems,  and  what  position  is  the  Frat.  to  take  under  such  cir- 
cumstances? Certainly  not  by  a  direct  opposition,  or  even  by  an 
orderly  correction,  though,  if  permissible,  it  would  gladly  and 
openly  vindicate  and  prove  by  open  argument  its  noble  position. 
But  such  seems  to  be  only  an  unfavorable  reaction  upon  itself.  Is 
it  not  a  guerrilla  warfare  being  waged  upon  the  Frat.,  whose  in- 
fluential weapons  are  silence  and  secrecy?  This  is  the  concealed 
and  coiled  serpent  in  the  Fraternity  pathway,  ever  watchful  of 
every  act  of  every  Fraternity  man — ever  ready  to  strike  deep  its 
fangs  at  the  very  heart  of  these  sacred  principles  that  are  so  dear 
to  the  Frat.  man,  and  for  no  other  reason  than  because  "it  is  a 
Fraternity." 

The  Frat.  man  is  a  man  of  influence  (if  not,  he  is  in  the  wrong 
place),  and  what  he  does,  or  what  he  says,  seems  to  be  always  sub- 
ject to  opinions  from  without  the  Frat.  So  to  sum  up  these 
thoughts  in  a  nutshell,  it  is  this: 

As  an  individual,  or  a  chapter,  when  these  experiences  face 
you,  your  honor  and  your  Fraternity's  honor  are  at  a  test,  shall 
one  hasty  act  bring  about  a  worse  evil,  or  shall  your  wise  and 
thoughtful  precaution  raise  you  in  the  estimation  of  those  who 
have  opposed  your  measure? — T.  Ellison  Simpson,  in  The  Shield 
and  Diamond.

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WHAT  OTHER  FRATERNITIES  ARE  DOING. 


According  to  The  Record  of  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon,  Stanford 
is  not  a  Fraternity  college  like  Cornell,  like  Michigan,  or  even  like 
California.  It  supports  but  twelve  Fraternities  and  four  Sororities. 
Nevertheless,  in  the  matter  of  wielding  power,  the  Fraternities 
may  be  said  to  be  very  strong.  They  control  the  musical  clubs  al- 
most absolutely.  They  represent  the  total  social  element.  They 
have  three-fourths  of  the  athletes,  three-fourths  of  the  literary 
men,  one-fourth  of  the  debaters.  In  the  management  of  the 
student  body  itself,  two-thirds  of  the  offices  are  held  by  Fraternity 
men.  The  life  of  the  individual  Fraternities  is  remarkably  con- 
sistent; but  it  is  quite  difficult  to  establish  new  chapters.  Only 
two  have  entered  here  since  1896.  The  majority  were  established 
within  six  months  after  the  opening  of  the  University.  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  has  no  chapter  at  Stanford  because  of  the  absence  of  any 
uniform  grade  of  marking.  The  general  grade  is  plus  or  minus; 
one  passes  or  one  fails.  The  Fraternities  having  chapters  at  Stan- 
ford are:  Sigma  Nu,  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon,  Delta  Upsilon,  Chi 
Psi,  Phi  Delta  Theta,  Delta  Gamma,  Sigma  Chi,  Kappa  Kappa 
Gamma,  Phi  Kappa  Psi,  Kappa  Sigma,  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon,  Zeta 
Psi,  Beta  Theta  Pi,  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  and  Alpha  Phi. 

Chi  Omega  entered  California  on  August  12th. 

Psi  Upsilon  installed  a  chapter  in  the  same  institution  on 
August  18th.  Psi  Upsilon  now  has  twenty-four  chapters.  One 
of  her  two  surviving  founders,  General  Edward  Martindale,  lives 
at  San  Diego.  The  new  chapter  has  thirty-four  members.  Prof. 
C.  M.  Gayley,  of  the  University,  is  a  Psi  U. 

Beta  Theta  Pi  held  the  1902  contention  at  Lake  Minnetonka, 
Minnesota,  July  8-11. 

D.  K.  E.  is  about  to  enter  University  of  Texas. 

The  Shield  of  Phi  Kappa  Psi  during  the  past  year  involved 
an  outlay  of  about  $2,000,  and  turned  over  a  dividend  of  over  $300 
to  the  Fraternity.  A  substantial  increase  in  Alumni  subscriptions 
is  said  to.be  responsible  for  this  result. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board'  of  Trustees  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Mississippi  they  adopted  a  resolution  with  reference  to  col- 
lege Fraternities  at  the  institution,  introduced  by  a  Fraternity 
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man,  W.  B.  Walker,  Delta  Tan  Delta.  It  was  decided  that  no 
chapters  shall  in  future  be  established  without  authorization  from 
the  Faculty;  all  the  Fraternities  shall  meet  on  the  grounds,  and 
not  oftener  than  every  two  weeks;  no  student  shall  be  pledged  to 
the  Fraternity  until  he  has  been  in  the  University  eight  weeks  or 
unless  he  has  completed  one  year's  study;  before  a  student  is 
matriculated  he  shall  affirm  that  he  has  not  been  pledged  to  a 
secret  order;  any  Fraternity  violating  these  rules  shall  be  debarred 
from  the  privileges  of  the  Fraternity.  These  rules  seem  drastic, 
especially  as  applied  to  a  State  institution,  but  are  necessary  con- 
cessions to  the  same  sort  of  anti-Fraternity  prejudice  which 
dictated  the  abolition  of  the  Fraternity  system  at  the  University  of 
Arkansas.  F.  J.  Guynes,  Mississippi  Alpha,  led  the  fight  against 
the  proposed  extermination  of  the  Fraternities  at  Mississippi. — The 
Shield  of  Phi  Kappa  Psi. 

Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon  at  Harvard  will  occupy  a  house  on 
Prescott  street,  opposite  the  new  Harvard  Union.  The  Cornell 
Chapter  is  considering  a  new  house.  The  California  Chapter  will 
have  a  new  house. 


Phi  Gamma  Delta  has  established  chapters  at  Adelbert,  Chi- 
cago, Brown  and  Purdue.  Three  of  these  are  new  chapters.  The 
Adelbert  Chapter  is  a  revival  of  the  Western  Reserve  Chapter 
which  died  in  1890. 


"It  is  said  that  Alpha  Tau  Omega  is  practically  no  longer  in 
existence  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania." — The  Record  of 
Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon. 

[We  wish  to  inform  The  Record  and  all  its  readers  that  this 
statement  is  a  very  bad  "break."  The  Pennsylvania  Tau  Chapter 
of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  is  in  a  flourishing  condition.  It  now  con- 
tains more  than  a  dozen  active  members,  and  as  many  more 
affiliates;  it  has  excellent  quarters  within  a  stone's  throw  of  the 
University  campus,  and  it  is  doing  the  very  best  of  good  work. — 
Ed.  Palm.] 

Beta  Theta  Pi,  which  formerly  had  a  secret  publication  entitled 
The  Mystic  Messenger,  will  resume  its  issue.  Of  late  years  two 
issues  of  the  Beta  Theta  Pi  have  been  secret,  one  containing  the 
convention  proceedings  and  the  other  containing  the  annual  chap- 
ter reports  and  being  mailed  to  all  the  Alumni.
